[Multifamily  Housing  Revenue  Bonds  - Alice  Griffith  Phase  3A  Apartments  Project  - Not  to 
Exceed  $31,500,000] 

Resolution  authorizing  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  multifamily  housing  revenue 
bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $31,500,000  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  financing  for  the  acquisition  and  construction  of  a 82-unit  multifamily  rental 
housing  project  known  as  Alice  Griffith  Phase  3A  Apartments  Project;  approving  the 
form  of  and  authorizing  the  execution  of  a trust  indenture  providing  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  the  bonds;  approving  the  form  of  and  authorizing  the  execution  of  a 
regulatory  agreement  and  declaration  of  restrictive  covenants;  approving  the  form  of 
and  authorizing  the  execution  of  a loan  agreement;  authorizing  the  collection  of  certain 
fees;  approving  modifications,  changes  and  additions  to  the  documents;  ratifying  and 
approving  any  action  heretofore  taken  in  connection  with  the  bonds  and  the  project,  as 
defined  herein;  granting  general  authority  to  City  officials  to  take  actions  necessary  to 
implement  this  Resolution,  as  defined  herein;  and  related  matters. 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the 
“Board”)  desires  to  provide  for  a portion  of  the  costs  of  the  acquisition  and  construction  by 
Alice  Griffith  Phase  3A,  L.P.,  a California  limited  partnership  (the  “Borrower”),  of  a 82-unit 
residential  rental  development  located  at  2500  Arelious  Walker  Drive,  in  San  Francisco, 
California,  known  as  “Alice  Griffith  Phase  3A  Apartments  Project”  (the  “Project”),  to  provide 
housing  for  persons  and  families  of  low  income  and  very  low  income  through  the  issuance  of 
multifamily  housing  revenue  bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  “City”)  is  authorized  to  issue 
revenue  bonds  for  such  purpose  pursuant  to  the  Charter  of  the  City,  Article  I of  Chapter  43  of 
the  Administrative  Code  of  the  City  and,  to  the  extent  applicable,  Chapter  7 of  Part  5 of 
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Division  31  (commencing  with  Section  52075)  of  the  Health  and  Safety  Code  of  the  State  of 
California  (“Health  and  Safety  Code"),  as  now  in  effect  and  as  it  may  from  time  to  time 
hereafter  be  amended  or  supplemented  (collectively,  the  "Act”);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  interest  on  the  Bonds  (hereinafter  defined)  may  qualify  for  tax 
exemption  under  Section  103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended,  (the 
"Code"),  only  if  the  Bonds  are  approved  in  accordance  with  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 
WHEREAS,  The  Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  held  a duly 
noticed  public  hearing  on  May  14,  2015,  at  which  hearing  an  opportunity  was  provided  for 
persons  to  comment  on  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  this  Board,  on  June  9,  2015,  adopted 
Resolution  No.  228-15,  approving  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Note  solely  for  the 
purposes  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $33,000,000;  and 
WHEREAS,  On  October  21,  2015,  the  California  Debt  Limit  Allocation  Committee 
(CDLAC)  in  its  Resolution  Number  15-124  allocated  $31,500,000  in  qualified  private  activity 
bonds  to  the  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  There  has  been  prepared  and  presented  to  the  Board  for  consideration  at 
this  meeting  the  documentation  required  for  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  and  such 
documentation  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  (the  “Clerk  of  the  Board”); 
and 

WHEREAS,  It  appears  that  each  of  the  documents  which  is  now  before  this  Board  is 
substantially  in  appropriate  form  and  is  an  appropriate  instrument  to  be  executed  and 
delivered  for  the  purposes  intended;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  finds  that  the  public  interest  and  necessity  require  that  the  City 
at  this  time  make  arrangements  for  the  sale  of  the  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Bonds  will  be  a limited  obligation  of  the  City,  the  sole  source  of 
repayment  of  which  shall  be  payments  made  by  the  Borrower  under  the  Loan  Agreement 
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(hereinafter  defined),  together  with  investment  income  of  certain  funds  and  accounts  held 
under  the  Indenture  (hereinafter  defined);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  has  engaged  Stradling  Yocca  Carlson  & Rauth,  a Professional 
Corporation,  and  Curls  Bartling  P.C.,  as  co-bond  counsel  with  respect  to  the  Bonds  (“Co-Bond 
Counsel”);  and 

WHEREAS,  J.P.  Morgan  Chase  Bank,  N.A.  has  expressed  its  intention  to  purchase,  or 
cause  an  affiliate  to  purchase,  the  Bonds  authorized  hereby;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  by  this  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  as 
follows: 

Approval  of  Recitals.  The  Board  hereby  finds  and  declares  that  the  above  recitals  are 
true  and  correct. 

Approval  of  Issuance  of  Bonds.  In  accordance  with  the  Act  and  the  Indenture 
(hereinafter  defined),  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  and  deliver  revenue  bonds  of  the 
City,  such  bonds  to  be  issued  in  one  or  more  series  and  subseries,  and  designated  as  “City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  Multifamily  Housing  Revenue  Bonds  (Alice  Griffith  Phase  3A 
Apartments  Project),  Series  201 6A,”  or  such  other  designation  as  may  be  necessary  or 
appropriate  to  distinguish  such  series  from  every  other  series  of  bonds,  in  an  aggregate 
principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $31 ,500,000  (the  “Bonds”),  with  an  interest  rate  not  to  exceed 
twelve  percent  (12%)  per  annum  for  the  Bonds,  and  which  shall  have  a final  maturity  date  not 
later  than  forty  (40)  years  from  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  Bonds.  The  Bonds  shall  be  in  the 
form  set  forth  in  and  otherwise  in  accordance  with  the  Indenture  and  shall  be  executed  by  the 
manual  or  facsimile  signature  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  (the  “Mayor”). 

Indenture.  The  Trust  Indenture  (the  “Indenture”)  in  the  form  presented  to  the  Board,  a 
copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby  approved.  The  Indenture  shall 
be  entered  into  by  and  between  the  City  and  a trust  company,  a state  banking  corporation  or  a 
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national  banking  association  with  the  authority  to  accept  trusts  in  the  State  of  California 
selected  by  the  City  and  otherwise  meeting  the  requirements  of  the  Indenture  (the  “Trustee”). 
Each  of  the  Mayor,  the  Director  of  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing  and  Community 
Development  and  the  Housing  Development  Director  of  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing  and 
Community  Development  (collectively,  the  “Authorized  Representatives”  and  each,  an 
"Authorized  Representative”)  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Indenture,  approved  as  to 
form  by  the  City  Attorney  of  the  City  (the  “City  Attorney”),  in  substantially  said  form,  together 
with  such  additions  thereto  and  changes  therein  as  the  City  Attorney  and  Co-Bond  Counsel 
may  approve  or  recommend  in  accordance  with  Section  7 hereof. 

Regulatory  Agreement  and  Declaration  of  Restrictive  Covenants.  The  Regulatory 
Agreement  and  Declaration  of  Restrictive  Covenants  (the  “Regulatory  Agreement”),  between 
the  City  and  the  Borrower,  in  the  form  presented  to  the  Board,  a copy  of  which  is  on  file  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby  approved.  Each  Authorized  Representative  is  hereby 
authorized  to  execute  the  Regulatory  Agreement,  approved  as  to  form  by  the  City  Attorney,  in 
substantially  said  form,  together  with  such  additions  thereto  and  changes  therein  as  the  City 
Attorney  and  Co-Bond  Counsel  may  approve  or  recommend  in  accordance  with  Section  7 
hereof. 

Loan  Agreement.  The  Loan  Agreement  (the  “Loan  Agreement”)  by  and  among  the 
City,  the  Trustee  and  the  Borrower,  in  the  form  presented  to  the  Board,  a copy  of  which  is  on 
file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby  approved.  Each  Authorized  Representative  is 
hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Loan  Agreement  in  substantially  said  form,  together  with 
such  additions  thereto  and  changes  therein  as  the  City  Attorney  and  Co-Bond  Counsel  may 
approve  or  recommend  in  accordance  with  Section  7 hereof. 

Issuer  Fees.  The  City,  acting  through  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing  and  Community 
Development,  shall  charge  a fee  for  the  administrative  costs  associated  with  issuing  the 
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Bonds  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  0.25%  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds. 
Such  fee  shall  be  payable  at  bond  closing  and  may  be  contingent  on  the  bond  sale.  The  City 
shall  also  charge  an  annual  fee  for  monitoring  the  restricted  units  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
0.125%  of  the  outstanding  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds,  but  no  less  than  $2,500 
annually,  for  the  term  of  the  Regulatory  Agreement.  The  initial  monitoring  fee  shall  be 
payable  at  bond  closing.  The  Board  hereby  authorizes  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing  and 
Community  Development  to  charge  and  collect  the  fees  described  in  this  section. 

Modifications.  Changes,  Additions.  Any  Authorized  Representative  executing  the 
Indenture,  the  Regulatory  Agreement  or  the  Loan  Agreement  (collectively,  the  “City 
Agreements”),  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney  and  Co-Bond  Counsel,  is  hereby 
authorized  to  approve  and  make  such  modifications,  changes  or  additions  to  the  City 
Agreements  as  may  be  necessary  or  advisable,  provided  that  such  modification  does  not 
authorize  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  Bonds  in  excess  of  $31,500,000,  provide  for  a 
final  maturity  on  the  Bonds  later  than  forty  (40)  years,  or  provide  for  the  Bonds  to  bear  interest 
at  a rate  in  excess  of  twelve  percent  (12%)  per  annum.  The  approval  of  any  modification, 
addition  or  change  to  any  of  the  aforementioned  documents  shall  be  evidenced  conclusively 
by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  document  in  question. 

Ratification.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  the  officers  and  agents  of  the  City  with 
respect  to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  as  consistent  with  the  documents  herein  and 
this  Resolution,  are  hereby  approved,  confirmed  and  ratified. 

General  Authority.  The  proper  officers  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed, 
for  and  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  do  any  and  all  things  and  take  any  and  all 
actions  and  execute  and  deliver  any  and  all  certificates,  agreements  (including  such 
agreements  to  provide  adequate  or  additional  security  or  indemnities  as  required  by  lenders  to 
consummate  the  financing)  and  other  documents,  including  but  not  limited  to  those 
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documents  described  in  the  Indenture,  the  Loan  Agreement,  and  the  Regulatory  Agreement, 
which  they,  or  any  of  them,  may  deem  necessary  or  advisable  in  order  to  consummate  the 
lawful  issuance  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  and  to  effectuate  the  purposes  thereof  and  of  the 
documents  herein  approved  in  accordance  with  this  Resolution. 

File.  All  documents  referenced  herein  as  being  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  are 
located  in  File  No.  151260  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a part  of  this  Resolution  as  if 
set  forth  fully  herein.

Resolution  urging  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  the  Sheriff  to 
convene  a working  group  to  plan  for  the  permanent  closure  of  County  Jail  Nos.  3 and  4, 
and  any  corresponding  investments  in  new  mental  health  facilities  and  current  jail 
retrofits  needed  to  uphold  public  safety  and  better  serve  at-risk  individuals. 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  rejected  the  proposed  384-bed 
Rehabilitation  Detention  Facility  (RDF)  and  the  proposed  $215,000,000  in  Certificates  of 
Participation  intended  to  fund  its  construction;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  verbally  directed  the  Department  of  Real 
Estate  to  begin  negotiating  the  acquisition  of  real  property  at  814-820  Bryant  Street,  444-6th 
Street,  450-6th  Street,  and  470-6th  Street,  adjacent  to  the  existing  Hall  of  Justice  and  County 
Jails  No.  3 and  No.  4,  and  will  soon  consider  legislation  approving  those  acquisitions;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  State  Public  Works  Board  has  awarded  San  Francisco  $80,000,000  of 
lease  revenue  bond  financing  to  help  fund  the  construction  of  a facility  to  replace  County  Jail 
Nos.  3 and  No.  4;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  is  interested  in  greater  investment  in  mental 
health  and  jail  diversion  resources,  including  the  possible  construction  of  a facility  adjacent  to 
the  current  Hall  of  Justice  that  will  provide  mental  health  and  substance  abuse  treatment  as 
well  as  jail  diversion  programs,  and  that  may  incorporate  other  City  uses  such  as  office  space 
for  City  workers  affiliated  with  the  Hall  of  Justice,  and  may  be  funded  in  whole  or  in  part  with 
the  State  Public  Works  Board  financing;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Planning  for  the  closure  of  County  Jail  Nos.  3 and  No.  4 and  for  greater 
investment  in  mental  health  and  jail  diversion  resources  will  require  a collaborative  process; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  the  Sheriff  are  the 
most  appropriate  officials  to  lead  this  planning  effort;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Health  and  the  Sheriff  to  convene  a working  group  including:  mental  health  providers 
and  advocates,  former  inmates  who  have  benefitted  from  community  mental  health  programs, 
the  District  Attorney,  Public  Defender,  Police  Department,  Adult  Probation,  Pre-Trial 
Diversion,  Controller,  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  Capital  Planning,  to  develop  a plan 
that  will  provide  effective  and  humane  investments  in  mental  health;  identify  what  new  facility 
or  facilities  are  needed;  and  seek  to  maintain  San  Francisco’s  eligibility  to  use  State  Public 
Works  Board  financing  for  those  facilities;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  requests  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Health  and  the  Sheriff  to  provide  an  initial  report  the  Board  no  later  than

Resolution  extending  by  45  days  the  prescribed  time  within  which  the  Planning 
Commission  may  render  its  decision  on  an  Ordinance  (File  No.  151084)  amending  the 
San  Francisco  Planning  Code  to  allow  an  existing  bar  on  the  ground  floor  in  the  Upper 
Market  Street  Neighborhood  Commercial  Transit  District  to  expand  to  the  second  floor 
under  specified  circumstances  with  a Conditional  Use  Authorization;  affirming  the 
Planning  Department’s  determination  under  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act; 
and  making  findings  of  consistency  with  the  General  Plan,  and  the  eight  priority 
policies  of  Planning  Code,  Section  101.1,  and  findings  of  public  necessity, 
convenience,  and  welfare  under  Planning  Code,  Section  302. 

WHEREAS,  On  November  3,  2015,  Supervisor  Wiener  introduced  legislation  amending 
the  Planning  Code  to  allow  an  existing  bar  on  the  ground  floor  in  the  Upper  Market  Street 
Neighborhood  Commercial  Transit  District  to  expand  to  the  second  floor  under  specified 
circumstances  with  a Conditional  Use  Authorization;  affirming  the  Planning  Department’s 
determination  under  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act;  and  making  findings  of 
consistency  with  the  General  Plan,  and  the  eight  priority  policies  of  Planning  Code,  Section 
101.1,  and  findings  of  public  necessity,  convenience,  and  welfare  under  Planning  Code, 
Section  302;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  or  about  October  27,  2015,  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
referred  the  proposed  ordinance  to  the  Planning  Commission;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Planning  Commission  shall,  in  accordance  with  Planning  Code 
Section  306.4(d),  render  a decision  on  the  proposed  Ordinance  within  90  days  from  the  date 
of  referral  of  the  proposed  amendment  or  modification  by  the  Board  to  the  Commission;  and 

WHEREAS,  Failure  of  the  Commission  to  act  within  90  days  shall  be  deemed  to 
constitute  disapproval;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board,  in  accordance  with  Planning  Code  Section  306.4(d)  may,  by 
Resolution,  extend  the  prescribed  time  within  which  the  Planning  Commission  is  to  render  its 
decision  on  proposed  amendments  to  the  Planning  Code  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
initiates;  and 

WHEREAS,  Supervisor  Wiener  has  requested  additional  time  for  the  Planning 
Commission  to  review  the  proposed  Ordinance;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  deems  it  appropriate  in  this  instance  to  grant  to  the  Planning 
Commission  additional  time  to  review  the  proposed  Ordinance  and  render  its  decision;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  by  this  Resolution,  the  Board  hereby  extends  the  prescribed  time 
within  which  the  Planning  Commission  may  render  its  decision  on  the  proposed  Ordinance  for 
approximately  45  additional  days,  until  March  11, 2016.

No.  1067,  Lot  No.  032)  in  accordance  with  Public  Works  Code,  Section  810(d),  and 
referring  the  matter  back  to  the  Urban  Forestry  Council  for  further  review. 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  Ordinance  No.  17-06,  which  amended 
the  Urban  Forestry  Ordinance,  Public  Works  Code,  Sections  801,  et  seq.,  concerning 
landmarks  and  significant  trees;  and 

WHEREAS,  A copy  of  said  ordinance  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  051458  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  As  part  of  this  implementation  of  Ordinance  No.  17-06,  the  Urban  Forestry 
Council,  after  duly  noticed  public  hearings,  developed  criteria  and  procedures  for  the 
designation  and  removal  of  landmark  trees  and  recommended  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
adopt  such  criteria  and  procedures;  and 

WHEREAS,  Said  criteria  and  procedures  were  subsequently  adopted  by  Resolution 
No.  440-06  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  060487  and 
is  incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  July  2,  2015,  Planning  Commission  initiated  landmark  proceedings  at 
the  request  of  Commissioner  Dennis  Richards  by  adopting  Resolution  No.  19404  for  one 
Norfolk  Island  Pine  (Araucaria  heterophylla),  located  at  46A  Cook  Street,  Assessor’s  Block 
1067,  Lot  032  and;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Planning  Commission  acknowledged  the  temporary  designation  of 
such  tree  for  landmark  tree  status  pursuant  to  Public  Works  Code,  Section  810(d),  and 
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directed  the  Commission  Secretary  to  forward  the  Resolution  and  accompanying  documents 
contained  in  the  file  to  the  Urban  Forestry  Council  and  urged  the  Urban  Forestry  Council  to 
expeditiously  complete  the  landmark  tree  designation  review  for  the  subject  tree;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  August  6,  2015,  the  Urban  Forestry  Council  held  a public  hearing  on 
the  landmark  tree  designation  review  for  the  subject  tree  but  continued  the  matter  to  October 
27,  2015,  stating  that  they  did  not  have  enough  information  and  needed  further  historical  and 
species  clarification;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  October  27,  2015,  the  Urban  Forestry  Council  held  a public  hearing  on 
the  landmark  tree  designation  review  for  the  subject  tree  and  after  a motion  was  made  to 
nominate  the  tree  for  landmark  status,  the  nomination  failed  in  a 5-5  vote  and  instead  was 
referred  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  without  recommendation  pursuant  to  criteria  and 
procedures  for  designation  and  removal  of  landmark  trees  adopted  in  Resolution  No.  440-06; 
and 

WHEREAS,  Public  Works  Code,  Section  810(d),  provides  that  once  a tree  is 
nominated  for  landmark  status  the  subject  tree  is  temporarily  designated  as  a landmark  tree 
for  215  days  so  that  the  tree  is  protected  while  the  designation  proceedings  are  pending;  and 
WHEREAS,  Once  this  215-day  temporary  designation  terminates,  the  tree  loses  its 
temporary  landmark  protection  status;  however  Section  810(d)  allows  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  via  resolution  to  extend  the  protections  of  temporary  designation  status  for  an 
additional  90  days  to  allow  adequate  time  to  consider  the  pending  landmark  designation;  and

Resolution  fixing  prevailing  wage  rates  for  workers  performing  work  under  City 
contracts  for  public  work  and  improvement;  workers  performing  work  under  City 
contracts  for  janitorial  services;  workers  performing  work  in  public  off-street  parking 
lots,  garages,  or  storage  facilities  for  automobiles  on  property  owned  or  leased  by  the 
City;  workers  engaged  in  theatrical  or  technical  services  for  shows  on  property  owned 
by  the  City;  workers  engaged  in  the  hauling  of  solid  waste  generated  by  the  City  in  the 
course  of  City  operations,  pursuant  to  a contract  with  the  City;  workers  performing 
moving  services  under  City  contracts  at  facilities  owned  or  leased  by  the  City;  and 
workers  engaged  in  exhibit,  display,  or  trade  show  work  at  a special  event  on  property 
owned  by  the  City. 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  requires  that  prevailing 
wage  rates  be  paid  on  work  performed  under  City  contracts,  as  follows: 

(1)  Public  Works  Contracts.  Charter,  Section  A7. 204(b),  requires  that  City  contracts 
for  public  work  or  improvement  provide  that  persons  directly  or  indirectly  performing  work 
under  the  contract  be  paid  not  less  than  the  highest  general  prevailing  rate  of  wages  in  private 
employment  for  similar  work,  and  Administrative  Code,  Section  6.22(e),  provides  that 
contractors  and  subcontractors  performing  a public  work  or  improvement  for  the  City  shall  pay 
workers  on  such  projects  the  highest  general  prevailing  rate  of  wages,  plus  per  diem  wages 
and  wages  for  holiday  and  overtime  work,  for  various  crafts  and  kinds  of  labor  as  paid  in 
private  employment  in  San  Francisco; 
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(2)  Janitorial  Services  Contracts.  Administrative  Code,  Section  21C.2,  requires  that 
City  contracts  for  janitorial  services  to  be  performed  at  facilities  owned  or  leased  by  the  City 
provide  that  any  individual  performing  janitorial  services  under  the  contract  be  paid  not  less 
than  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages,  including  fringe  benefits  or  an  equivalent  amount,  as  paid  in 
private  employment  for  similar  work  in  the  area  in  which  the  contract  is  being  performed; 

(3)  Parking  Lot/Garage/Auto  Storage  Facility  Contracts.  Administrative  Code,  Section 
21 C. 3,  requires  that  leases,  management  agreements,  and  other  City  contracts  for  the 
operation  of  a public  off-street  parking  lot,  garage,  or  storage  facility  for  automobiles  on 
property  owned  or  leased  by  the  City  provide  that  any  individual  working  at  the  parking  lot, 
garage,  or  storage  facility  including  but  not  limited  to  individuals  engaged  in  washing, 
polishing,  lubrication,  rent-car  service,  parking  vehicles,  cashiers,  attendants,  checking  coin 
boxes,  non-attendant  parking  lot  checking,  daily  ticket  audit,  traffic  directors  and  shuttle  driver, 
shall  be  paid  not  less  than  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages,  including  fringe  benefits  or  an 
equivalent  amount,  as  paid  in  private  employment  for  similar  work  in  the  area  where  the  lease, 
management  agreement,  or  contract  is  being  performed; 

(4)  Theatrical  Services  Contracts.  Administrative  Code,  Section  21C.4,  requires  that 
contracts,  leases,  franchises,  permits,  or  agreements  awarded,  let,  issued,  or  granted  by  the 
City  require  that  any  individual  engaged  in  theatrical  or  technical  services  related  to  the 
presentation  of  a show,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  workers  engaged  in  rigging,  sound, 
projection,  theatrical  lighting,  videos,  computers,  draping,  carpentry,  special  effects,  and 
motion  picture  services  be  paid  not  less  than  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages,  including  fringe 
benefits  or  an  equivalent  amount,  as  paid  in  private  employment  for  similar  work  in  the  area 
where  the  contract,  lease,  franchise,  permit,  or  agreement  is  being  performed; 

(5)  Solid  Waste  Hauling  Contracts.  Administrative  Code,  Section  21 C. 5,  requires  that 
every  contract  awarded  by  the  City  for  the  hauling  of  solid  waste  generated  by  the  City  in  the 
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course  of  City  operations  require  that  any  individual  engaged  in  the  hauling  of  solid  waste  be 
paid  not  less  than  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages,  including  fringe  benefits  or  an  equivalent 
amount,  as  paid  in  private  employment  for  similar  work  in  the  area  where  the  contract  is  being 
performed; 

(6)  Moving  Services  Contracts.  Administrative  Code,  Section  21C.6,  requires  that  City 
contracts  for  moving  services  to  be  performed  at  any  facility  owned  or  leased  by  the  City 
provide  that  any  individual  performing  moving  services  be  paid  not  less  than  the  prevailing 
rate  of  wages,  including  fringe  benefits  or  an  equivalent  amount,  as  paid  in  private 
employment  for  similar  work  in  the  area  where  the  contract  is  being  performed; 

(7)  Contracts  for  Exhibit,  Display,  or  Trade  Show  Work.  Administrative  Code,  Section 
21 C. 8,  requires  that  contracts,  leases,  franchises,  permits,  or  agreements  awarded,  let, 
issued,  or  granted  by  the  City  for  the  use  of  property  owned  by  the  City  require  that  any 
individual  engaged  in  exhibit,  display,  or  trade  show  work  at  a special  event  be  paid  not  less 
than  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages,  including  fringe  benefits  or  an  equivalent  amount,  as  paid  in 
private  employment  for  similar  work  in  the  area  where  the  contract,  lease,  franchise,  permit,  or 
agreement  is  being  performed;  and 

WHEREAS,  For  the  foregoing  purposes,  Administrative  Code,  Sections  6.22(e)  and 
2 1C. 7(c)(1),  respectively  require  the  Board  of  Supervisors  (the  “Board”)  annually  to  fix  and 
determine  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages,  including  such  rate  of  wages  paid  for  holiday  and 
overtime  work,  paid  in  private  employment  in  San  Francisco  for  the  various  crafts  and  kinds  of 
labor  used  on  public  works  and  construction  projects;  for  janitorial  services;  for  work  in  public 
off-street  parking  lots,  garages,  or  automobile  storage  facilities;  for  theatrical  and  technical 
services  related  to  the  presentation  of  shows;  for  solid  waste  hauling  services;  for  moving 
services;  and  for  exhibit,  display,  and  trade  show  work  related  to  special  events;  and 
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WHEREAS,  To  aid  the  Board  in  the  aforementioned  determinations  of  prevailing  wage 
rates,  Administrative  Code,  Sections  6.22(e)  and  21 C. 7(c)(1),  respectively  require  the  Civil 
Service  Commission  ("the  Commission")  to  furnish  to  the  Board  relevant  data  as  to  prevailing 
wage  rates;  and 

WHEREAS,  For  that  purpose  the  Commission  at  its  October  5,  2015,  meeting 
considered  the  issue  of  prevailing  wages  for  all  the  categories  of  workers  covered  in  this 
Resolution,  along  with  a report  prepared  by  the  Office  of  Labor  Standards  Enforcement  (the 
“OLSE  report”),  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  151101,  which  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  a part  of  this  Resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Commission  at  its  October  5,  2015,  meeting  certified  the  data  in  and 
adopted  the  OLSE  report,  which  includes  conclusions  as  to  the  prevailing  wage  rates  to  be  set 
in  accordance  with  Administrative  Code,  Sections  6.22(e),  21C.2,  21 C. 3,  21C.4,  21 C. 5, 

21C.6,  and  21 C. 8;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  fixes  and  determines  prevailing  wage  rates  to  be  paid  on 
work  performed  under  City  contracts,  as  follows: 

(1)  Public  Works  Contracts.  Pursuant  to  Administrative  Code,  Section  6.22(e),  the 
Board  fixes  and  determines  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages,  including  per  diem  wages  and  wages 
for  holiday  and  overtime  work,  for  the  various  crafts  and  kinds  of  labor  paid  in  private 
employment  in  San  Francisco  to  be  the  prevailing  wages  identified  in  the  OLSE  report, 
specifically,  the  General  Prevailing  Wage  Determinations  made  by  the  Director  of  Industrial 
Relations,  State  of  California,  pursuant  to  California  Labor  Code,  Sections  1770,  1773,  and 
1773.1  (see  Attachments  1-4  of  the  OLSE  report,  at  pages  7-176); 

(2)  Janitorial  Services  Contracts.  Pursuant  to  Administrative  Code,  Section  21C.2,  the 
Board  fixes  and  determines  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages,  including  wages  for  holiday  and 
overtime  work,  and  fringe  benefits  or  an  equivalent  amount,  paid  in  private  employment  for 
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janitorial  work  to  be  the  prevailing  wages  identified  in  the  aforementioned  OLSE  report, 
specifically,  provisions  of  the  collective  bargaining  agreement  between  the  San  Francisco 
Maintenance  Contractors  Association  and  Service  Employees  International  Union,  Local  87, 
in  effect  August  1, 2012,  through  July  31, 2016,  and  provisions  of  the  collective  bargaining 
agreement  between  the  San  Francisco  Window  Cleaning  Contractors  Association  and  the 
Window  Cleaners  Union,  Service  Employees  International  Union,  United  Service  Workers 
West,  in  effect  from  April  1 , 2014,  through  March  31 , 2017  (see  Attachments  5 and  6 of  the 
OLSE  report,  at  pages  177-218  and  219-250  respectively); 

(3)  Parking  Lot/Garage/Auto  Storage  Facility  Contracts.  Pursuant  to  Administrative 
Code,  Section  21 C. 3,  the  Board  fixes  and  determines  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages,  including 
wages  for  holiday  and  overtime  work,  and  fringe  benefits  or  an  equivalent  amount,  paid  in 
private  employment  for  work  in  off-street  parking  lots,  garages,  or  automobile  storage  facilities 
to  be  the  prevailing  wages  identified  in  the  aforementioned  OLSE  report,  specifically, 
provisions  of  the  Garage  and  Parking  Facilities  Agreement  (“San  Francisco  Master  Parking 
Agreement”)  between  the  Jurisdictional  Operators  of  Parking  Facilities  and  Teamsters 
Automotive  and  Allied  Workers,  Local  Union  No.  665,  in  effect  from  December  1,  2012, 
through  November  30,  2015  (see  Attachment  7 of  the  OLSE  report,  at  pages  251-290); 

(4)  Theatrical  Services  Contracts.  Pursuant  to  Administrative  Code,  Section  21C.4, 
the  Board  fixes  and  determines  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages,  including  wages  for  holiday  and 
overtime  work,  and  fringe  benefits  or  an  equivalent  amount,  paid  for  theatrical  or  technical 
services  related  to  the  presentation  of  a show  including,  but  not  limited  to,  rigging,  sound, 
projection,  theatrical  lighting,  videos,  computers,  draping,  carpentry,  special  effects,  and

Avenue  public  right-of-way  to  construct  and  maintain  a new  bridge  driveway  and  associated 
foundation,  retaining  wall  structures,  and  required  structural  elements  and  other  related

151224  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Public  Works  Structural  Division,  per  correspondence 
dated  July  15,  2015,  confirmed  that  the  Public  Works  Structural  Division  had  no  objections 
and  recommended  the  proposed  encroachment  for  approval;  and 

WHEREAS,  After  a duly  noticed  public  hearing  on  August  26,  2015,  Public  Works  (the 
“Department”,  “Public  Works”,  or  ”PW”)  recommended  approval  of  the  proposed 
encroachments,  as  set  forth  in  PW  Order  No.  184030,  dated  September  14,  2015;  and 

WHEREAS,  A copy  of  the  PW  Order  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No. 
151224  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  permit  and  associated  street  encroachment  agreement 
(“Encroachment  Agreement”),  copies  of  which  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File 
No.  151224  and  incorporated  herein  by  reference,  shall  not  become  effective  until: 

(a)  The  Permittee  executes  and  acknowledges  the  permit  and  delivers  said  permit  to 
the  Department;

(c)  The  Permittee  delivers  to  Public  Works  a maintenance  bond  to  ensure  adequate 
maintenance  of  the  encroachment  for  the  life  of  the  encroachment.  The  maintenance  bond 
shall  be  in  the  amount  of  $25,000;  and 

(d)  The  Public  Works  Director  records  the  permit  and  associated  agreement  in  the 
office  of  the  County  Recorder;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Permittee,  at  the  Permittee’s  sole  expense  and  as  is  necessary  as  a 
result  of  this  permit,  shall  make  the  following  arrangements: 

(a)  To  provide  for  the  support  and  protection  of  facilities  belonging  to  Public  Works, 

San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission,  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department,  and  other  City 
Departments,  and  public  utility  companies;  and 

(b)  To  remove  or  relocate  such  facilities  and  provide  access  to  such  facilities  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing,  reconstructing,  maintaining,  operating,  or  repairing  such  facilities; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  Permittee  shall  procure  the  necessary  permits  from  the  Central  Permit 
Bureau,  Department  of  Building  Inspection  and/or  Bureau  of  Street-Use  and  Mapping,  Public 
Works,  and  pay  the  necessary  permit  fees  and  inspection  fees  before  starting  work;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  permit  shall  be  conditioned  upon  payment  of  an  annual  public  right-of- 
way  occupancy  assessment  pursuant  to  Public  Works  Code,  Section  786,  and  the  initial 
amount  of  said  fee  shall  be  $3,800.00:  and 

WHEREAS,  No  structure  shall  be  erected  or  constructed  within  said  street  right-of-way 
except  as  specifically  permitted  herein;  and 

WHEREAS,  Use  of  the  encroachment  permit  area  is  not  exclusive  to  the  Permittee  and 
may  be  accessed  by  the  general  public  and  adjacent  property  owners;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Should  an  adjacent  property  owner  request  a separate  encroachment 
permit  that  affects  said  encroachment,  the  Board  hereby  delegates  to  the  Department,  in  its 
discretion,  the  ability  to  amend  or  modify  this  permit  to  accommodate  a separate  permit(s). 
Under  such  circumstances,  the  Department  shall  adjust  the  requirements  concerning  permit 
maintenance,  liability,  annual  occupancy  fee,  and  any  other  applicable  conditions  to 
proportionately  allocate  responsibility  among  the  permit  holders;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Permittee  shall  assume  all  costs  for  the  maintenance  and  repair  of  the 
encroachments  and  no  cost  or  obligation  of  any  kind  shall  accrue  to  the  Department  by 
reason  of  this  permission  granted;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  pursuant  to  Public  Works  Code,  Section  786,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  hereby  grants  revocable  permission  to  Stanford  Chiang  to  occupy  a portion  of  the

Resolution  authorizing  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development 
(MOHCD)  to  expend  SoMa  (South  of  Market)  Community  Stabilization  Fund  dollars  in 
the  amount  of  $3,000,000  to  provide  acquisition  and  rehabilitation  loans  for  projects 
that  are  eligible  under  MOHCD’s  Small  Sites  Program  and  are  located  within  the 
boundaries  of  SoMa. 

WHEREAS,  On  August  19,  2005,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  Ordinance  No. 
217-05  (the  “Ordinance”),  which,  among  other  things,  established  a new  Rincon  Hill 
Downtown  Residential  Mixed  Use  District;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Ordinance  added  Section  418  to  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Code, 
which  identifies  a need  to  mitigate  the  impacts  of  new  development  in  the  Rincon  Hill  area  and 
establishes  two  new  fees:  (1)  the  Rincon  Hill  Community  Infrastructure  Impact  Fee,  which 
provides  specific  improvements,  including  community  open  spaces,  pedestrian  and 
streetscape  improvements  and  other  facilities  and  services;  and  (2)  a SoMa  Community 
Stabilization  Fee,  which  mitigates  impacts  on  affordable  housing,  economic  and  community 
development  and  community  cohesion  in  SoMa,  as  defined  in  San  Francisco  Planning  Code, 
Section  401  (the  area  bounded  by  Market  Street  to  the  north,  Embarcadero  to  the  east,  King 
Street  to  the  south,  and  South  Van  Ness  and  Division  to  the  west);  and 

WHEREAS,  Both  the  Rincon  Hill  Community  Infrastructure  Impact  Fee  and  the  SoMa 
Community  Stabilization  Fee  are  imposed  on  new  residential  development  within  the  Rincon 
Hill  Downtown  Residential  Mixed  Use  District,  as  defined  in  San  Francisco  Planning  Code, 
Section  827  (the  area  generally  bounded  by  Folsom  Street,  the  Bay  Bridge,  the  Embarcadero, 
and  Essex  Street);  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Ordinance  established  two  separate  funds:  (1)  a Rincon  Hill 
Community  Improvements  Fund  for  the  deposit  of  the  Rincon  Hill  Community  Infrastructure 
Impact  Fees  collected;  and  (2)  a SoMa  Community  Stabilization  Fund  for  the  deposit  of 
SOMA  Community  Stabilization  Fees  collected;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  money  collected  from  the  SoMa  Community  Stabilization  Fee,  along 
with  up  to  $6,000,000  transferred  from  the  Rincon  Hill  Community  Improvements  Impact 
Fund,  is  to  be  deposited  in  the  SoMa  Community  Stabilization  Fund  maintained  by  the 
Controller,  which  will  be  used  to  address  various  impacts  of  destabilization  on  residents  and 
businesses  in  SOMA;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  Ordinance,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  established  the  SoMa 
Community  Stabilization  Fund  Community  Advisory  Committee  (SoMa  CAC)  to  advise  the 
Mayor’s  Office  of  Community  Development  (MOCD),  now  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing  and 
Community  Development  (MOHCD),  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  the  uses  of  the  Fund; 
and 

WHEREAS,  On  May  6,  2008,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  Resolution 
No.  216-08,  creating  the  SoMa  Community  Stabilization  Fund  Strategic  Plan  and  authorized 
MOHCD  to  administer  the  Fund  in  accordance  with  the  Strategic  Plan;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Strategic  Plan  states  that  an  investment  objective  of  the  SoMa 
Community  Stabilization  Fund  is  to  increase  access  to  perpetually  affordable  housing 
opportunities  for  existing  residents  of  SoMa;  and 

WHEREAS,  MOHCD  administers  an  acquisition  and  rehabilitation  loan  program,  the 
Small  Sites  Program,  to  protect  and  establish  long-term  affordable  housing  in  smaller 
properties  throughout  San  Francisco  that  are  particularly  vulnerable  to  market  pressure 
resulting  in  property  sales,  increased  evictions  and  rising  tenant  rents;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  SoMa  CAC  and  MOHCD  staff  worked  collaboratively  to  identify  the 
need  for  additional  loan  funding  for  projects  that  are  within  the  boundaries  of  SOMA  and  are 
eligible  under  the  MOHCD’s  Small  Sites  Program;  and 

WHEREAS,  A copy  of  the  Small  Sites  Notice  of  Funding  Availability  and  the  Small 
Sites  Program  Underwriting  Guidelines  has  been  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  under  File 
No.  151234;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  is 
hereby  authorized  to  expend  $3,000,000  from  the  SoMa  Community  Stabilization  Fund  to 
provide  acquisition  and  rehabilitation  loans,  all  in  accordance  with  the  purposes  and  goals  for 
the  funding  as  generally  set  forth  in  the  Strategic  Plan  and  the  Small  Sites  Program  and  filed 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  all  projects  funded  by  loans  made  by  MOHCD  under  this 
authorization  shall  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Small  Sites  Program  Underwriting 
Guidelines;  and 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  The  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development 
shall  provide  an  annual  report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  stating  for  each  loan:  the  amount, 
the  receiving  entity,  and  certification  that  the  loan  meets  the  Small  Sites  Underwriting 
Guidelines.

Resolution  retroactively  authorizing  the  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health  to 
accept  and  expend  a grant  in  the  amount  of  $30,000  from  the  State  Water  Resources 
Control  Board,  Division  of  Water  Quality  Beach  Safety  Program,  to  participate  in  a 
program  entitled  “Public  Beach  Safety  Grant  Program”  for  the  period  of  July  1,  2015, 
through  June  30,  2016. 

WHEREAS,  The  State  Water  Resources  Control  Board  has  determined  that  the  San 
Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health  (DPH)  is  eligible  to  receive  funds  from  the  Public 
Beach  Safety  Grant  Program  pursuant  to  United  States  Code,  title  33,  section  406;  and 

WHEREAS,  With  a portion  of  these  funds,  the  State  Water  Resources  Control  Board 
has  contracted  with  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health  (DPH)  in  the  amount  of 
$30,000  for  the  period  of  July  1 , 2015,  through  June  30,  2016;  and 

WHEREAS,  As  a condition  of  receiving  the  grant  funds,  the  State  Water  Resources 
Control  Board  requires  the  City  and  County  to  enter  into  an  agreement  (the  “Agreement”),  a 
copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  151282;  the 
execution  of  which  is  hereby  authorized  and  declared  to  be  a part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set 
forth  fully  herein;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  purpose  of  this  project  is  to  collect  bay  and  ocean  shoreline  water 
samples  weekly  and  transport  to  Millbrae  lab  for  pathogen  analysis;  and 

WHEREAS,  An  Annual  Salary  Ordinance  amendment  is  not  required  as  the  grant 
partially  reimburses  DPH  for  four  existing  positions,  one  Manager  IV  (Job  Class  No.  0932)  at 
.0007  FTE,  one  Senior  Environmental  Health  Inspector  (Job  Class  No.  6122)  at  .136  FTE, 
one  Junior  Administrative  Analyst  (Job  Class  No.  1820)  at  .004  FTE,  and  one  Health  Program 
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Coordinator  I (Job  Class  No.  2589)  at  .004  FTE,  for  the  period  of  July  1 , 201 5,  through  June 
30,  2016;  and 

WHEREAS,  A request  for  retroactive  approval  is  being  sought  because  DPH  did  not 
receive  notification  of  the  award  until  after  July  1 , 2015,  for  a project  start  date  of  July  1 , 201 5;

WHEREAS,  On  December  2,  2015,  five  San  Francisco  Police  Officers  shot  and  killed 
Mario  Woods  during  an  encounter  in  the  Bayview  neighborhood;  and 

WHEREAS,  Video  footage  of  the  shooting  has  shocked  the  community  and  raised 
serious  questions  about  the  actions  of  the  officers  involved,  as  well  as  SFPD’s  training  and 
use  of  force  protocols  and  its  treatment  of  African  Americans;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Police  Department,  District  Attorney’s  office,  and  Office 
of  Citizen  Complaints  are  actively  investigating  the  Woods  shooting;  and 

WHEREAS,  As  a San  Francisco  Chronicle  editorial  said  in  December:  “What  would 
help  rebuild  community  trust  in  the  department  is  an  outside  independent  investigation  — 
preferably  from  an  institution  with  unimpeachable  integrity  and  the  authority  to  look  at  the  big 
picture  of  whether  the  department  has  deep-seated  problems  with  misconduct,”  adding  the 
investigation  requires  “a  rigor  and  independence  that  will  lend  it  credibility;”  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Task  Force  on  21st  Century  Policing  commissioned  by  President 
Barack  Obama  in  2015  recommends  as  one  of  six  pillars  of  best  practices  that  police 
departments  should  proactively  request  independent  investigations  of  police-involved 
incidents  of  serious  injury  or  death  in  order  to  improve  transparency  and  community  relations; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  Department  of  Justice  investigated  the  October  2014 
shooting  of  Laquan  McDonald  by  the  Chicago  Police,  and  following  requests  from  Illinois

WHEREAS,  On  December  2,  2015,  Mario  Woods,  a 26-year-old  African  American 
resident  of  San  Francisco,  was  shot  and  killed  by  San  Francisco  police  officers;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  killing  of  Mario  Woods  is  the  latest  in  a series  of  tragic  deaths  that 
make  it  clear  that  we  must  implement  meaningful  police  reform  nationally,  and  Mario  Woods

WHEREAS,  Mario  Woods’  mother,  Gwen  Woods,  has  experienced  tremendous  grief  in

Resolution  affirming  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  commitment  to  police 
accountability  and  racial  justice  in  our  policing  practices  and  urging  the  San  Francisco 
Police  Department  to  review  use  of  force  policies  and  explore  other  methods  of  de- 
escalation  and  alternatives  to  the  use  of  force. 

WHEREAS,  The  Fourteenth  Amendment  to  the  United  States  Constitution  states  that 
no  state  shall  “deny  to  any  person  within  its  jurisdiction  the  equal  protection  of  the  laws; 
therefore  government  institutions  across  the  nation  have  a responsibility  to  ensure  equal 
protections  and  outcomes  for  all  people;”  and 

WHEREAS,  The  report,  Operation  Ghetto  Storm,  authored  by  the  Malcolm  X 
Grassroots  Movement,  documents  313  Black  people  in  the  United  States  who  were  killed  by 
“police,  security  guards,  and  vigilantes”  in  2012,  or  one  every  28  hours;  and 

WHEREAS,  A 2014  analysis  by  the  news  organization  ProPublica  found  that  the  risk  of 
young  Black  males  being  shot  and  killed  by  police  is  twenty-one  times  greater  than  the  risk  for 
young  white  males;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Guardian  US  reports  that  1138  people  were  killed  by  police  in  the 
United  States  in  2015  and  that  20  people  have  been  killed  by  the  police  in  the  U.S.  in  2016  as 
of  January  13;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  recent  incidents  of  officer  involved  killings  of  people  of  color, 
overwhelmingly  impacting  young  Black  and  Brown  men,  has  led  to  sustained,  large-scale 
protests  across  the  country  and  underscored  the  United  States’  centuries  old,  failed  promise 
of  racial  equality;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Effective  public  safety  efforts  rely  on  good  community-police  relations 
based  on  mutual  trust,  transparency,  and  accountability;  and 

WHEREAS,  Despite  SFPD  claims  that  San  Francisco  has  shown  a stronger 
commitment  to  community-police  relations,  San  Francisco  is  not  immune  to  tensions  between 
communities  and  police  particularly  involving  the  use  of  force,  officer-involved  shootings, 
racial  profiling  allegations,  and  accountability  in  police  investigations;  and 

WHEREAS,  These  tensions  have  their  roots  in  a social,  educational  and  economic 
system  which  disproportionately  limits  the  advancement  of  African  American  and  Latino 
residents,  showing  that  one’s  race  is  a major  factor  in  determining  the  opportunities  a person 
can  receive  in  life  and  that  our  society  still  suffers  from  racial  bias;  and 

WHEREAS,  Despite  updates  in  training,  community  outreach,  and  attempts  to  improve 
police-community  relations  and  create  an  inclusive  police  force,  the  SFPD  is  not  immune  to 
racial  bias;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  May  of  2014,  the  SFPD  Internal  Affairs  Division’s  "Summary  of  Officer 
Involved  Shootings  Since  2000”  memorandum  reported  that  since  2000,  97  San  Francisco 
Police  Department  (SFPD)  officer-involved  shootings  had  occurred,  resulting  in  33  deaths  and 
35  people  being  injured,  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Internal  Affairs  Division  memo  reported  that  in  every  case  where 
someone  was  killed  in  an  SFPD  office-involved  shooting,  the  officers  were  found  to  have 
acted  within  policy;  however,  a number  of  cases  created  controversy  and  tensions  between 
communities  and  the  police;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Anti-Eviction  Mapping  Project  has  identified  the  race  of  96  of  the  100 
people  killed  by  law  enforcement  officers  since  1985,  and  found  that  69%  of  those  killed  were 
people  of  color  and  40%  were  black;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Alex  Nieto  was  killed  by  SFPD  officers  on  March  21,  2014,  when  he  was 
shot  at  least  ten  times;  and 

WHEREAS,  Although  the  SFPD  found  that  the  officers  involved  had  acted  within  policy, 
Alex  Nieto’s  family,  citing  testimony  that  conflicts  with  the  SFPD  accounts,  has  filed  a civil 
rights,  wrongful  death  lawsuit  that  will  be  heard  in  the  US  District  Court  on  March  1 , 2016;  and 
WHEREAS,  Amilcar  Perez-Lopez  was  killed  by  SFPD  officers  on  February  26,  2015; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  family  of  Amilcar  Perez-Lopez  has  filed  a civil  rights,  wrongful  death 
lawsuit  with  the  federal  government.  Their  lawsuit  cites  forensic  evidence  indicating  he  was 
shot  from  behind  in  apparent  contradiction  to  police  testimony;  and 

WHEREAS,  Mario  Woods  was  killed  by  police  on  December  2,  2015;  and 
WHEREAS,  Video  footage  of  five  SFPD  officers  shooting  Woods  has  generated  shock, 
anger,  and  questions  about  SFPD’s  Use  of  Force  policies;  and 

WHEREAS,  SFPD  General  Order  5.01  on  Use  of  Force  was  last  updated  in  1995;  and 
WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Chronicle  reports  that  Chief  Suhr  stated  that  it 
appeared  that  the  officers  were  justified  in  shooting  Woods  and  quotes  Suhr  as  saying  “It’s  a 
tragic  loss  anytime  somebody  dies.  We  never  want  to  do  that.  But  this  is  all  they  could  do;” 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Examiner  reports  that  at  December  4 town  hall 
meeting,  Police  Chief  Greg  Suhr  displayed  still  photos  from  the  video  of  Woods’  shooting  to 
argue  that  Woods  had  extended  his  arm  while  holding  a knife  prior  to  the  shooting;  and 

WHEREAS,  KQED  News  posted  an  analysis  of  the  video  that  “suggests  that  officers 
opened  fire  a fraction  of  a second  before  Woods’  arm  moved;”  and 
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WHEREAS,  A few  days  later,  another  video  surfaced  which  presented  even  stronger 
images  that  contradict  the  SFPD  and  Chief  Suhr’s  contention  that  Mario  Woods  had 
aggressively  raised  his  hand  with  the  knife  before  the  officers  shot  their  firearms;  and 
WHEREAS,  Because  of  the  SFPD’s  recent  effort  to  show  that  officers  conducted 
themselves  within  policy  in  the  officer  involved  shooting  of  Mario  Woods  despite  conflicting 
evidence,  community  members  are  questioning  the  Police  Department  accounts  of  many 
other  officer-involved  shootings  to  the  extent  that  officers  appear  to  have  impunity;  now; 
therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  extends  its  deepest 
condolences  to  the  families  of  victims  of  police  killings;  and,  be  it

WHEREAS,  According  to  calculations  by  the  Centers  for  Disease  Control  and 
Prevention  (CDC)  averages  of  2006-2010,  503  underage  youth  die  annually  from  alcohol 
related  causes  in  California  and  excessive  alcohol  consumption  by  California  youth  leads  to 
30,236  years  of  potential  life  lost  each  year;  and

WHEREAS,  Speeding  is  the  number  one  cause  of  fatal  and  severe  injury  collisions  in 
San  Francisco,  claiming  ten  times  more  lives  than  drunk  driving;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Office  of  Traffic  Safety  consistently  ranks  San  Francisco  as 
the  number  one  city  in  the  state  for  seniors  to  be  injured  and  killed  in  traffic  collisions  while 
walking;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  San  Francisco,  the  annual  medical  costs  for  pedestrians  injured  in  a 
traffic  collision  is  $15,000,000  and  the  total  annual  economic  costs  of  traffic  injuries  and 
fatalities  is  $564  million  per  year;  and 

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  Budget  and  Legislative  Analyst,  pedestrians  and  cyclists 
are  at  a heightened  risk  of  injury  in  speed-related  crashes:  studies  show  that  if  a pedestrian  is 
hit  by  a car  traveling  40  mph  there  is  an  85%  chance  the  pedestrian  will  be  killed,  but  if  a 
driver  strikes  a pedestrian  while  traveling  20  mph  there  is  a 5%  chance  the  pedestrian  will  be 
killed;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Automated  speed  enforcement,  or  speeding  cameras,  when  used  in 
conjunction  with  traditional  means  of  traffic  enforcement  and  public  education,  complements 
law  enforcement’s  traffic  safety  efforts  and  enforcement  programs;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  reports  that  fixed 
speed  cameras  reduce  injury  crashes  by  20%  to  25%,  and  mobile  speed  cameras  reduce 
injury  collisions  by  21%  to  51%,  and  "automated  enforcement  systems  can  result  in 
measureable  safety  improvement  at  high  crash  locations;”  and 

WHEREAS,  One  hundred  and  forty  one  communities  in  the  United  States  have 
implemented  automated  speed  enforcement  camera  programs;  however,  California  law 
prohibits  the  use  of  camera  technology  to  enforce  existing  speed  limits;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  County  Transportation  Authority  supported  state 
legislation  to  authorize  an  Automated  Speed  Enforcement  program  San  Francisco  at  their 
December  15,  2016,  meeting;  and 

WHEREAS,  Numerous  community  leaders  and  groups  support  the  use  of  Automated 
Speed  Enforcement  in  San  Francisco,  including  Walk  San  Francisco,  The  San  Francisco 
Bicycle  Coalition,  California  Walks,  CC  Puede,  The  Central  City  SRO  Collective,  The  FDR 
Democratic  Club  of  San  Francisco,  Livable  City,  The  Traffic  Safety  Coalition,  and  Friends  of 
Monterey  Boulevard;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  revenue  derived  from  an  Automated  Speed  Enforcement  program 
could  be  used  to  invest  in  pedestrian  safety  or  other  roadway  traffic  safety  improvements; 
now,  therefore,  be  it

Resolution  determining  and  declaring  that  the  public  interest  and  necessity  demand 
the  construction,  acquisition,  improvement,  seismic  strengthening  and  betterment  of 
critical  community  and  mental  health,  emergency  response  and  safety,  and  homeless 
shelter  and  service  facilities  and  the  payment  of  related  costs  necessary  or  convenient 
for  the  foregoing  purposes;  finding  that  the  estimated  cost  of  $350,000,000  for  such 
improvements  is  and  will  be  too  great  to  be  paid  out  of  the  ordinary  annual  income  and 
revenue  of  the  City  and  County  and  will  require  incurring  bonded  indebtedness;  finding 
that  a portion  of  the  proposed  bond  is  not  a project  under  the  California  Environmental 
Quality  Act  ("CEQA")  and  adopting  findings  under  CEQA,  CEQA  Guidelines,  and  San 
Francisco  Administrative  Code,  Chapter  31,  for  the  remaining  portion  of  the  proposed 
bond;  finding  the  proposed  bond  is  in  conformity  with  the  priority  policies  of  Planning 
Code,  Section  101.1(b)  and  with  the  General  Plan  consistency  requirement  of  Charter, 
Section  4.105,  and  Administrative  Code,  Section  2A.53;  and  waiving  the  time  limits  set 
forth  in  Administrative  Code,  Section  2.34. 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  “City”)  owns  and  operates  a 
number  of  facilities  and  maintains  infrastructure  whose  primary  purpose  is  to  provide  critical 
public  health  and  safety  services  for  City  residents  and  businesses;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  has  determined  that  many  of  such  public  health  facilities  and 
infrastructure  are  deteriorating  and  seismically  inadequate  to  ensure  public  health  and  safety 
in  the  event  of  an  earthquake  occurring  in  or  near  the  City;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Working  Group  on  California  Earthquake  Probabilities  (a  collaborative 
effort  of  the  United  States  Geological  Survey  (the  "U.S.G.S."),  the  California  Geological 
Society  and  the  Southern  California  Earthquake  Center)  estimates  a 72%  chance  that  one  or 
more  earthquakes  of  a magnitude  of  6.7  or  larger  will  occur  in  the  Bay  Area  in  the  next  30 
years;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  U.S.G.S.  predicts  that  a magnitude  7.5  earthquake  occurring  today  on 
the  Hayward  Fault  would  likely  cause  hundreds  of  deaths  and  significant  property  damage, 
with  estimates  as  high  as  $200  billion;  and 

WHEREAS,  A large  magnitude  earthquake  would  damage  critical  City  public  health 
facilities  and  infrastructure,  thereby  compromising  the  capacity  of  health  care  workers  and  first 
responders,  including  fire  and  police  personnel,  to  respond  effectively;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Public  Health  and  Safety  Bond  (the  "Bond")  will  provide  funding  for 
critical  public  health  and  safety  facilities  as  further  described  below;  and 

WHEREAS,  With  adequate  funding  the  City  can  make  essential  seismic  retrofits  and 
fire  response  system  improvements  at  the  Pricilla  Chan  and  Mark  Zuckerberg  San  Francisco 
General  Hospital  and  Trauma  Center  campus  and  neighborhood  clinic,  including  but  not 
limited  to  the  modernization  of  fire  response  systems  and  the  renovation  and  expansion  of  the 
Southeast  Health  Center,  and  the  improvement  of  high-demand  community  health  centers 
with  access  to  mental  health,  urgent  care,  substance  abuse,  dental  and  social  services 
(collectively  the  “Public  Health  Project”),  and 

WHEREAS,  With  adequate  funding  the  City  can  renovate  and  seismically  upgrade  the 
San  Francisco  Fire  Department  Ambulance  Deployment  Facility,  which  includes  the 
construction  of  a modern,  seismically  safe  ambulance  and  paramedic  deployment  facility,  as 
well  as  make  urgently  needed  repairs  and  modernizations  to  neighborhood  fire  stations 
Citywide  (collectively,  the  "Fire  Safety  Project");  and 
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WHEREAS,  With  adequate  funding  the  City  can  correct  public  health  and  safety 
deficiencies  at  City-owned  shelters  and  service  delivery  sites  to  improve  facilities  and  expand 
services  for  homeless  individuals  and  families  (collectively,  the  “Homeless  Health  and  Safety 
Project”  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  recognizes  the  need  to  seismically  strengthen  and  safeguard 
the  City's  critical  public  health,  safety  and  homeless  services  facilities  to  better  secure  the 
health,  safety  and  welfare  of  City  residents;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  By  the  Board  of  Supervisors: 

Section  1 . The  Board  determines  and  declares  that  the  public  interest  and  necessity 
demand  the  rehabilitation,  improvement  and  seismic  upgrade  of  public  health  and  safety 
facilities,  including  making  seismic  upgrades  and  improvements  to  the  Pricilla  Chan  and  Mark 
Zuckerberg  San  Francisco  General  Hospital  campus,  the  renovation  of  and  construction  of  a 
new  addition  to  the  South  East  Health  Center;  the  improvement  of  high-demand  community 
health  centers  with  the  expansion  of  and  access  to  mental  health,  urgent  care,  substance 
abuse,  dental,  and  social  services;  the  construction  of  a seismically  safe  Ambulance 
Deployment  Facility,  and  the  modernization  and  upgrade  of  neighborhood  fire  stations 
Citywide;  and  the  improvement  and  increased  capacity  of  facilities  to  better  serve  homeless 
individuals  and  families  at  City-owned  shelters  and  homeless  service  sites,  and  the  payment 
of  related  costs  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  foregoing  purposes. 

Section  2.  The  estimated  cost  of  $350,000,000  of  the  Bond  is  and  will  be  too  great  to 
be  paid  out  of  the  ordinary  annual  income  and  revenue  of  the  City,  will  require  an  expenditure 
greater  than  the  amount  allowed  by  the  annual  tax  levy,  and  will  require  the  incurrence  of 
bonded  indebtedness  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $350,000,000. 

Section  3.  The  Board,  having  reviewed  the  proposed  legislation,  makes  the  following 
findings  in  compliance  with  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  ("CEQA"),  California 
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Public  Resources  Code  Sections  21000  et  seq.,  the  CEQA  Guidelines,  15  Cal.  Administrative 
Code  Sections  15000  et  seq.,  ("CEQA  Guidelines"),  and  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code 
Chapter  31  ("Chapter  31").  The  facilities  and  programs  proposed  to  be  funded  with  this  Bond 
have  been  reviewed  as  required  by  CEQA.  Certain  programmatic  facilities  to  be  constructed 
or  acquired  with  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  including  the  neighborhood  fire  stations,  the 
homeless  shelters  and  service  facilities  and  the  high  demand  community  health  centers  are 
statutorily  exempt  from  environmental  review  under  CEQA  Guidelines,  Section  15273(a)(4). 
The  Environmental  Review  Officer  has  also  determined  that  the  proposed  facilities  are  either 
exempt  from  CEQA  as  follows: 

a.  PUBLIC  HEALTH  PROJECTS. 

1.  San  Francisco  General  Hospital  Building  5.  On  April  6,  2015,  the  Planning 
Department  determined  that  interior  alterations  and  seismic  retrofit  of  San  Francisco  General 
Hospital  Buildings  5 is  categorically  exempt  from  environmental  review  under  Class  1 of 
CEQA  Guidelines  Section  15301. 

2.  Southeast  Health  Center.  On  June  16,  2015,  the  Planning  Department  determined 
that  renovation  of  and  a two-story  horizontal  addition  to  the  Southeast  Health  Center  (2401 
Keith  Street)  was  categorically  exempt  from  environmental  review  under  Class  32  of  the 
CEQA  Guidelines,  Section  15332. 

3.  Community  Health  Centers.  On  January  26,  2016,  the  Planning  Department 
determined  that  the  Bond  funding  program  for  the  improvement  of  high  demand  community 
health  centers  across  the  City  and  the  expansion  of  access  to  mental  health,  urgent  care, 
substance  abuse,  dental,  and  social  services  was  statutorily  exempt  from  environmental 
review  under  CEQA  Guidelines,  Section  15273(a)(4)— establishment  of  rates,  tolls,  fares,  and 
charges  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  funds  for  capital  projects  necessary  to  maintain  service 
within  existing  service. 
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b.  SAFETY  PROJECT.  On  December  11, 2015,  the  Planning  Department  determined 
that  the  demolition  of  two  small  structures  and  construction  of  a 30,334  gross  square  foot  San 
Francisco  Fire  Department  (“SFFD”)  Emergency  Medical  Services  Facility  and  62,000  gross 
square  foot  parking  structure  behind  SFFD  Fire  Station  No.  9 at  2245  Jerrold  Avenue  was 
categorically  exempt  from  environmental  review  under  Class  32  of  the  CEQA  Guidelines, 
Section  15332. 

c.  NEIGHBORHOOD  FIRE  STATIONS.  On  January  26,  2016,  the  Planning 
Department  determined  that  the  Bond  funding  program  for  the  modernization  and  upgrade  of 
San  Francisco  Fire  Department  neighborhood  fire  stations  citywide  was  statutorily  exempt 
from  environmental  review  under  CEQA  Guidelines,  Section  15273(a)(4)— establishment  of 
rates,  tolls,  fares,  and  charges  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  funds  for  capital  projects 
necessary  to  maintain  service  within  existing  service  areas; 

d.  HOMELESS  HEALTH  AND  SAFETY  PROJECT.  On  January  26,  2016,  the  Planning 
Department  determined  that  the  Bond  funding  program  for  the  improvement  of  facilities  to 
better  serve  homeless  individuals  and  families  at  shelters  and  homeless  service  sites,  and 
acquisition  and  construction  of  related  facilities,  was  statutorily  exempt  from  environmental 
review  under  CEQA  Guidelines,  Section  15273(a)(4)— establishment  of  rates,  tolls,  fares,  and 
charges  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  funds  for  capital  projects  necessary  to  maintain  service 
within  existing  service  areas. 

The  Board  affirms  these  exemption  determinations  of  the  Planning  Department,  for  the 
reasons  set  forth  in  the  analyses  in  these  exemptions  contained  in  Board  of  Supervisors  File 
No.  151275,  incorporated  herein  by  this  reference  thereto.  The  Board  finds  that  based  on  the 
whole  record  before  it  there  are  no  substantial  project  changes,  no  substantial  changes  in 
project  circumstances,  and  no  new  information  of  substantial  importance  that  would  change 
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the  conclusions  set  forth  in  these  exemption  determinations  by  the  Planning  Department  that 
these  proposed  projects  are  exempt  from  environmental  review. 

Section  4.  The  Board  finds  and  declares  that  the  proposed  Bond  is  (i)  in  conformity 
with  the  priority  policies  of  Section  101.1(b)  of  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Code,  (ii)  in 
accordance  with  Section  4.105  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter  and  Section  2A.53(f)  of  the 
San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  and  (iii)  consistent  with  the  City’s  General  Plan,  and 
adopts  the  findings  of  the  Planning  Department,  as  set  forth  in  the  General  Plan  Referral 
Report  dated  January  26,  2016,  a copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  151275  and  incorporates  such  findings  by  reference. 

Section  5.  The  time  limit  for  approval  of  this  resolution  specified  in  Section  2.34  of  the 
San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  waived. 

Section  6.  Under  Section  2.40  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  the 
ordinance  submitting  this  proposal  to  the  voters  shall  contain  a provision  authorizing  landlords 
to  pass-through  50%  of  the  resulting  property  tax  increases  to  residential  tenants  in 
accordance  with  Chapter  37  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code. 

Section  7.  Documents  referenced  in  this  resolution  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  151275,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a part  of  this 
resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein.

Resolution  imposing  interim  controls  to  require  that  the  Planning  Commission 
consider  additional  design  standards  for  projects  in  the  Showplace  Square,  Potrero 
Hill,  and  Central  Waterfront  Area  Plans  receiving  a Large  Project  Authorization; 
affirming  the  Planning  Department’s  determination  under  the  California  Environmental 
Quality  Act. 

WHEREAS,  Planning  Code,  Section  306.7,  provides  for  the  imposition  of  interim 
zoning  controls  to  accomplish  several  objectives,  including  preservation  of  historic  and 
architecturally  significant  buildings  and  areas,  preservation  of  neighborhoods  and  areas  of 
mixed  residential  and  commercial  uses  in  order  to  preserve  the  existing  character  of  such 
neighborhoods  and  areas,  and  development  and  conservation  of  the  commerce  and  industry 
of  the  City  in  order  to  maintain  the  economic  vitality  of  the  City,  to  provide  its  citizens  with 
adequate  jobs  and  business  opportunities,  and  to  maintain  adequate  services  for  its  residents, 
visitors,  businesses,  and  institutions;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2008,  the  Planning  Commission  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted 
the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Plan  which  rezoned  large  portions  of  the  City  and  created  the 
Showplace  Square,  Potrero  Hill,  and  Central  Waterfront  Area  Plans;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  stated  goals  of  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Plan  are  to  encourage 
new  housing  at  appropriate  locations  and  make  it  as  affordable  as  possible  to  a range  of  City 
residents;  plan  for  transportation,  open  space,  community  facilities,  and  other  critical  elements 
of  complete  neighborhoods;  reserve  sufficient  space  for  production,  distribution,  and  repair 
activities,  in  order  to  support  the  City’s  economy  and  provide  good  jobs  for  residents;  and  take 
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steps  to  provide  space  for  new  industries  that  bring  innovation  and  flexibility  to  the  City’s 
economy;  and 

WHEREAS,  One  of  the  eight  Priority  Policies  from  the  City’s  General  Plan  and 
Planning  Code,  Section  101.1,  is  “That  existing  housing  and  neighborhood  character  be 
conserved  and  protected  in  order  to  preserve  the  cultural  and  economic  diversity  of  our 
neighborhoods;”  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Planning  Department  currently  has  residential  design  guidelines, 
however,  they  do  not  offer  sufficient  guidance  to  influence  the  design  of  larger  projects  in 
these  areas  such  as  those  required  to  receive  a Large  Project  Authorization  under  Planning 
Code,  Section  329;  and 

WHEREAS,  Large  mixed  use  projects  such  as  those  which  require  a Large  Project 
Authorization  from  the  Planning  Commission  require  specific  guidance  and  attention  to  design 
because  their  size  and  scale  can  have  a substantial  impact  on  the  aesthetics  of  the 
surrounding  neighborhood;  and 

WHEREAS,  There  are  several  large  projects  currently  in  the  Planning  Department’s 
pipeline  in  these  areas  with  a wide  variety  of  proposed  designs;  and 

WHEREAS,  Urban  design  guidelines  for  large  projects  in  these  areas  will  inspire  better 
architecture,  design  and  build  neighborhood  character;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Planning  Department  is  currently  in  the  process  of  updating  its 
residential  design  guidelines  to  apply  to  larger  projects  in  these  areas,  and  these  interim 
controls  will  allow  time  for  the  orderly  completion  of  urban  design  guidelines  for  projects 
requiring  a Large  Project  Authorization  in  these  areas;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  has  considered  the  impact  on  the  public  health,  safety,  peace, 
and  general  welfare  if  the  interim  controls  proposed  herein  are  not  imposed;  and 
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WHEREAS,  This  Board  has  determined  that  the  public  interest  will  be  best  served  by 
imposition  of  these  interim  controls  at  this  time,  in  order  to  ensure  that  the  legislative  schedule 
which  may  be  ultimately  adopted  is  not  undermined  during  the  planning  and  legislative 
process  for  permanent  controls;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Planning  Department  has  determined  that  the  actions  contemplated  in 
this  resolution  are  in  compliance  with  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (California 
Public  Resources  Code,  Section  21000,  et.  seq.);  and 

WHEREAS,  Said  determination  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in 
File  No.  151281  and  is  hereby  affirmed  and  incorporated  by  reference  as  though  fully  set  forth 
herein;  and 

WHEREAS,  These  interim  zoning  controls  advance  and  are  consistent  with  the  Priority 
Polices  set  forth  in  Planning  Code,  Section  101.1,  particularly  policy  2,  in  that  these  urban 
design  guidelines  will  help  ensure  new  development  projects  will  preserve  and  protect  the 
existing  neighborhood  character  and  will  preserve  the  cultural  and  economic  diversity  of  these 
neighborhoods;  and 

WHEREAS,  With  respect  to  Priority  Policies  1,3,  4,  5,  6,  7 and  8,  the  Board  finds  that 
these  interim  zoning  controls  do  not,  at  this  time,  have  an  effect  upon  these  policies,  and  thus 
will  not  conflict  with  said  policies;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  pursuant  to  Planning  Code,  Section  306.7,  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
by  this  resolution,  hereby  prohibits  any  City  agency,  board,  commission,  officer,  or  employee 
from  issuing  any  approvals  for  a large  project  in  the  Showplace  Square.  Potrero  Hill,  or 
Central  Waterfront  Area  Plans  required  to  receive  a Large  Project  Authorization  under 
Planning  Code  Section  329  unless  the  action  would  conform  both  to  the  existing  provisions  of 
the  Planning  Code  and  this  resolution  imposing  interim  controls;  and,  be  it 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  for  purposes  of  these  interim  controls,  in  addition  to  the 
criteria  listed  in  Planning  Code,  Section  329,  the  Planning  Commission  shall  consider  and 
make  findings  that  a project  receiving  a Large  Project  Authorization  has  demonstrated: 

(1)  An  awareness  of  urban  patterns,  and  harmonizes  visual  and  physical  relationships 
between  existing  buildings,  streets,  open  spaces,  natural  features,  and  view  corridors; 

(2)  An  awareness  of  neighborhood  scale  and  materials,  and  renders  building  facades 
vith  texture,  detail,  and  depth;  and 

(3)  A modulation  of  buildings  vertically  and  horizontally,  with  rooftops  and  facades 
designed  to  be  seen  from  multiple  vantage  points;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  these  interim  controls  shall  remain  in  effect  for  eighteen 
months  from  the  effective  date  of  this  legislation,  or  until  the  adoption  of  permanent  legislation 
establishing  urban  design  guidelines  for  these  projects.

WHEREAS,  California  Statutes  of  1968,  Chapter  1333  (Burton  Act)  and  the  San 
Francisco  Charter  Section  4.1 14  and  B3.581  empower  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  (City),  acting  through  the  Port  Commission  to  use,  conduct,  operate, 
maintain,  manage,  regulate  and  control  the  lands  within  Port  Commission  jurisdiction; 
and 

WHEREAS,  Under  Government  Code  Sections  53395  et  seq.  (IFD  Law),  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  is  authorized  to  establish  an  infrastructure  financing  district  and  to

WHEREAS,  Sub-Project  Area  G-1  (Pier  70  - Historic  Core)  includes  property  that 
the  City,  acting  by  and  through  the  Port  Commission,  has  leased  to  Historic  Pier  70, 

LLC  (an  affiliate  of  Orton  Development,  Inc.)  pursuant  to  Lease  No.  L-15814,  dated  as 
of  July  29,  2015  (Lease),  which  property  will  be  rehabilitated  pursuant  to  a Lease 
Disposition  and  Development  Agreement,  dated  as  of  September  16,  2014,  by  and 
between  the  City,  acting  by  and  through  the  Port  Commission,  and  Historic  Pier  70,  LLC 
(LDDA);  and 
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WHEREAS,  Sub-Project  Area  G-1  (Pier  70  - Historic  Core)  is  within  the  Eastern 
Neighborhoods  Community  Plan  Area,  for  which  the  Planning  Commission  certified  the 
Eastern  Neighborhoods  Rezoning  and  Area  Plans  Final  EIR  (EN  FEIR)  (Planning 
Department  Case  No.  2004.0160E);  and

Resolution  approving  issuance  of  bonds  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $25,100,000  for 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Infrastructure  Financing  District  No.  2 (Port  of  San 
Francisco)  with  respect  to  Sub-Project  Area  G-1  (Pier  70  - Historic  Core);  approving  an 
Indenture  of  Trust  and  a Pledge  Agreement;  and  approving  other  matters  in  connection 
therewith. 


WHEREAS,  California  Statutes  of  1968,  Chapter  1333  (Burton  Act)  and  the  San 
Francisco  Charter,  Sections  4.1 14  and  B3.581 , empower  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  (City),  acting  through  the  Port  Commission,  to  use,  conduct,  operate,  maintain, 
manage,  regulate  and  control  the  lands  within  Port  Commission  jurisdiction;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  California  Government  Code,  Sections  53395  et  seq.  (IFD  Law),  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  is  authorized  to  establish  an  infrastructure  financing  district  and  to  act  as 
the  legislative  body  for  an  infrastructure  financing  district;  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Section  53395.8  of  the  IFD  Law,  a waterfront  district  may  be 
divided  into  project  areas;  and 

WHEREAS,  By  Resolution  No.  110-12,  which  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  on 
March  27,  2012,  and  the  Mayor  approved  on  April  5,  2012,  (Initial  Resolution  of  Intention  to 
Establish  IFD),  the  City  declared  its  intention  to  establish  a waterfront  district  to  be  known  as 
“City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Infrastructure  Financing  District  No.  2 (Port  of  San 
Francisco)”  (IFD),  and  designated  initial  proposed  project  areas  within  the  IFD,  including 
Project  Area  G (Pier  70);  and 

WHEREAS,  By  Resolution  No.  227-12,  which  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  on 
June  12,  2012  and  the  Mayor  approved  on  June  20,  2012  (First  Amending  Resolution),  the 
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City  amended  the  Initial  Resolution  of  Intention  to  Establish  IFD  to  propose,  among  other 
things,  an  amended  list  of  project  areas;  and 

WHEREAS,  By  Resolution  No.  421-15,  which  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  on 
November  17,  2015,  and  the  Mayor  approved  on  November  25,  2015,  (Second  Amending 
Resolution),  the  City  amended  the  Initial  Resolution  of  Intention  to  Establish  IFD  as  amended 
by  the  First  Amending  Resolution  to  designate  Sub-Project  Area  G-1  (Pier  70-Historic  Core) 
(Sub-Project  Area  G-1)  (the  Initial  Resolution  of  Intention  to  Establish  IFD,  as  amended  by  the 
First  Amending  Resolution  and  the  Second  Amending  Resolution,  Resolution  of  Intention  to 
Establish  IFD);  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  Resolution  of  Intention  to  Establish  IFD,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  directed  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Port  (Executive  Director)  to  prepare  an 
infrastructure  financing  plan  for  the  IFD  (Infrastructure  Financing  Plan),  including  an  Appendix 
G-1  relating  to  Sub-Project  Area  G-1 , consistent  with  the  requirements  of  the  IFD  Law;  and 
WHEREAS,  By  Resolution  No.  416-15,  which  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  on 
November  3,  2015,  and  the  Mayor  approved  on  November  10,  2015,  (Resolution  of  Intention 
to  Issue  Bonds),  the  City  declared  its  intention  to  issue  one  or  more  series  of  bonds  payable 
from  and  secured  by  a pledge  of  available  tax  increment  allocated  to  the  IFD  with  respect  to 
Sub-Project  Area  G-1  and  other  sources  identified  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  the 
purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  facilities  specified  in  Appendix  G-1  (Facilities),  including 
acquisition  and  improvement  costs  and  all  costs  incidental  to  or  connected  with  the 
accomplishment  of  said  purposes  and  of  the  financing  thereof;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  caused  to  be  published  the 
Resolution  of  Intention  to  Issue  Bonds  in  the  manner  required  by  the  IFD  Law;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  January  26,  2016,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  held  a public  hearing  on 
the  Infrastructure  Financing  Plan,  including  Appendix  G-1;  and 
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WHEREAS,  On  the  date  hereof,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  by  Ordinance  No.  27-16  , 
among  other  things,  declared  the  IFD,  including  Sub-Project  Area  G-1  (Pier  70  - Historic 
Core),  to  be  fully  formed  and  established  with  full  force  and  effect  of  law,  and  approved  the 
Infrastructure  Financing  Plan,  including  Appendix  G-1 , subject  to  amendment  as  permitted  by 
the  IFD  Law;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  now  wishes  to  provide  for  the  issuance  of  the 
bonds  to  finance  the  Facilities;  and 

WHEREAS,  There  has  been  presented  to  this  meeting  a form  of  Indenture  of  Trust 
(Indenture),  by  and  between  the  IFD  with  respect  to  Sub-Project  Area  G-1  (Pier  70  - Historic 
Core),  and  a corporate  trustee  to  be  identified  in  the  future  by  the  Director  of  the  Office  of 
Public  Finance,  that  provides,  among  other  things,  for  the  issuance  and  administration  of  any 
bonds  issued  for  the  IFD;  and 

WHEREAS,  There  has  been  presented  to  this  meeting  a form  of  Pledge  Agreement 
(Pledge  Agreement),  by  and  between  the  IFD  with  respect  to  Sub-Project  Area  G-1  (Pier  70  - 
Historic  Core),  and  a corporate  trustee  to  be  identified  in  the  future  by  the  Director  of  the 
Office  of  Public  Finance,  that  provides,  among  other  things,  for  the  pledge  of  tax  increment 
revenues  allocated  to  the  IFD  with  respect  to  Sub-Project  Area  G-1  to  bonds  issued  for  a 
community  facilities  district  that  is  formed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  finance  the  Facilities; 
and 

WHEREAS,  All  conditions,  things  and  acts  required  to  exist,  to  have  happened  and  to 
have  been  performed  precedent  to  and  in  the  issuance  of  the  bonds  as  contemplated  by  this 
resolution,  have  happened  and  have  been  performed  in  due  time,  form  and  manner  as 
required  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California,  including  the  IFD  Law;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  foregoing  recitals  are  true  and  correct;  and,  be  it 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  pursuant  to  the  IFD  Law  and  this  resolution,  (i)  bonds 
designated  the  “City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Infrastructure  Financing  District  No.  2 (Port 
of  San  Francisco)  Sub-Project  Area  G-1  (Pier  70  - Historic  Core)  Tax  Increment  Revenue 
Bonds”  (Bonds)  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  Twenty-Five  Million  One 
Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($25,100,000)  are  hereby  authorized  to  be  issued  in  or  more 

series,  with  a series  designation  (such  as  “Series  20 A”)  to  be  appended  to  the  designation 

of  the  Bonds,  provided  however,  the  maximum  aggregate  principal  amount  does  not  include 
the  principal  amount  of  (A)  any  bonds  issued  for  the  sole  purpose  of  refinancing  the  Bonds, 
funding  a reserve  fund  for  such  refunding  bonds  and  paying  related  costs  of  issuance  and 
(B)  any  bonds  issued  for  the  sole  purpose  of  refunding  such  refunding  bonds,  funding  a 
reserve  fund  and  paying  related  costs  of  issuance,  (ii)  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  increase 
the  maximum  aggregate  principal  amount  described  above  by  adopting  a resolution  and 
complying  with  the  publication  requirements  specified  in  the  IFD  Law,  (iii)  the  Bonds  may  be

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  the  form  of 
the  Indenture  in  substantially  the  form  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  and, 
be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  and  directs 
(i)  each  of  the  Mayor,  the  Controller,  and  the  Director  of  the  Office  of  Public  Finance,  or  such 
other  official  of  the  City  as  may  be  designated  by  such  officials  (each,  an  "Authorized  Officer”), 
to  execute  and  deliver,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  attest  to,  the  Indenture  in  substantially  the  form  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board

thereto),  and  (ii)  the  Authorized  Officers  to  name  a trustee  for  the  Bonds;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  (i)  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  the  form  of 
the  Pledge  Agreement  in  substantially  the  form  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  (ii)  each  Authorized  Officer  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  and 
deliver,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  attest 
to,  the  Pledge  Agreement  in  substantially  the  form  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  together  with  such  additions  or  changes  as  are  approved  by  such  Authorized 
Officer  upon  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney  and  the  City’s  bond  counsel,  including  such 
additions  or  changes  as  are  necessary  or  advisable  to  permit  the  timely  issuance,  sale  and

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  (i)  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approves  the  issuance  of 
debt  (as  defined  in  the  IFD  Law)  other  than  the  Bonds  as  set  forth  in  Appendix  G-1 , as 
Appendix  G-1  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time,  and  (ii)  the  limitations  on  Bonds  set  forth  in 
this  Resolution,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  maximum  aggregate  principal  amount 
specified  above,  shall  apply  only  to  the  Bonds  and  not  to  other  debt  (as  defined  in  the  IFD 
Law)  payable  from  available  tax  increment  allocated  to  the  IFD  with  respect  to  Sub-Project 
Area  G-1  pursuant  to  Appendix  G-1;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  all  actions  heretofore  taken  by  the  officers  and  agents  of 
the  City  (including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  Mayor,  the  Controller,  the  Director  of  the  Office  of 
Public  Finance,  the  City  Attorney,  the  Executive  Director  or  such  other  official  of  the  City  as 
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may  be  designated  by  such  officer  (each,  an  “Authorized  City  Officer”))  with  respect  to  the

WHEREAS,  On  August  18,  2015,  the  City  published  a notice  regarding  its  intent  to  hold 
a public  hearing  with  respect  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  in  a newspaper  of  general 
circulation  in  the  City  and  such  hearing  was  held  on  September  1, 2015,  by  the  Mayor’s  Office 
of  Housing  and  Community  Development  and  an  opportunity  was  provided  for  persons  to 
comment  on  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  and  the  financing  of  the  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  Thereafter,  on  September  29,  2015,  pursuant  to  Resolution  No.  357-15, 
this  Board  approved  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  for  the  purposes  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code, 
declared  its  intent  to  issue  the  Bonds  and  authorized  officers  of  the  City  to  submit  an 
application  and  related  documents  to  the  California  Debt  Limit  Allocation  Committee 
(“CDLAC”)  and  take  other  actions  in  connection  with  the  proposed  financing  of  the  Project; 
and 

WHEREAS,  On  December  16,  2015,  CDLAC  in  its  Resolution  No.  15-154,  allocated 
$13,779,028  in  qualified  private  activity  bond  volume  cap  to  the  Project;  and 
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WHEREAS,  There  has  been  prepared  and  presented  to  this  Board  for  consideration  at 
this  meeting  the  documentation  required  for  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  and  such 
documentation  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  (the  “Clerk  of  the  Board”); 
and 

WHEREAS,  It  appears  that  each  of  the  documents  which  is  now  before  this  Board  is 
substantially  in  appropriate  form  and  is  an  appropriate  instrument  to  be  executed  and 
delivered  for  the  purposes  intended;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  finds  that  public  interest  and  necessity  require  that  the  City  at 
this  time  make  arrangements  for  the  sale  of  the  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  has  engaged  Quint  & Thimmig  LLP  and  Garcia  Hernandez 
Sawhney,  LLP,  as  co-bond  counsel  with  respect  to  the  Bonds  (“Co-Bond  Counsel”);  and 

WHEREAS,  Silicon  Valley  Bank  has  expressed  its  intention  to  purchase,  or  cause  an 
affiliate  to  purchase,  the  Bonds  authorized  hereby;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  By  this  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  Approval  of  Recitals.  This  Board  hereby  finds  and  declares  that  the  above 
recitals  are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  Approval  of  Issuance  of  Bonds.  In  accordance  with  the  Act  and  the 
Indenture  (hereinafter  defined),  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  and  deliver  revenue 
bonds  of  the  City,  such  bonds  to  be  issued  in  one  or  more  series,  and  designated  as  “City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  Multifamily  Housing  Revenue  Bonds  (Columbia  Park  Apartments), 
Series  201 6A,”  or  such  other  designation  as  may  be  necessary  or  appropriate  to  distinguish 
such  series  from  every  other  series  of  bonds  of  the  City,  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not 
to  exceed  $13,779,028  (the  “Bonds”),  with  an  interest  rate  not  to  exceed  twelve  percent  (12%) 
per  annum  for  the  Bonds,  and  which  shall  have  a final  maturity  date  not  later  than  forty  (40) 
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years  from  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  Bonds.  The  Bonds  shall  be  in  the  form  set  forth  in  and 
otherwise  in  accordance  with  the  Indenture,  and  shall  be  executed  by  the  manual  signature  of 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  (the  “Mayor”)  and  as  further  provided  in  the  Indenture. 

Section  3.  Indenture.  The  Trust  Indenture  (the  “Indenture”),  by  and  between  the  City 
and  a Trustee  (the  "Trustee”)  to  be  selected  by  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing 
and  Community  Development  (the  “Director”),  in  the  form  presented  to  this  Board,  a copy  of 
which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby  approved.  Each  of  the  Mayor,  the 
Director  or  any  other  Authorized  Representative  (as  such  term  is  defined  in  the  Indenture)  of 
the  City  (collectively,  the  “Authorized  Officers”)  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Indenture 
in  said  form,  together  with  such  additions  thereto  and  changes  therein  as  the  City  Attorney 
and  Co-Bond  Counsel  may  approve  or  recommend  in  accordance  with  Section  7 hereof. 

Section  4.  Regulatory  Agreement  and  Declaration  of  Restrictive  Covenants.  The 
Regulatory  Agreement  and  Declaration  of  Restrictive  Covenants  (the  “Regulatory 
Agreement”),  by  and  between  the  City  and  the  Borrower,  in  the  form  presented  to  this  Board, 
a copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby  approved.  Each  Authorized 
Officer  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Regulatory  Agreement,  in  said  form,  together  with 
such  additions  thereto  and  changes  therein  as  the  City  Attorney  and  Co-Bond  Counsel  may 
approve  or  recommend  in  accordance  with  Section  7 hereof. 

Section  5.  Approval  of  Loan  Agreement.  The  Loan  Agreement  (the  “Loan 
Agreement”),  by  and  among  the  City,  the  Trustee  and  the  Borrower,  in  the  form  presented  to 
this  Board,  a copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby  approved.  Each 
Authorized  Officer  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Loan  Agreement  in  said  form,  together 
with  such  additions  thereto  and  changes  therein  as  the  City  Attorney  and  Co-Bond  Counsel 
may  approve  or  recommend  in  accordance  with  Section  7 hereof. 
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Section  6.  Issuer  Fees.  The  City,  acting  through  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and 
Community  Development,  shall  charge  a fee  for  the  administrative  costs  associated  with 
issuing  the  Bonds  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  0.25%  of  the  maximum  aggregate  principal 
amount  of  the  Bonds.  Such  fee  shall  be  payable  at  closing  and  may  be  contingent  on  the 
issuance  of  the  Bonds.  The  City  shall  also  charge  an  annual  fee  for  monitoring  compliance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Regulatory  Agreement  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  0.125%  of  the 
outstanding  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds,  but  no  less  than  $2,500  annually,  for 
j the  term  of  the  Regulatory  Agreement.  The  Board  hereby  authorizes  the  Mayor's  Office  of 
Housing  and  Community  Development  to  charge  and  collect  the  fees  described  in  this 
section. 

Section  7.  Modifications.  Changes.  Additions.  Any  Authorized  Officer  executing  the 
Indenture,  the  Loan  Agreement  or  the  Regulatory  Agreement  (collectively,  the  “City 
Agreements”),  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney  and  Co-Bond  Counsel,  is  hereby 
authorized  to  approve  and  make  such  modifications,  changes  or  additions  to  the  City 
Agreements  as  may  be  necessary  or  advisable,  provided  that  such  modification  does  not 
authorize  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  in  excess  of  $13,779,028,  provide  for  a

final  maturity  on  the  Bonds  later  than  40  years  from  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  or 
provide  for  the  Bonds  to  bear  interest  at  a rate  in  excess  of  twelve  percent  (12%)  per  annum. 
The  approval  of  any  modification,  addition  or  change  to  any  of  the  City  Agreements  shall  be 
evidenced  conclusively  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  document  in  question. 

Section  8.  Ratification.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  the  officers  and  agents  of  the 
City  with  respect  to  the  sale,  issuance  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds,  as  consistent  with  the  City 
Agreements  and  this  Resolution,  are  hereby  approved,  confirmed  and  ratified. 

Section  9.  General  Authority.  The  proper  officers  of  the  City,  including  but  not  limited 
to  the  Authorized  Officers,  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  for  and  in  the  name  and  on 
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behalf  of  the  City,  to  do  any  and  all  things  and  take  any  and  all  actions  and  execute  and 
deliver  any  and  all  certificates,  agreements  and  other  documents,  including  but  not  limited  to 
subordinations,  assignments,  tax  documents  and  those  documents  described  in  the  City 
Agreements,  which  they,  or  any  of  them,  may  deem  necessary  or  advisable  in  order  to 
consummate  the  lawful  issuance  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  and  to  effectuate  the  purposes 
thereof  and  of  the  City  Agreements.  Any  such  actions  are  solely  intended  to  further  the 
purposes  of  this  Resolution,  and  are  subject  in  all  respects  to  the  terms  of  the  Resolution.  No 
such  actions  shall  increase  the  risk  to  the  City  or  require  the  City  to  spend  any  resources  not 
otherwise  granted  herein.  Final  versions  of  any  such  documents  shall  be  provided  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  for  inclusion  in  the  official  file  within  30  days  of  execution  by  all  parties. 

Section  10.  File.  All  documents  referenced  herein  as  being  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  Board  are  located  in  File  No.  150892  . which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a part  of  this 
Resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein.

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  is  the  25th  most  visited  city  in  the  world,  and  tour  buses 
and  charter-party  carriers  are  frequently  used  by  tourists  to  visit  famous  landmarks;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  adapted  Vision  Zero  as  a policy  in 
2014; and 

WHEREAS,  In  the  past  few  years  San  Francisco  has  experienced  an  increase  in 
accidents,  injuries,  and  fatalities  caused  by  tour  bus  and  charter  bus  operators;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  October  23,  2014,  a city  employee  was  killed  outside  city  hall  by  a tour 
bus,  on  November  13,  2015,  a tour  bus  crashed  in  Union  Square  injuring  20  people,  and  on 
January  16,  2016  an  82  year-old  San  Francisco  resident  was  killed  by  a tour  bus;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  company  operating  the  tour  bus  in  the  Union  Square  incident  had  a 
history  of  safety  problems  and  was  not  properly  registered;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Public  Utilities  Committee  (CPUC)  recently  reported  that 
12,613  buses  are  registered,  yet  industry  estimates  indicate  that  around  30,000  buses  are 
operating  across  the  state;  and 
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WHEREAS,  California  Assembly  Bill  No.  1677  (AB1677)  directs  the  California  Highway 
Patrol  to  work  in  conjunction  with  local  agencies  to  create  local  supplementary  inspection 
programs  for  tour  bus  companies  that  would  supplement  required  yearly  state  inspections  of 
tour  buses;  and 

WHEREAS,  Tour  buses  must  be  registered  with  the  state’s  Department  of  Motor 
Vehicles  (DMV),  but  the  DMV  is  not  required  to  share  registered  bus  information  with  the 
CPUC;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  loophole  means  that  one  state  agency,  the  DMV,  knows  a tour  bus  is 
on  our  roads,  but  the  lead  regulatory  entity,  the  CPUC,  does  not;  and 

WHEREAS,  California  Assembly  Bill  No.  1574  (AB1574)  the  Tour  Bus  Registration  Act, 
will  require  the  implementation  of  a process  to  identify  “ghost”  charters  that  are  not  properly 
registered  with  the  CPUC,  such  as  the  one  involved  in  Union  Square  accident;  and 

WHEREAS,  AB1 574  will  reduce  the  number  of  tour  buses  operating  without  the 
knowledge  of  the  CPUC  by  requiring  increased  coordination  between  the  DMV  and  the  CPUC 
to  identify  unregistered  tour  buses;  and 

WHEREAS,  California  Senate  Bill  812  (SB812)  would  require  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  to  monitor  recall  notification  of  the  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration 
and  require  the  charter  party  carriers  to  order  affected  vehicles  to  be  placed  out  of  service 
until  safety  defects  are  addressed;  and

Resolution  supporting  United  States  Senate  Bill  1412,  the  Housing  for  Homeless 
Students  Act,  sponsored  by  Senators  Al  Franken  and  Rob  Portman. 

WHEREAS,  The  Low  Income  Housing  Tax  Credit  Program  (LIHTC)  provides  a 
reduction  in  tax  liability  for  developers  that  build  or  rehabilitate  affordable  rental  housing  units; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  LIHTC  has  been  used  successfully  to  build  properties  intended  to 
house  individuals,  youth,  and  families  who  experience  homelessness;  and 

WHEREAS,  Landlords  who  participate  in  the  program  get  to  claim  tax  credits  for  their 
tax  credit  properties  in  return  for  renting  to  low-income  tenants  at  a restricted  rent;  and 

WHEREAS,  Currently,  residents  in  housing  funded  by  the  LIHTC  cannot  be  full-time 
students  unless  they  meet  certain  exceptions;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  “student  rule”  in  the  current  LIHTC  is  intended  to  prohibit  funds  from 
being  used  to  construct  dormitories  and  to  prevent  college  students,  who  often  have 
temporarily  low  incomes,  from  utilizing  resources  meant  for  individuals  and  families  with  more 
serious  and  longer-term  housing  needs;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  “student  rule”  provides  no  exception  for  the  homeless  and  previously 
homeless  youth,  or  veterans,  and  has  had  the  unintended  consequence  of  holding  back  truly 
low-income  individuals  and  the  formerly  homeless  from  attaining  higher  education;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  San  Francisco,  there  are  currently  126  affordable  housing  sites  that  are 
funded  through  the  LIHTC,  and  two  transitional  age  youth  supportive  housing  buildings  that 
are  funded  through  the  LIHTC;  and 
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WHEREAS,  In  one  of  the  transitional  aged  youth  affordable  housing  buildings,  9 of  the 
current  1 1 part-time  students  would  like  to  be  in  school  full-time,  but  are  limited  by  the  rules 
set  forth  in  the  current  LIHTC;  and 

WHEREAS,  Preventing  access  to  full-time  education  opportunities  is  a barrier  to  self- 
sufficiency,  especially  for  formerly  homeless  youth,  individuals,  and  families;  and 

WHEREAS,  Preventing  access  to  full-time  education  needlessly  delays  formerly 
homeless  youth  and  individuals  from  attaining  a higher  education  and  causes  extra  time  and 
cost  burdens  that  the  vast  majority  of  students  do  not  have  to  suffer  through;  and 

WHEREAS,  United  States  Senators  Al  Franken  and  Rob  Portman  have  introduced 
Senate  Bill  1412,  known  as  the  Housing  for  Homeless  Students  Act,  that  will  exempt 
individuals  from  the  student  rule  if  they  experienced  homelessness  at  any  point  in  the  five 
years  prior  to  moving  into  a LIHTC  funded  affordable  housing  building;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Housing  for  Homeless  Students  Act  would  expand  eligibility  to  include 
homeless  individuals  covered  by  the  definition  of  “homeless  children  and  youth”  in  the 
Mckinney-Vento  Homeless  Assistance  Act,  and  to  veterans  who  have  been  homeless  to 
ensure  that  they  have  access  to  affordable  housing  while  seeking  an  education;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  changes  proposed  in  the  Housing  for  Homeless  Student  Act  will  allow 
full-time  students  who  experience,  or  recently  experienced  homelessness  to  become  eligible, 
or  retain  eligibility  for  LIHTC  funded  housing  units;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  fully  supports  the  Housing 
for  Homeless  Students  Act  and  urges  Congress  to  pass  the  bill  immediately.

RESOLUTION  NO.  79-16 


[Establishing  City  Policy  Maximizing  a Feasible  Inclusionary  Affordable  Housing  Requirement 
and  Adding  Exceptions] 

Resolution  establishing  City  policy  to  maximize  the  economically  viable  percentage  of 
affordable  inclusionary  housing  in  market  rate  development  through  Board  ordinance 
and  to  ensure  fairness  and  feasibility;  and  to  define  certain  exceptions  to  future 
inclusionary  housing  policy  changes. 

WHEREAS,  The  City  adopted  an  Inclusionary  Housing  ordinance  in  2002  that  set 
requirements  on  market  rate  development  to  include  affordable  units  at  10%  of  total  for  the 
first  time;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City’s  inclusionary  program  successfully  resulted  in  more  than  2,000 
units  of  below-market,  permanently  affordable  housing  since  its  adoption;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  prepared  a Nexus  Study  in  support  of  the  Inclusionary  Housing 
program  in  2007  that  demonstrated  the  necessary  affordable  housing  (30%  ownership  and 
25%  rental)  in  order  to  mitigate  the  impacts  of  market  rate  housing,  and  the  inclusionary 
requirements  were  increased  to  15%  of  the  total;  and  is  now  in  the  process  of  updating  that 
nexus  analysis;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  General  Plan’s  Housing  Element  calls  for  38%  of  all  new  housing 
production  to  be  affordable  for  lower  income  households  below  80%  of  area  median  income 
and  19%  of  new  housing  affordable  to  be  built  for  moderate/middle  income  households  up  to 
120%  of  area  median  income;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Inclusionary  Housing  program  is  one  of  the  City’s  tools  for  increasing 

affordable  housing  dedicated  to  lower  income  San  Franciscans,  without  using  public 

subsidies,  and  the  only  tool  for  creating  any  affordable  housing  to  meet  the  growing  need  of 

moderate/middle  income  households;  and  GOVERNMENT

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WHEREAS,  The  City’s  current  inclusionary  housing  requirements  are  codified  in 
Section  415  of  the  Planning  Code  (the  "Existing  Requirements”);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City’s  requirements  on  market  rate  development  in  many  areas  of  the 
City  have  not  been  increased  since  2007;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2010,  the  City  passed  the  Development  Stimulus  and  Fee  Reform  to 
provide  developers  with  the  option  to  defer  80%  of  all  impact  fees  to  the  first  construction 
permit  in  response  to  the  market  downturn;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2010,  Governor  Jerry  Brown  dissolved  the  State  Redevelopment 
Agency,  which  was  the  City’s  primary  permanent  funding  stream  for  affordable  housing;  and 
WHEREAS,  In  2012,  in  response  to  this  loss,  the  San  Francisco  Charter  was  amended 
to  create  the  Affordable  Housing  Trust  Fund,  and  further  amended  to  include  a provision  to 
lower  the  inclusionary  requirement  to  12%;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2014,  in  response  to  an  escalating  housing  crisis,  the  voters  passed 
Proposition  K,  which  set  forth  a policy  directive  to  the  City  to  dedicate  a minimum  of  33%  of  its 
overall  housing  production  to  low-  to  moderate-income  households  and  17%  to  middle-income 
households;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  proposed  that  the  voters  amend  the  Charter 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  at  an  election  to  be  held  on  June  7,  2016  (the 
“Initiative”)  that  would  authorize  the  City  to  enact  by  ordinance  subsequent  changes  to  the 
Inclusionary  Housing  requirements,  including  changes  to  the  minimum  or  maximum 
inclusionary  or  affordable  housing  obligations  applicable  to  market  rate  housing  projects  (such 
ordinance,  an  “Inclusionary  Housing  Ordinance”),  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  it  shall  be  City  policy  to  maximize  the  economically  feasible 
percentage  of  affordable  Inclusionary  Housing  in  market  rate  housing  development  to  create 
housing  for  lower  and  moderate/middle  income  households,  and,  be  it 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  intends  to  adopt  an  ordinance 
by  April  19,  2016  (the  “Trailing  Ordinance”)  that  includes  (1)  a “grandfathering”  clause  to 
consider  fairness  and  feasibility  for  projects  already  in  the  pipeline  and  (2)  a “feasibility”  clause 
requiring  the  Controller  and  other  City  departments  to  conduct  a periodic  economic  study  to 
maximize  affordability  in  the  City’s  inclusionary  housing  requirements;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  such  grandfathering  clause  shall  be  constructed  so  as  to 
allow  continued  economic  feasibility  for  projects  already  in  the  pipeline;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  such  grandfathering  clause  may  adjust  the  inclusionary 
or  affordable  housing  obligations  applicable  to  pipeline  projects,  which  adjustments  shall 
include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  the  percentage  of  required  on-site  or  off-site  BMR  units,  the  “in 
lieu”  fee,  and/or  contractual  agreements  for  the  acquisition  of  existing  rent-controlled  units 
vulnerable  to  eviction,  such  that  the  adjusted  obligations  generate  an  immediate  number  of 
additional  affordable  units  from  the  pipeline  as  a whole,  approximately  200  units;  and  be  it 
FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Trailing  Ordinance  will  require  the  Controller,  in 
consultation  with  the  Planning  Department,  the  Mayor’s  Office,  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
with  the  assistance  of  independent  analysts  to  complete  an  economic  feasibility  analysis  of 
the  City’s  Inclusionary  Housing  fees  and  on-site  and  off-site  alternatives  (“Economic 
Feasibility  Analysis”)  at  least  every  36  months,  or  more  frequently  as  deemed  necessary  by 
the  Controller  in  response  to  a significant  shift  in  economic  or  market  conditions;  and  be  it 
FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  Economic  Feasibility  Analysis  shall  be  prepared 
through  a transparent  and  inclusive  public  process,  including  a Technical  Advisory  Committee 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Mayor,  based  on  documented  costs  of  housing 
development  over  the  full  course  of  a business  cycle,  as  well  as  periodic  updates  to  the  nexus 
analysis  to  gauge  the  impact  of  market  rate  housing  on  affordable  housing  over  time;  these 
analyses  will  be  reviewed  and  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  and,  be  it 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  that  the  first  Economic 
Feasibility  Analysis  shall  be  prepared  prior  to  May  31 , 2016;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Economic  Feasibility  Analysis  shall  include  sensitivity 
analyses  of  key  economic  parameters  than  can  vary  significantly  over  time,  such  as,  but  not 
limited  to:  interest  rates;  capitalization  rates;  equity  return  rates;  land  prices;  construction 
costs;  available  state  and  federal  housing  finance  programs  including  Low  Income  Housing 
Tax  Credits  readily  available  for  market  rate  housing;  tax-exempt  bond  financing;  Federal 
Housing  Administration  and  U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  mortgage 
insurance;  available  City  or  local  housing  finance  programs,  such  as,  Enhanced  Infrastructure 
District  (EIFD)  and  tax  increments;  zoning  changes  that  increase  or  decrease  development 
potential;  variable  City  exactions,  including  community  benefit  fees,  capacity  charges, 
community  facilities  districts;  and  public-private  partnership  development  agreements  where 
applicable  and  other  factors  as  deemed  reasonably  relevant;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Trailing  Ordinance  shall  provide  that  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  review  the  Feasibility  Analysis  within  three 
months  of  its  issuance  along  with  any  legislative  amendments  to  the  City’s  Inclusionary 
Housing  in-lieu  fees,  on-site,  off-site  or  other  alternatives  recommended  by  the  Controller  and 
Planning  Commission  to  incorporate  the  Economic  Feasibility  Study’s  findings  in  furtherance 
of  the  City’s  policy  of  having  the  maximum  percentage  of  affordable  housing  developed  in 
market  rate  housing  projects  that  is  economically  feasible;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Ordinance  shall  add  provisions  to  enable  projects 
that  require  at  least  20%  low-income  on-site  rental  housing  to  acquire  tax-credit  financing, 
often  known  as  “80/20”  rental  projects,  to  be  economically  feasible;  and,  be  it 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Ordinance  shall  allow  for  the  average  of  the  project’s 


middle  income  units  to  be  100%  AMI  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  set  the  maximum 
affordable  unit  pricing,  based  on  input  from  the  feasibility  study;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Trailing  Legislation  shall  allow  for  the  City  to  approve 
projects  by  development  agreement,  which  could  include  variations  from  the  Inclusionary 
Housing  requirements  (including  the  minimum  or  maximum  inclusionary  or  affordable  housing 
obligations)  established  by  the  Initiative  or  any  future  Inclusionary  Housing  Ordinance;  and,  be

WHEREAS,  In  order  to  access  MHSA  funding,  counties  are  required  to  develop  Three- 
Year  Program  and  Expenditure  Plans,  and  Annual  Updates,  in  collaboration  with 
stakeholders;  post  the  plans  for  a 30-day  public  comment  period;  and  hold  a public  hearing  on 
the  plan  with  the  County  Mental  Health  Board;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health  has  submitted  and 
received  approval  for  three-year  program  and  expenditure  plans  for  each  MHSA  component 
on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  140759;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  FY2015-2016  MHSA  Annual  Report  provides  an  overview  on 
progress  implementing  the  various  component  plans  in  San  Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  Recently  enacted  legislation,  AB  1467,  adds  the  requirement  that 
stakeholder-developed  plans  be  adopted  by  County  Boards  of  Supervisors  prior  to  submission 
to  the  State;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health’s  Behavioral  Health 
Services  section  has  developed  an  Annual  Report  in  compliance  with  AB  1467,  having 
worked  with  stakeholders  to  develop  the  plan,  posted  the  plan  for  public  comment,  and  held  a

costs,  stating  assurance  to  complete  the  project,  and  to  delegate  authorization  to 
execute  these  agreements  and  any  amendments  thereto  to  the  Director  of  Health. 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health  (herein  referred  to  as 
applicant)  is  submitting  an  application  to  the  Metropolitan  Transportation  Commission  (MTC) 
for  $2,797,000  in  funding  assigned  to  MTC  for  programming  discretion,  which  includes  federal 
funding  administered  by  the  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA)  and  federal  or  state 
funding  administered  by  the  California  Transportation  Commission  (CTC)  such  as  Surface 
Transportation  Program  (STP)  funding,  Congestion  Mitigation  and  Air  Quality  Improvement 
(CMAQ)  funding,  Transportation  Alternatives  Program  (TAP)/ Active  Transportation  Program 
(ATP)  funding,  and  Regional  Transportation  Improvement  Program  (RTIP)  funding  (herein

WHEREAS,  State  statutes,  including  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code,  Sections 
182.6,  182.7,  and  2381(a)(1),  and  California  Government  Code,  Section  14527,  provide 
various  funding  programs  for  the  programming  discretion  of  the  Metropolitan  Planning 
Organization  (MPO)  and  the  Regional  Transportation  Planning  Agency  (RTPA);  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  MAP-21,  and  any  regulations  promulgated  thereunder,  eligible 
project  sponsors  wishing  to  receive  federal  or  state  funds  for  a regionally-significant  project

Franciscan  born  in  1944,  raised  in  North  Beach,  and  an  Alumni  of  Sean  & Paul  Grammar 
School,  Sacred  Heart  High  School,  the  University  of  San  Francisco  and  USF  School  of  Law; 
and 

WHEREAS,  Russ  attended  the  Salesian  Boys’  Club,  where  he  joined  as  a member  of 
staff  in  1969  and  where  he  has  continued  his  employment  for  65  years,  affirming  the 
importance  of  the  Club’s  mission  to  work  with  underprivileged  children,  as  modeled  by  Saint 
John  Bosco;  and 

WHEREAS,  Russ  helped  make  the  Salesian  Boys’  Club  a community  mainstay  in 
North  Beach  and  San  Francisco  as  its  Executive  Director,  from  1988  to  2015;  and 

WHEREAS,  Russ  joined  the  5th  Judge  Advocate  General’s  Military  Law  Center 
Reserve  Unit  and  completed  his  active  duty  training  at  Fort  Polk  Military  Installation  in 
Louisiana;  and 

WHEREAS,  Russ  was  presented  with  the  Miriam  Joseph  Farrell  Award  for  being  an 
Outstanding  Grammar  School  Teacher  by  the  Secretary  of  Education  in  Washington  D.C.;

WHEREAS,  By  Resolution  No.  231-12,  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on 
June  12,  2012,  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  on  June  18,  2012,  the  City  was  authorized  to  issue 
its  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Earthquake  Safety  and  Emergency  Response  Bonds,  2010), 
Series  201 2E  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $40,410,000,  which  Series 
201 2E  Bonds  were  subsequently  issued  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  $38,265,000; 
and 

WHEREAS,  By  Resolution  No.  155-13,  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on 
May  21,  2013,  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  on  May  28,  2013,  the  City  was  authorized  to  issue  its 
General  Obligation  Bonds  (Earthquake  Safety  and  Emergency  Response  Bonds,  2010), 
Series  201 3B  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $31,905,000,  which  Series 
201 3B  Bonds  were  subsequently  issued  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  $31,020,000; 
and 

WHEREAS,  By  Resolution  No.  309-14,  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on 
July  29,  2014,  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  on  August  7,  2014,  the  City  was  authorized  to  issue 
its  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Earthquake  Safety  and  Emergency  Response  Bonds,  2010), 
Series  201 4C  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $57,840,000,  which  Series 
2014C  Bonds  were  subsequently  issued  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  $54,950,000; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  has  issued  and  sold,  to  date,  a total  of  $387,085,000  of  the 
Bonds;  and  there  remains  $25,215,000  of  authorized  and  unissued  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  It  is  necessary  and  desirable  to  issue  an  additional  aggregate  principal 
amount  of  the  Bonds  not  to  exceed  $25,215,000  (the  “Series  2016C  Bonds”),  to  finance  a 
portion  of  the  costs  of  the  Project  (as  defined  in  the  Authorizing  Resolution);  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Series  201 6C  Bonds  are  being  issued  pursuant  to  the  Authorizing 
Resolution  and  Title  5,  Division  2,  Part  1,  Chapter  3,  Article  4.5  of  the  California  Government 
Code,  the  Charter  of  the  City  (the  ‘‘Charter’’),  the  Bond  Ordinance  and  the  Bond  Election;  and 
WHEREAS,  The  City  has  paid  and  expects  to  pay  certain  expenditures  in  connection 
with  the  Project  to  be  financed  by  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  prior  to  the  issuance  and  sale  of 
the  Series  201 6C  Bonds,  and  the  City  intends  to  reimburse  itself  and  to  pay  third  parties  for 
such  prior  expenditures  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  2016C  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  1.150-2  of  the  Treasury  Regulations  (the  “Reimbursement 
Regulations”)  promulgated  under  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (the 
"Code”)  requires  the  City  to  declare  its  reasonable  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior 
expenditures  with  the  proceeds  of  a subsequent  borrowing;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Reimbursement  Regulations  require  that  any  reimbursement 
allocation  of  proceeds  of  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  to  be  made  with  respect  to  expenditures 
incurred  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  will  occur  not  later  than  eighteen 
(18)  months  after  the  later  of  (i)  the  date  on  which  the  expenditure  is  paid  or  (ii)  the  date  on 
which  the  facilities  are  placed  in  service,  but  in  no  event  later  than  three  (3)  years  after  the 
expenditure  is  paid;  and

Section  2.  Conditions  Precedent.  All  conditions,  things  and  acts  required  by  law  to 
exist,  to  happen  and  to  be  performed  precedent  to  and  in  connection  with  the  issuance  of  the 
Series  201 6C  Bonds  exist,  have  happened  and  have  been  performed  in  due  time,  form  and 
manner  in  accordance  with  applicable  law,  and  the  City  is  now  authorized  pursuant  to  the 
Bond  Election,  the  Charter  and  applicable  law  to  incur  indebtedness  in  the  manner  and  form 
provided  in  this  Resolution. 

Section  3.  Documents.  The  documents  presented  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and 
on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  his  or  her  designee  (the  “Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors”)  are  contained  in  File  No.  160700 

Section  4.  Issuance  and  Sale  of  Series  2016C  Bonds:  Determination  of  Certain  Terms: 
Designation.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  authorizes  the  issuance  and  sale  of  not  to  exceed 
$25,215,000  in  aggregate  principal  amount  of  Bonds  to  be  designated  as  “City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Earthquake  Safety  and  Emergency  Response 
Bonds,  2010),  Series  201 6C,”  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the  Bond  Ordinance  and 
Proposition  A approved  by  the  voters  at  the  Bond  Election. 

The  Director  of  Public  Finance  of  the  City  or  designee  thereof  (the  “Director  of  Public 
Finance”)  is  authorized  to  determine,  for  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds,  the  sale  date,  the  interest 
rates,  the  definitive  principal  amount,  the  maturity  dates  and  the  redemption  dates,  if  any,  and 
the  terms  of  any  optional  or  mandatory  redemption,  subject  to  the  other  specific  provisions  of 
this  Resolution,  including  the  following  terms  and  conditions:  (i)  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  shall 
not  have  a true  interest  cost  in  excess  of  12%  (as  such  term  is  defined  in  the  Official  Notice  of 
Sale  (as  defined  in  Section  13));  and  (ii)  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  shall  not  have  a final 
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maturity  date  after  June  15,  2035.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  further  authorized  to  give 
the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  such  additional  or  other  series  designation,  or  to  modify  such  series 
designation,  as  may  be  necessary  or  appropriate  to  distinguish  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  from 
every  other  series  of  Bonds  and  from  other  bonds  issued  by  the  City. 

Section  5.  Execution.  Authentication  and  Registration  of  the  Series  2016C  Bonds. 

Each  of  the  Series  2016C  Bonds  shall  be  in  fully  registered  form  without  coupons  in 
denominations  of  $5,000  or  any  integral  multiple  of  that  amount.  The  officers  of  the  City  are 
directed  to  cause  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  to  be  prepared  in  sufficient  quantity  for  delivery  to 
or  for  the  account  of  their  purchaser  and  the  Controller  of  the  City  or  designee  thereof  (the 
"Controller”)  is  directed  to  cause  the  blanks  in  the  Series  2016C  Bonds  to  be  completed  in 
accordance  with  the  Authorizing  Resolution  and  the  Bond  Award  (as  defined  in  Section  13),  to 
procure  their  execution  by  the  proper  officers  of  the  City  (including  by  facsimile  signature  if 
necessary  or  convenient,  excluding  any  facsimile  signature  for  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  which 
shall  be  required  to  be  signed  manually)  and  authentication  as  provided  in  this  Section,  and  to 
deliver  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  when  so  executed  and  authenticated  to  said  purchaser  in 
exchange  for  their  purchase  price,  all  in  accordance  with  the  Authorizing  Resolution. 

The  Series  201 6C  Bonds  and  the  certificate  of  authentication  and  registration,  to  be 
manually  executed  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  or  designee  thereof  (the  “City  Treasurer”),  and 
the  form  of  assignment  to  appear  on  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  shall  be  substantially  in  the 
form  attached  as  Exhibit  A (a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  which  is  declared  to  be  a part  of  this  Resolution  as  if  fully  set  forth  in  this 
Resolution),  with  necessary  or  appropriate  variations,  omissions  and  insertions  as  permitted 
or  required  by  this  Resolution. 

Only  Series  201 6C  Bonds  bearing  a certificate  of  authentication  and  registration 
executed  by  the  City  Treasurer  shall  be  valid  or  obligatory  for  any  purpose  or  entitled  to  the 
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benefits  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution  and  this  Resolution,  and  such  certificate  of  the  City 
Treasurer,  executed  as  provided  in  this  Resolution,  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  that  the 
Series  201 6C  Bonds  so  authenticated  have  been  duly  authenticated  and  delivered  under,  and 
are  entitled  to  the  benefits  of,  the  Authorizing  Resolution  and  this  Resolution. 

The  Controller  shall  assign  a distinctive  letter,  or  number,  or  letter  and  number  to  each 
Series  201 6C  Bond  authenticated  and  registered  by  the  City  Treasurer  and  shall  maintain  a 
record  thereof  which  shall  be  available  for  inspection. 

Section  6.  Registration  Books.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept,  at 
the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  at  the  designated  office  of  any  registrar  appointed  by  the 
City  Treasurer,  separate  and  sufficient  books  for  the  registration  and  transfer  of  Series  201 6C 
Bonds,  which  books  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  inspection,  and  upon  presentation  for  such 
purpose,  the  City  Treasurer  shall,  under  such  reasonable  regulations  as  he  or  she  may 
prescribe,  register  or  transfer  or  cause  to  be  registered  or  transferred,  on  said  books,  Series 
201 6C  Bonds  as  provided  in  this  Resolution.  The  City  and  the  City  Treasurer  may  treat  the 
registered  owner  of  each  Series  201 6C  Bond  as  its  absolute  owner  for  all  purposes,  and  the 
City  and  the  City  Treasurer  shall  not  be  affected  by  any  notice  to  the  contrary. 

Section  7.  Transfer  or  Exchange  of  Series  201 6C  Bonds.  Any  Series  201 6C  Bond 
may,  in  accordance  with  its  terms,  be  transferred  upon  the  books  required  to  be  kept  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  Section  6,  by  the  person  in  whose  name  it  is  registered,  in  person  or  by 
the  duly  authorized  attorney  of  such  person  in  writing,  upon  surrender  of  such  Series  201 6C 
Bond  for  cancellation,  accompanied  by  delivery  of  a duly  executed  written  instrument  of 
transfer  in  a form  approved  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

Any  Series  2016C  Bond  may  be  exchanged  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  for  a like 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  other  authorized  denominations  of  the  same  interest  rate  and 
maturity. 
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Whenever  any  Series  201 6C  Bond  shall  be  surrendered  for  transfer  or  exchange,  the 
designated  City  officials  shall  execute  (as  provided  in  Section  5)  and  the  City  Treasurer  shall 
authenticate  and  deliver  a new  Series  201 6C  Bond  of  the  same  interest  rate  and  maturity  in  a 
like  aggregate  principal  amount.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  require  the  payment  by  any  bond 
owner  requesting  any  such  transfer  of  any  tax  or  other  governmental  charge  required  to  be 
paid  with  respect  to  such  transfer  or  exchange. 

No  transfer  or  exchange  of  Series  2016C  Bonds  shall  be  required  to  be  made  by  the 
City  Treasurer  during  the  period  from  the  Record  Date  (as  defined  in  Section  8(b))  next 
preceding  each  interest  payment  date  to  such  interest  payment  date  or  after  a notice  of 
redemption  shall  have  been  mailed  with  respect  to  such  Series  201 6C  Bonds. 

Section  8.  Terms  of  the  Series  2016C  Bonds:  General  Redemption  Provisions. 

(a)  Date  of  the  Series  2016C  Bonds.  The  Series  2016C  Bonds  shall  be  dated  the 
date  of  their  delivery  or  such  other  date  (the  “Dated  Date”)  as  is  specified  in  the  Bond  Award. 

(b)  Payment  of  the  Series  2016C  Bonds.  The  principal  of  the  Series  2016C  Bonds 
shall  be  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States  of  America  to  their  owners,  upon 
surrender  at  maturity  or  earlier  redemption  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer.  The  interest  on 
the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  shall  be  payable  in  like  lawful  money  to  the  person  whose  name 
appears  on  the  bond  registration  books  of  the  City  Treasurer  as  the  owner  as  of  the  close  of 
business  on  the  last  day  of  the  month  immediately  preceding  an  interest  payment  date  (the 
“Record  Date"),  whether  or  not  such  day  is  a Business  Day  (as  defined  below). 

Except  as  may  be  otherwise  provided  in  connection  with  any  book-entry  only  system 
applicable  to  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds,  payment  of  the  interest  on  any  Series  201 6C  Bond 
shall  be  made  by  check  mailed  on  the  interest  payment  date  to  such  owner  at  such  owner’s 
address  as  it  appears  on  the  registration  books  as  of  the  Record  Date;  provided,  that  if  any 
interest  payment  date  occurs  on  a day  that  banks  in  California  or  New  York  are  closed  for 
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business  or  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  is  closed  for  business,  then  such  payment  shall  be 
made  on  the  next  succeeding  day  that  banks  in  both  California  and  New  York  are  open  for 
business  and  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  is  open  for  business  (each,  a “Business  Day”); 
and  provided,  further,  that  the  registered  owner  of  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  at  least 
$1,000,000  of  Series  201 6C  Bonds  may  submit  a written  request  to  the  City  Treasurer  on  or 
before  a Record  Date  preceding  an  interest  payment  date  for  payment  of  interest  on  the  next 
succeeding  interest  payment  date  and  thereafter  by  wire  transfer  to  a commercial  bank 
located  within  the  United  States  of  America. 

For  so  long  as  any  Series  201 6C  Bonds  are  held  in  book-entry  form  by  a securities 
' depository  selected  by  the  City  pursuant  to  Section  1 1 , payment  shall  be  made  to  the 
registered  owner  of  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  designated  by  such  securities  depository  by  wire 
transfer  of  immediately  available  funds. 

(c)  Interest  on  the  Series  2016C  Bonds.  The  Series  201 6C  Bonds  shall  bear 
interest  at  rates  to  be  determined  upon  the  sale  of  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds,  calculated  on  the 
basis  of  a 360-day  year  comprised  of  twelve  30-day  months,  payable  on  June  15,  201 6 (or 
such  other  date  as  may  be  designated  in  the  Bond  Award),  and  semiannually  thereafter  on 
December  15  and  June  15  of  each  year.  Each  Series  201 6C  Bond  shall  bear  interest  from  the 
interest  payment  date  next  preceding  the  date  of  its  authentication  unless  it  is  authenticated 
as  of  a day  during  the  period  from  the  Record  Date  next  preceding  any  interest  payment  date 
to  the  interest  payment  date,  inclusive,  in  which  event  it  shall  bear  interest  from  such  interest 
payment  date,  or  unless  it  is  authenticated  on  or  before  the  first  Record  Date,  in  which  event  it 
shall  bear  interest  from  the  Dated  Date;  provided,  that  if,  at  the  time  of  authentication  of  any 
Series  201 6C  Bond,  interest  is  in  default  on  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds,  such  Series  201 6C 
Bond  shall  bear  interest  from  the  interest  payment  date  to  which  interest  has  previously  been 
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paid  or  made  available  for  payment  on  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  or  from  the  Dated  Date  if  the 
first  interest  payment  is  not  made. 

(d)  Optional  Redemption.  The  Series  201 6C  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  optional 
redemption  prior  to  maturity  as  provided  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  or  the  Bond  Award. 

(e)  Mandatory  Redemption.  The  Series  201 6C  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  mandatory 
redemption  at  par,  by  lot,  in  any  year  in  which  the  purchaser  has  designated  that  the  principal 
amount  payable  with  respect  to  that  year  shall  constitute  a mandatory  sinking  fund  payment 
as  permitted  by  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  Any  Series  201 6C  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory 
redemption  shall  be  designated  as  such  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  or  the  Bond  Award. 

The  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory 
redemption  shall  be  paid  from  the  Series  201 6C  Bond  Account  (as  defined  in  Section  9), 
pursuant  to  Section  9.  In  lieu  of  any  such  mandatory  redemption  for  Series  201 6C  Bonds,  at 
any  time  prior  to  the  selection  of  Series  201 6C  Bonds  for  mandatory  redemption,  the  City  may 
apply  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  201 6C  Bond  Account  to  make  such  payment  to  the 
purchase,  at  public  or  private  sale,  of  Series  201 6C  Bonds  subject  to  such  mandatory 
redemption,  and  when  and  at  such  prices  not  in  excess  of  the  principal  amount  thereof 
(including  sales  commission  and  other  charges  but  excluding  accrued  interest),  as  the  City 
may  determine. 

(f)  Selection  of  Series  201 6C  Bonds  for  Redemption.  Whenever  less  than  all  of  the 
outstanding  Series  201 6C  Bonds  are  called  for  redemption  on  any  date,  the  City  Treasurer 
will  select  the  maturities  of  the  Series  2016C  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  in  the  sole  discretion  of 
the  City  Treasurer.  Whenever  less  than  all  of  the  outstanding  Series  2016C  Bonds  maturing 
on  any  one  date  are  called  for  redemption  on  any  one  date,  the  City  Treasurer  will  select  the 
Series  201 6C  Bonds  or  portions  thereof,  in  denominations  of  $5,000  or  any  integral  multiple

The  notice  of  redemption  shall  (a)  state  the  Redemption  Date;  (b)  state  the 
redemption  price;  (c)  state  the  maturity  dates  of  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  and, 
if  less  than  all  of  any  such  maturity  is  called  for  redemption,  the  distinctive  numbers  of  the 
Series  2016C  Bonds  of  such  maturity  to  be  redeemed,  and  in  the  case  of  any  Series  2016C 
Bonds  to  be  redeemed  in  part  only,  the  respective  portions  of  the  principal  amount  to  be 
redeemed;  (d)  state  the  CUSIP  number,  if  any,  of  each  Series  2016C  Bond  to  be  redeemed; 
(e)  require  that  such  Series  2016C  Bonds  be  surrendered  by  the  owners  at  the  office  of  the 
City  Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent;  and  (f)  give  notice  that  interest  on  such  Series  201 6C

(d)  Optional  Redemption.  The  Series  201 6C  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  optional 
redemption  prior  to  maturity  as  provided  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  or  the  Bond  Award. 

(e)  Mandatory  Redemption.  The  Series  201 6C  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  mandatory 
redemption  at  par,  by  lot,  in  any  year  in  which  the  purchaser  has  designated  that  the  principal 
amount  payable  with  respect  to  that  year  shall  constitute  a mandatory  sinking  fund  payment 
as  permitted  by  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  Any  Series  201 6C  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory 
redemption  shall  be  designated  as  such  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  or  the  Bond  Award. 

The  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory 
redemption  shall  be  paid  from  the  Series  201 6C  Bond  Account  (as  defined  in  Section  9), 
pursuant  to  Section  9.  In  lieu  of  any  such  mandatory  redemption  for  Series  201 6C  Bonds,  at 
any  time  prior  to  the  selection  of  Series  201 6C  Bonds  for  mandatory  redemption,  the  City  may 
apply  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  201 6C  Bond  Account  to  make  such  payment  to  the 
purchase,  at  public  or  private  sale,  of  Series  201 6C  Bonds  subject  to  such  mandatory 
redemption,  and  when  and  at  such  prices  not  in  excess  of  the  principal  amount  thereof 
(including  sales  commission  and  other  charges  but  excluding  accrued  interest),  as  the  City 
may  determine. 

(f)  Selection  of  Series  201 6C  Bonds  for  Redemption.  Whenever  less  than  all  of  the 
outstanding  Series  2016C  Bonds  are  called  for  redemption  on  any  date,  the  City  Treasurer 
will  select  the  maturities  of  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  in  the  sole  discretion  of 
the  City  Treasurer.  Whenever  less  than  all  of  the  outstanding  Series  201 6C  Bonds  maturing 
on  any  one  date  are  called  for  redemption  on  any  one  date,  the  City  Treasurer  will  select  the 
Series  201 6C  Bonds  or  portions  thereof,  in  denominations  of  $5,000  or  any  integral  multiple 
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thereof,  to  be  redeemed  from  the  outstanding  Series  201 6C  Bonds  maturing  on  such  date  not 
previously  selected  for  redemption,  by  lot,  in  any  manner  which  the  City  Treasurer  deems  fair. 

(g)  Notice  of  Redemption.  The  date  on  which  Series  201 6C  Bonds  that  are  called 
for  redemption  are  to  be  presented  for  redemption  is  called  the  “Redemption  Date.”  The  City 
Treasurer  shall  mail,  or  cause  to  be  mailed,  notice  of  any  redemption  of  Series  2016C  Bonds, 
postage  prepaid,  to  the  respective  registered  owners  at  the  addresses  appearing  on  the  bond 
registration  books  not  less  than  twenty  (20)  nor  more  than  sixty  (60)  days  prior  to  the 
Redemption  Date.  The  notice  of  redemption  shall  (a)  state  the  Redemption  Date;  (b)  state  the 
redemption  price;  (c)  state  the  maturity  dates  of  the  Series  2016C  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  and, 
if  less  than  all  of  any  such  maturity  is  called  for  redemption,  the  distinctive  numbers  of  the 
Series  2016C  Bonds  of  such  maturity  to  be  redeemed,  and  in  the  case  of  any  Series  201 6C 
Bonds  to  be  redeemed  in  part  only,  the  respective  portions  of  the  principal  amount  to  be 
redeemed;  (d)  state  the  CUSIP  number,  if  any,  of  each  Series  2016C  Bond  to  be  redeemed; 
(e)  require  that  such  Series  201 6C  Bonds  be  surrendered  by  the  owners  at  the  office  of  the 
City  Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent;  and  (f)  give  notice  that  interest  on  such  Series  201 6C 
Bonds  or  portions  of  Series  201 6C  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  will  cease  to  accrue  after  the 
Redemption  Date.  Notice  of  optional  redemption  may  be  conditional  upon  receipt  of  funds  or 
other  event  specified  in  the  notice  of  redemption  as  provided  in  subsection  (j)  of  this 
Section  8. 

The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Series  2016C  Bond  of  notice  of  such 
redemption  shall  not  be  a condition  precedent  to  redemption,  and  failure  to  receive  such 
notice,  or  any  defect  in  such  notice  so  mailed,  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  proceedings 
for  the  redemption  of  such  Series  201 6C  Bonds  or  the  cessation  of  accrual  of  interest  on  such 
Series  201 6C  Bonds  on  the  Redemption  Date.

Notice  of  redemption  also  shall  be  given,  or  caused  to  be  given  by  the  City  Treasurer, 
by  (i)  registered  or  certified  mail,  postage  prepaid,  (ii)  confirmed  facsimile  transmission,  (iii) 
overnight  delivery  service,  or  (iv)  to  the  extent  acceptable  to  the  intended  recipient,  email  or 
similar  electronic  means,  to  (a)  all  organizations  registered  with  the  Securities  and  Exchange 
Commission  as  securities  depositories  and  (b)  such  other  services  or  organizations  as  may  be 
required  in  accordance  with  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  described  in  Section  19. 

The  notice  or  notices  required  for  redemption  shall  be  given  by  the  City  Treasurer  or 
any  agent  appointed  by  the  City.  A certificate  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  such  other  appointed 
agent  of  the  City  that  notice  of  redemption  has  been  given  to  the  owner  of  any  Series  201 6C 
Bond  to  be  redeemed  in  accordance  with  this  Resolution  shall  be  conclusive  against  all 
parties. 

(h)  Series  201 6C  Redemption  Account.  At  the  time  the  City  T reasurer  or  the 
Controller  determines  to  optionally  call  and  redeem  any  of  the  Series  2016C  Bonds,  the  City 
Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent  shall  establish  a redemption  account  to  be  described  or  known 
as  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds,  Series  2016C  Redemption  Account”  (the  “Series  2016C 
Redemption  Account”),  and  prior  to  or  on  the  Redemption  Date  there  must  be  set  aside  in  the 
Series  201 6C  Redemption  Account  moneys  available  for  the  purpose  and  sufficient  to 
redeem,  as  provided  in  this  Resolution,  the  Series  2016C  Bonds  designated  in  said  notice  of 
redemption,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  subsection  (j)  of  this  Section.  Said  moneys  must  be 
set  aside  in  the  Series  201 6C  Redemption  Account  solely  for  the  purpose  of,  and  shall  be 
applied  on  or  after  the  Redemption  Date  to,  payment  of  the  redemption  price  of  the  Series 
2016C  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  upon  presentation  and  surrender  of  such  Series  2016C  Bonds. 
Any  interest  due  on  or  prior  to  the  Redemption  Date  may  be  paid  from  the  Series  2016C  Bond 
Account  as  provided  in  Section  9 or  from  the  Series  201 6C  Redemption  Account.  Moneys 
held  from  time  to  time  in  the  Series  201 6C  Redemption  Account  shall  be  invested  by  the  City 
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Treasurer  pursuant  to  the  City’s  policies  and  guidelines  for  investment  of  moneys  in  the 
General  Fund  of  the  City.  If,  after  all  of  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  have  been  redeemed  and 
canceled  or  paid  and  canceled,  there  are  moneys  remaining  in  the  Series  201 6C  Redemption 
Account,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred  to  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  or  to  such  other 
fund  or  account  as  required  by  applicable  law;  provided,  that  if  said  moneys  are  part  of  the 
proceeds  of  refunding  bonds,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred  pursuant  to  the  resolution 
authorizing  such  refunding  bonds. 

(i)  Effect  of  Redemption.  When  notice  of  optional  redemption  has  been  given 
substantially  as  provided  in  this  Resolution,  and  when  the  amount  necessary  for  the 
redemption  of  the  Series  2016C  Bonds  called  for  redemption  (principal,  premium,  if  any,  and 
accrued  interest  to  such  Redemption  Date)  is  set  aside  for  that  purpose  in  the  Series  201 6C 
Redemption  Account,  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  designated  for  redemption  shall  become  due 
and  payable  on  the  Redemption  Date,  and  upon  presentation  and  surrender  of  said  Series 
201 6C  Bonds  at  the  place  specified  in  the  notice  of  redemption,  such  Series  201 6C  Bonds 
shall  be  redeemed  and  paid  at  said  redemption  price  out  of  said  Series  201 6C  Redemption 
Account.  No  interest  will  accrue  on  such  Series  201 6C  Bonds  called  for  redemption  after  the 
Redemption  Date  and  the  registered  owners  of  such  Series  2016C  Bonds  shall  look  for 
payment  of  such  Series  2016C  Bonds  only  to  the  Series  2016C  Redemption  Account.  All 
Series  2016C  Bonds  redeemed  shall  be  canceled  immediately  by  the  City  Treasurer  and  shall 
not  be  reissued. 

0)  Conditional  Notice  of  Redemption;  Rescission  of  Redemption.  Any  notice  of 
optional  redemption  given  as  provided  in  Section  8(g)  may  provide  that  such  redemption  is 
conditioned  upon:  (i)  deposit  in  the  Series2016C  Redemption  Account  of  sufficient  moneys  to 
redeem  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  called  for  optional  redemption  on  the  anticipated 
Redemption  Date,  or  (ii)  the  occurrence  of  any  other  event  specified  in  the  notice  of 
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redemption.  If  conditional  notice  of  redemption  has  been  given  substantially  as  provided  in 
this  subsection  (j),  and  on  the  scheduled  Redemption  Date  (i)  sufficient  moneys  to  redeem  the 
Series  201 6C  Bonds  called  for  optional  redemption  on  the  Redemption  Date  have  not  been 
deposited  in  the  Series  2016C  Redemption  Account,  or  (ii)  any  other  event  specified  in  the 
notice  of  redemption  as  a condition  to  the  redemption  has  not  occurred,  then  (y)  the  Series 
201 6C  Bonds  for  which  conditional  notice  of  redemption  was  given  shall  not  be  redeemed  on 
the  anticipated  Redemption  Date  and  shall  remain  Outstanding  for  all  purposes  of  this 
Resolution,  and  (z)  the  redemption  not  occurring  shall  not  constitute  a default  under  this 
Resolution  or  the  Authorizing  Resolution. 

The  City  may  rescind  any  optional  redemption  and  notice  of  it  for  any  reason  on  any 
date  prior  to  any  Redemption  Date  by  causing  written  notice  of  the  rescission  to  be  given  to 
the  owners  of  all  Series  2016C  Bonds  so  called  for  redemption.  Notice  of  any  such  rescission 
of  redemption  shall  be  given  in  the  same  manner  notice  of  redemption  was  originally  given. 
The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Series  201 6C  Bond  of  notice  of  such  rescission  shall 
not  be  a condition  precedent  to  rescission,  and  failure  to  receive  such  notice  or  any  defect  in 
such  notice  so  mailed  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  rescission. 

Section  9.  Series  201 6C  Bond  Account.  There  is  established  with  the  City  Treasurer 
a special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Earthquake  Safety  and  Emergency 
Response  General  Obligation  Bonds,  2010)  Bond  Account  (the  “Bond  Account”)  created 
pursuant  to  the  Authorizing  Resolution  to  be  designated  the  “General  Obligation  Bonds, 

Series  201 6C  Bond  Subaccount”  (the  “Series  201 6C  Bond  Account”),  to  be  held  separate  and 
apart  from  all  other  accounts  of  the  City.  All  interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the 
Series  2016C  Bond  Account  shall  be  retained  in  the  Series  2016C  Bond  Account. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  payment  of  principal  of  or  interest  on  the  Series 
201 6C  Bonds  is  due,  including  any  Series  201 6C  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  on 
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said  date,  the  City  Treasurer  shall  allocate  to  and  deposit  in  the  Series  201 6C  Bond  Account, 
from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Account,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any  available 
moneys  contained  in  the  Series  201 6C  Bond  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay  principal  of  and 
interest  on  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  on  such  date. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  Series  201 6C  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  at  the 
option  of  the  City  pursuant  to  this  Resolution,  the  City  T reasurer  may  allocate  to  and  deposit 
in  the  Series  201 6C  Redemption  Account,  from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Account  pursuant 
to  Section  8 of  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any  available 
moneys  contained  in  the  Series  201 6C  Redemption  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay  principal, 
interest  and  premium,  if  any,  with  respect  to  such  Series  201 6C  Bonds  on  such  date.  The 
City  Treasurer  may  make  such  other  provision  for  the  payment  of  principal  of  and  interest  and 
any  redemption  premium  on  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  as  is  necessary  or  convenient  to  permit 
the  optional  redemption  of  the  Series  2016C  Bonds. 

Amounts  in  the  Series  2016C  Bond  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of  the 
City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer  may  (i) 
commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  201 6C  Bond  Account  with  other  City  moneys 
or  (ii)  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  201 6C  Bond  Account  into  a separate  fund  or 
funds  for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  2016C 
Bond  Account  shall  be  accounted  for  separately  notwithstanding  any  such  commingling  or 
separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

Section  10.  Series  201 6C  Project  Account.  There  is  established  with  the  City 
Treasurer  a special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Earthquake  Safety  and 
Emergency  Response  General  Obligation  Bonds,  2010)  Project  Account  (the  “Project 
Account”)  created  pursuant  to  the  Authorizing  Resolution  to  be  designated  the  “General 
Obligation  Bonds,  Series  201 6C  Project  Subaccount”  (the  “Series  201 6C  Project  Account”),  to 
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be  held  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  accounts  of  the  City.  All  interest  earned  on  amounts 
on  deposit  in  the  Series  201 6C  Project  Account  shall  be  retained  in  the  Series  201 6C  Project 
Account.  Amounts  in  the  Series  201 6C  Project  Account  shall  be  expended  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution  for  the  acquisition,  construction  or  reconstruction 
of  the  Project  (as  defined  in  the  Authorizing  Resolution). 

Amounts  in  the  Series  2016C  Project  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of 
the  City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer 
may  (i)  commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  2016C  Project  Account  with  other 
City  moneys  or  (ii)  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  201 6C  Project  Account  into  a 
separate  fund  or  funds  for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in 
the  Series  2016C  Project  Account  (including  interest  earnings)  shall  be  accounted  for 
separately  notwithstanding  any  such  comingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  authorized  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  proceeds  of  the 
Series  2016C  Bonds,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  the  costs  of  issuance  associated  with  the  Series 
201 6C  Bonds.  Costs  of  issuance  of  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  shall  include,  without  limitation, 
bond  and  financial  printing  expenses,  mailing  and  publication  expenses,  rating  agency  fees, 
the  fees  and  expenses  of  paying  agents,  registrars,  financial  consultants,  disclosure  counsel 
and  co-bond  counsel,  and  the  reimbursement  of  departmental  expenses  in  connection  with 
the  issuance  of  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds. 

Section  1 1 . Appointment  of  Depositories  and  Other  Agents.  The  City  T reasurer  is 
authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  depositories  as  he  or  she  may  deem  desirable 
and  the  procedures  set  forth  in  Section  6,  Section  7 and  Section  8 relating  to  registration  of 
ownership  of  the  Series  2016C  Bonds  and  payments  and  redemption  notices  to  owners  of  the 
Series  201 6C  Bonds  may  be  modified  to  comply  with  the  policies  and  procedures  of  such 
depository.  The  City  will  not  have  any  responsibility  or  obligation  to  any  purchaser  of  a 
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beneficial  ownership  interest  in  any  Series  2016C  Bonds  or  to  any  participants  in  such  a 
depository  with  respect  to  (i)  the  accuracy  of  any  records  maintained  by  such  securities 
depository  or  any  participant  therein;  (ii)  any  notice  that  is  permitted  or  required  to  be  given  to 
the  owners  of  Series  2016C  Bonds  under  this  Resolution;  (iii)  the  selection  by  such  securities 
depository  or  any  participant  therein  of  any  person  to  receive  payment  in  the  event  of  a partial 
redemption  of  Series  201 6C  Bonds;  (iv)  the  payment  by  such  securities  depository  or  any 
participant  therein  of  any  amount  with  respect  to  the  principal  or  redemption  premium,  if  any, 
or  interest  due  with  respect  to  Series  201 6C  Bonds;  (v)  any  consent  given  or  other  action 
taken  by  such  securities  depository  as  the  owner  of  Series  201 6C  Bonds;  or  (vi)  any  other 
matter. 

The  Depository  Trust  Company  (“DTC”)  is  appointed  as  depository  for  the  Series 
2016C  Bonds.  The  Series  2016C  Bonds  shall  be  initially  issued  in  book-entry  form.  Upon 
initial  issuance,  the  ownership  of  each  Series  2016C  Bond  shall  be  registered  in  the  bond 
register  in  the  name  of  Cede  & Co.,  as  nominee  of  DTC.  So  long  as  each  Series  201 6C  Bond 
is  registered  in  book-entry  form,  each  Series  2016C  Bond  shall  be  registered  in  the  name  of 
Cede  & Co.  or  in  the  name  of  such  successor  nominee  as  may  be  designated  from  time  to 
time  by  DTC  or  any  successor  as  depository. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  also  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  agents  as  he 
or  she  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable.  To  the  extent  permitted  by  applicable  law  and 
under  the  supervision  of  the  City  Treasurer,  such  agents  may  serve  as  paying  agent,  fiscal 
agent,  rebate  calculation  agent,  escrow  agent  or  registrar  for  the  Series  2016C  Bonds  or  may 
assist  the  City  Treasurer  in  performing  any  or  all  of  such  functions  and  such  other  duties  as 
the  City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  Such  agents  shall  serve  under  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  the  City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  The  City  Treasurer  may  remove  or  replace  agents 
appointed  pursuant  to  this  paragraph  at  any  time. 
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Section  12.  Defeasance  Provisions.  Payment  of  all  or  any  portion  of  the  Series 
201 6C  Bonds  may  be  provided  for  prior  to  such  Series  201 6C  Bonds’  respective  stated 
maturities  by  irrevocably  depositing  with  the  Treasurer  (or  any  commercial  bank  or  trust 
company  designated  by  the  Treasurer  to  act  as  escrow  agent  with  respect  thereto): 

(a)  An  amount  of  cash  equal  to  the  principal  amount  of  all  of  such  Series  201 6C 
Bonds  or  a portion  thereof,  and  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  maturity,  except  that  in  the  case 
of  Series  201 6C  Bonds  which  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  such  Series  201 6C  Bonds’ 
respective  stated  maturities  and  in  respect  of  which  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  have 
been  given  as  provided  in  Section  8 hereof  or  an  irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice  shall 
have  been  made  by  the  City,  the  amount  to  be  deposited  shall  be  the  principal  amount 
thereof,  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  the  redemption  date,  and  any  premium  due  on  such 
redemption  date;  or 

(b)  Defeasance  Securities  (as  herein  defined)  not  subject  to  call,  except  as  provided 
below  in  the  definition  thereof,  maturing  and  paying  interest  at  such  times  and  in  such 
amounts;  together  with  interest  earnings  and  cash,  if  required,  as  will,  without  reinvestment, 
as  certified  by  an  independent  certified  public  accountant,  be  fully  sufficient  to  pay  the 
principal  and  all  unpaid  interest  to  maturity,  or  to  the  redemption  date,  as  the  case  may  be, 
and  any  premium  due  on  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  to  be  paid  or  redeemed,  as  such  principal 
and  interest  come  due;  provided,  that,  in  the  case  of  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  which  are  to  be 
redeemed  prior  to  maturity,  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  be  given  as  provided  in  Section  8 
hereof  or  an  irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice  shall  have  been  made  by  the  City;  then, 
all  obligations  of  the  City  with  respect  to  said  outstanding  Series  201 6C  Bonds  shall  cease 
and  terminate,  except  only  the  obligation  of  the  City  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  funds 
deposited  pursuant  to  paragraphs  (a)  or  (b)  of  this  Section  12,  to  the  owners  of  said  Series 
201 6C  Bonds  all  sums  due  with  respect  thereto;  provided,  that  the  City  shall  have  received  an 
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opinion  of  nationally  recognized  bond  counsel,  that  provision  for  the  payment  of  said  Series 
2016C  Bonds  has  been  made  in  accordance  with  this  Section  12. 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  “Defeasance  Securities”  shall  mean  any  of  the 
following  which  at  the  time  are  legal  investments  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  for 
the  moneys  proposed  to  be  invested  therein: 

(1)  United  States  Obligations  (as  defined  below);  and 

(2)  Pre-refunded  fixed  interest  rate  municipal  obligations  meeting  the  following 
conditions:  (a)  the  municipal  obligations  are  not  subject  to  redemption  prior  to  maturity,  or  the 
trustee  has  been  given  irrevocable  instructions  concerning  their  calling  and  redemption  and 
the  issuer  has  covenanted  not  to  redeem  such  obligations  other  than  as  set  forth  in  such 
instructions;  (b)  the  municipal  obligations  are  secured  by  cash  and/or  United  States 
Obligations;  (c)  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  United  States  Obligations  (plus  any  cash  in 
the  escrow  fund  or  the  redemption  account)  are  sufficient  to  meet  the  liabilities  of  the 
municipal  obligations;  (d)  the  United  States  Obligations  serving  as  security  for  the  municipal 
obligations  are  held  by  an  escrow  agent  or  trustee;  (e)  the  United  States  Obligations  are  not 
available  to  satisfy  any  other  claims,  including  those  against  the  trustee  or  escrow  agent;  and 
(f)  the  municipal  obligations  are  rated  (without  regard  to  any  numerical  modifier,  plus  or  minus 
sign  or  other  modifier),  at  the  time  of  original  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund,  by  any  two  of  the 
three  Rating  Agencies  (as  defined  herein)  not  lower  than  the  rating  then  maintained  by  the 
respective  Rating  Agency  on  United  States  Obligations. 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  “United  States  Obligations”  shall  mean  (i)  direct  and 
general  obligations  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  obligations  that  are  unconditionally 
guaranteed  as  to  principal  and  interest  by  the  United  States  of  America,  including  without 
limitation,  the  interest  component  of  Resolution  Funding  Corporation  (REFCORP)  bonds 
which  have  been  stripped  by  request  to  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  New  York  in  book-entry 
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form  or  (ii)  any  security  issued  by  an  agency  or  instrumentality  of  the  United  States  of  America 
which  is  selected  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  that  results  in  the  escrow  fund  being  rated 
by  any  two  of  the  three  Rating  Agencies  (as  defined  herein),  at  the  time  of  the  initial  deposit  to 
the  escrow  fund  and  upon  any  substitution  or  subsequent  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund,  no  lower 
than  the  rating  then  maintained  by  the  respective  Rating  Agency  on  United  States  Obligations 
described  in  (i)  herein. 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  “Rating  Agencies”  shall  mean  Moody’s  Investors 
Service  Inc.  (“Moody’s"),  Fitch  Ratings  (“Fitch”),  and  Standard  and  Poor’s  Financial  Services 
LLC,  a part  of  McGraw-Hill  Financial  (“S&P"),  or  any  other  nationally-recognized  bond  rating 
agency  which  is  the  successor  to  any  of  the  foregoing  rating  agencies  or  that  is  otherwise 
established  after  the  date  hereof. 

Section  13.  Official  Notice  of  Sale;  Receipt  of  Bids:  Bond  Award. 

(a)  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  The  form  of  proposed  Official  Notice  of  Sale  inviting  bids 
for  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  (the  "Official  Notice  of  Sale”)  submitted  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  is  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  inviting  bids  for  the  Series 
201 6C  Bonds,  with  such  changes,  additions  and  modifications  as  may  be  made  in  accordance 
with  Section  20.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be 
mailed  or  otherwise  circulated  to  prospective  bidders  for  the  Series  2016C  Bonds  copies  of 
the  Official  Notice  of  Sale,  subject  to  such  corrections,  revisions  or  additions  as  may  be 
acceptable  to  the  Director  of  Public  Finance. 

(b)  Receipt  of  Bids.  Bids  shall  be  received  on  the  date  designated  by  the  Director  of 
Public  Finance  pursuant  to  Section  4. 

(c)  Bond  Award.  As  provided  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale,  the  City  may  reject  any 
and  all  bids  received  for  any  reason.  The  Controller  is  authorized  to  award  the  Series  201 6C 
Bonds  to  the  responsible  bidder  whose  bid  (a)  is  timely  received  and  conforms  to  the  Official 
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Notice  of  Sale,  except  to  the  extent  informalities  and  irregularities  are  waived  by  the  City  as 
permitted  by  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale,  and  (b)  represents  the  lowest  true  interest  cost  to  the 
City  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  described  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  The  award,  if 
made,  shall  be  set  forth  in  a certificate  signed  by  the  Controller  setting  forth  the  terms  of  the 
Series  201 6C  Bonds  and  the  original  purchasers  (the  “Bond  Award”).  The  Controller  shall 
provide  a copy  of  the  Bond  Award  as  soon  as  practicable  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  the  Director  of  Public  Finance;  provided,  that  failure  to  provide  such  copy 
shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  Bond  Award. 

Section  14.  Publication  of  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds.  The  form  of  proposed 
Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  (the  “Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds”) 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Notice  of  Intention  to 
Sell  the  Series  2016C  Bonds,  and  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  authorized  and  directed  to 
cause  the  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds,  subject  to  such  corrections,  revisions  or  additions 
as  may  be  made  in  accordance  with  Section  20,  to  be  published  once  in  The  Bond  Buyer  or 
another  financial  publication  generally  circulated  throughout  the  State  of  California. 

Section  15.  Sale  of  Series  201 6C  Bonds:  Solicitation  of  Competitive  Bids.  The  Board 
of  Supervisors  authorizes  the  sale  of  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  by  solicitation  of  competitive 
bids  for  the  purchase  of  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  on  the  date  and  at  the  place  determined  in 
accordance  with  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  and  Section  4. 

Section  16.  Disposition  of  Proceeds  of  Sale.  The  proceeds  of  sale  of  the  Series 
201 6C  Bonds  shall  be  applied  by  the  City  Treasurer  as  follows:  (a)  accrued  interest,  if  any, 
shall  be  deposited  into  the  Series  201 6C  Bond  Account;  (b)  premium,  if  any,  shall  be 
deposited  into  the  Series  201 6C  Bond  Account;  and  (iii)  remaining  proceeds  of  sale  shall  be 
deposited  into  the  Series  2016C  Project  Account. 
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Section  17.  Official  Statement.  The  form  of  proposed  Preliminary  Official  Statement 
describing  the  Series  2016C  Bonds  (the  “Preliminary  Official  Statement”)  submitted  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  is  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement 
describing  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds,  with  such  additions,  corrections  and  revisions  as  may  be 
determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable  made  in  accordance  with  Section  20.  The  Controller 
is  authorized  to  cause  the  distribution  of  a Preliminary  Official  Statement  deemed  final  for 
purposes  of  Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  Rule  15c2-12  promulgated  under  the 
Securities  Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended  (the  “Rule”),  and  to  sign  a certificate  to  that 
effect.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be  printed  and 
mailed  or  electronically  distributed  to  prospective  bidders  for  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  the 
Preliminary  Official  Statement  in  substantially  the  form  of  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement 
approved  and  adopted  by  this  Resolution,  as  completed,  supplemented,  corrected  or  revised. 
The  Controller  is  authorized  and  directed  to  approve,  execute,  and  deliver  the  final  Official 
Statement  with  respect  to  the  Series  2016C  Bonds,  which  final  Official  Statement  shall  be  in 
the  form  of  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement,  with  such  additions,  corrections  and  revisions 
as  may  be  determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable  made  in  accordance  with  Section  20  and 
as  are  permitted  under  the  Rule.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  authorized  and  directed  to 
cause  to  be  printed  and  mailed  or  electronically  distributed  the  final  Official  Statement  to  all 
actual  initial  purchasers  of  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds. 

Section  18.  Tax  Covenants. 

(a)  General.  The  City  covenants  with  the  holders  of  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  that, 
notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  Resolution,  it  shall  not  take  any  action,  or  fail  to 
take  any  action,  if  any  such  action  or  failure  to  take  action  would  adversely  affect  the 
exclusion  from  gross  income  of  interest  on  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  under  Section  103  of  the 
Code,  and  the  regulations  issued  thereunder,  as  the  same  may  be  amended  from  time  to 
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time,  and  any  successor  provisions  of  law.  Reference  to  a particular  section  of  the  Code  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  a reference  to  any  successor  to  any  such  section.  The  City  shall  not, 
directly  or  indirectly,  use  or  permit  the  use  of  proceeds  of  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  or  any  of 
the  property  financed  or  refinanced  with  proceeds  of  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds,  or  any  portion 
thereof,  by  any  person  other  than  a governmental  unit  (as  such  term  is  used  in  Section  141  of 
the  Code),  in  such  manner  or  to  such  extent  as  would  result  in  the  loss  of  exclusion  of  interest 
on  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  from  gross  income  for  federal  income  tax  purposes. 

(b)  Use  of  Proceeds.  The  City  shall  not  take  any  action,  or  fail  to  take  any  action,  if 
any  such  action  or  failure  to  take  action  would  cause  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  to  be  “private 
activity  bonds”  within  the  meaning  of  Section  141  of  the  Code,  and  in  furtherance  thereof, 
shall  not  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  2016C  Bonds  or  any  of  the  property 
financed  or  refinanced  with  proceeds  of  the  Series  2016C  Bonds,  or  any  portion  thereof,  or 
any  other  funds  of  the  City,  that  would  cause  the  Series  2016C  Bonds  to  be  “private  activity 
bonds”  within  the  meaning  of  Section  141  of  the  Code.  To  that  end,  so  long  as  any  Series 
2016C  Bonds  are  outstanding,  the  City,  with  respect  to  such  proceeds  and  property  and  such 
other  funds,  will  comply  with  applicable  requirements  of  the  Code  and  all  regulations  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  the  Treasury  issued  thereunder,  to  the  extent  such  requirements 
are,  at  the  time,  applicable  and  in  effect.  The  City  shall  establish  reasonable  procedures 
necessary  to  ensure  continued  compliance  with  Section  141  of  the  Code  and  the  continued 
qualification  of  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  as  “governmental  bonds.” 

(c)  Arbitrage.  The  City  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  use  or  permit  the  use  of  any 
proceeds  of  the  Series  2016C  Bonds,  or  of  any  property  financed  or  refinanced  by  the  Series 
201 6C  Bonds,  or  other  funds  of  the  City,  or  take  or  omit  to  take  any  action,  that  would  cause 
the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  to  be  “arbitrage  bonds”  within  the  meaning  of  Section  148  of  the 
Code.  To  that  end,  the  City  shall  comply  with  all  requirements  of  Section  148  of  the  Code  and 
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all  regulations  of  the  United  States  Department  of  the  Treasury  issued  thereunder  to  the 
extent  such  requirements  are,  at  the  time,  in  effect  and  applicable  to  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds. 

(d)  Federal  Guarantee.  The  City  shall  not  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
Series  201 6C  Bonds  or  any  other  funds  of  the  City,  or  take  or  omit  to  take  any  other  action, 
that  would  cause  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  to  be  “federally  guaranteed"  within  the  meaning  of 
Section  149(b)  of  the  Code. 

(e)  Information  Reporting.  The  City  shall  take  or  cause  to  be  taken  all  necessary 
action  to  comply  with  the  information  reporting  requirement  of  Section  149(e)  of  the  Code  with 
respect  to  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds. 

(f)  Hedge  Bonds.  The  City  shall  not  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Series 
201 6C  Bonds  or  any  other  amounts  or  property,  regardless  of  the  source,  or  take  any  action 
or  refrain  from  taking  any  action  that  would  cause  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  to  be  considered 
“hedge  bonds”  within  the  meaning  of  Section  149(g)  of  the  Code  unless  the  City  takes  all 
necessary  action  to  assure  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  149(g)  of  the  Code. 

(g)  Compliance  with  Tax  Certificate.  In  furtherance  of  the  foregoing  tax  covenants 
of  this  Section  18,  the  City  covenants  that  it  will  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Tax 
Certificate  to  be  executed  by  the  City  with  respect  to  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds,  dated  the  date 
of  issuance  of  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds,  as  such  Tax  Certificate  may  be  amended  from  time  to 
time.  This  covenant  shall  survive  payment  in  full  or  defeasance  of  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds. 

Section  19.  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate.  The  form  of  Continuing  Disclosure 
Certificate  (the  “Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate”),  to  be  signed  by  the  City  to  permit  the 
original  purchasers  of  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  to  comply  with  the  Rule,  submitted  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  is  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate,  with 
such  additions,  corrections  and  revisions  as  may  be  determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable 
made  in  accordance  with  Section  20.  The  Controller  is  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  the 
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Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  deliver  the  Continuing  Disclosure 
Certificate  to  the  original  purchasers  of  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds. 

Section  20.  Modification  to  Documents.  Any  City  official  authorized  by  this  Resolution 
to  execute  any  document  is  further  authorized,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney  and  co- 
bond counsel,  to  approve  and  make  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  to 
the  document  or  documents  such  official  is  authorized  to  execute  as  may  be  necessary  or 
advisable  (provided,  that  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  shall  not 
authorize  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  Series  201 6C  Bonds  in  excess  of  $25,215,000  or 
conflict  with  the  provisions  of  Section  4).  The  approval  of  any  change,  addition,  amendment 
or  modification  to  any  of  the  aforementioned  documents  shall  be  evidenced  conclusively  by 
the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  document  in  question. 

Section  21 . Ratification.  All  actions  previously  taken  by  officials,  employees  and 
agents  of  the  City  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds, 
consistent  with  any  documents  presented  and  this  Resolution,  are  approved,  confirmed  and 
ratified. 

Section  22.  Relationship  to  Authorizing  Resolution.  In  the  event  of  any  conflict 
between  this  Resolution  and  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  the  terms  of  this  Resolution  shall 
control.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing  and  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  Authorizing 
Resolution,  the  City  is  not  obligated  to  transfer  money  from  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  to  the 
Bond  Account  to  pay  the  principal  of  or  interest  on  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds. 

Section  23.  Reimbursement.  The  City  declares  its  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior 
expenditures  of  the  City  incurred  prior  to  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  in  i 
connection  with  the  Project  or  portions  thereof  to  be  financed  by  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds 
The  Board  of  Supervisors  declares  the  City's  intent  to  reimburse  the  City  with  the  proceeds  of 
the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  for  the  expenditures  with  respect  to  the  Project  (the  "Expenditures" 
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and  each  an  “Expenditure")  made  on  and  after  that  date  that  is  no  more  than  60  days  prior  to 
adoption  of  this  Resolution.  The  City  reasonably  expects  on  the  date  of  adoption  of  this 
Resolution  that  it  will  reimburse  the  Expenditures  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  201 6C 
Bonds. 

Each  Expenditure  was  and  will  be  either  (a)  of  a type  properly  chargeable  to  a capital 
account  under  general  federal  income  tax  principles  (determined  in  each  case  as  of  the  date 
of  the  Expenditure),  (b)  a cost  of  issuance  with  respect  to  the  Series  2016C  Bonds,  (c)  a 
nonrecurring  item  that  is  not  customarily  payable  from  current  revenues,  or  (d)  a grant  to  a 
party  that  is  not  related  to  or  an  agent  of  the  City  so  long  as  such  grant  does  not  impose  any 
obligation  or  condition  (directly  or  indirectly)  to  repay  any  amount  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  the 
City.  The  maximum  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Series  2016C  Bonds  expected  to  be 
issued  for  the  Project  is  $25,215,000.  The  City  shall  make  a reimbursement  allocation,  which 
is  a written  allocation  by  the  City  that  evidences  the  City’s  use  of  proceeds  of  the  Series 
2016C  Bonds  to  reimburse  an  Expenditure,  no  later  than  18  months  after  the  later  of  the  date 
on  which  the  Expenditure  is  paid  or  the  Project  is  placed  in  service  or  abandoned,  but  in  no 
event  more  than  three  years  after  the  date  on  which  the  Expenditure  is  paid.  The  City 
recognizes  that  exceptions  are  available  for  certain  “preliminary  expenditures,”  costs  of 
issuance,  certain  de  minimis  amounts,  expenditures  by  “small  issuers”  (based  on  the  year  of 
issuance  and  not  the  year  of  expenditure)  and  expenditures  for  construction  projects  of  at 
least  5 years. 

Section  24.  Accountability  Reports.  The  Series  201 6C  Bonds  are  subject  to 
accountability  requirements  under  the  City’s  Administrative  Code  and  the  Bond  Ordinance. 
The  accountability  report  with  respect  to  the  Series  201 6C  Bonds  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
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Section  25.  Citizens’  Oversight  Committee.  The  Series  201 6C  Bonds  are  subject  to, 
and  incorporate  by  reference,  the  applicable  provisions  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative 
Code  Sections  5.30-5.36  (the  “Citizens’  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight  Committee”),  and, 
to  the  extent  permitted  by  law,  one  tenth  of  one  percent  (0.1%)  of  the  gross  proceeds  of  the 
Series  201 6C  Bonds  shall  be  deposited  into  a fund  established  by  the  Controller’s  Office  and 
appropriated  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  at  the  direction  of  the  Citizens’  General  Obligation 
Bond  Oversight  Committee  to  cover  the  costs  of  such  committee. 

Section  26.  CEQA  Determination.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  reaffirms  and 
incorporates  by  reference  the  CEQA  findings  and  determinations  set  forth  in  Ordinance  40-10 
as  if  set  forth  in  full  herein.  The  use  of  bond  proceeds  to  finance  any  identified  project  or 
portion  of  any  identified  project  will  be  subject,  as  necessary,  to  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  upon  completion  of  planning  and  any  further  required  environmental  review  under 
CEQA  for  the  individual  facilities  and  projects. 

Section  27.  General  Authority.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Mayor,  the 
City  Treasurer,  the  Director  of  Public  Finance,  the  City  Attorney  and  the  Controller  are  each 
authorized  and  directed  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City  to  take  any  and  all  steps  and  to 
issue,  deliver  or  enter  into  any  and  all  certificates,  requisitions,  agreements,  notices,  consents, 
and  other  documents  as  may  be  necessary  to  give  effect  to  the  provisions  of  this  Resolution, 

I including  but  not  limited  to  letters  of  representations  to  any  depository  or  depositories,  which 
they  or  any  of  them  might  deem  necessary  or  appropriate  in  order  to  consummate  the  lawful 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Series  2016C  Bonds.  Any  such  actions  are  solely  intended 
to  further  the  purposes  of  this  Resolution,  and  are  subject  in  all  respects  to  the  terms  of  this 
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Resolution.  No  such  actions  shall  increase  the  risk  to  the  City  or  require  the  City  to  spend  any 
resources  not  otherwise  granted  herein.  Final  versions  of  any  such  documents  shall  be 
provided  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  inclusion  in  the  official  file  within  30  days 
(or  as  soon  thereafter  as  final  documents  are  available)  of  execution  by  all  parties.

WHEREAS,  By  Resolution  No.  313-14,  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on 
July  29,  2014,  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  on  August  7,  2014  (the  “Authorizing  Resolution”), 
the  City  was  authorized  to  issue  its  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Earthquake  Safety  and 
Emergency  Response  Bonds,  2014)  (the  “Bonds”);  and 

WHEREAS,  By  Resolution  No.  308-14,  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on 
July  29,  2014,  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  on  August  7,  2014,  the  City  was  authorized  to  issue 
its  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Earthquake  Safety  and  Emergency  Response  Bonds,  2014), 
Series  201 4D  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $106,095,000,  which  Series 
2014D  Bonds  were  subsequently  issued  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  $100,670,000; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  has  issued  and  sold,  to  date,  a total  of  $100,670,000  of  the 
Bonds;  and  there  remains  $299,330,000  of  authorized  and  unissued  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  It  is  necessary  and  desirable  to  issue  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the 
Bonds  not  to  exceed  $1 1 1 ,060,000  (the  “Series  201 6D  Bonds”),  to  finance  a portion  of  the 
costs  of  the  Project  (as  defined  in  the  Authorizing  Resolution);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Series  201 6D  Bonds  are  being  issued  pursuant  to  the  Authorizing 
Resolution  and  Title  5,  Division  2,  Part  1,  Chapter  3,  Article  4.5  of  the  California  Government 
Code,  the  Charter  of  the  City  (the  “Charter”),  the  Bond  Ordinance  and  the  Bond  Election;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  City  has  paid  and  expects  to  pay  certain  expenditures  in  connection 
with  the  Project  to  be  financed  by  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds  prior  to  the  issuance  and  sale  of 
the  Series  2016D  Bonds,  and  the  City  intends  to  reimburse  itself  and  to  pay  third  parties  for 
such  prior  expenditures  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  1.150-2  of  the  Treasury  Regulations  (the  “Reimbursement 
Regulations”)  promulgated  under  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (the 
“Code”)  requires  the  City  to  declare  its  reasonable  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior

WHEREAS,  The  Reimbursement  Regulations  require  that  any  reimbursement

WHEREAS,  The  Citizens’  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight  Committee  shall  conduct 
an  annual  review  of  bond  spending  and  shall  provide  an  annual  report  on  the  management  of 
the  program  to  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and,  to  the  extent  permitted  by  law, 
one-tenth  of  one  percent  (0.1%)  of  the  gross  proceeds  of  the  Series  2016D  Bonds  shall  be 
deposited  in  a fund  established  by  the  Controller’s  Office  and  appropriated  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  at  the  direction  of  the  Citizens’  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight  Committee  to

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  as  follows: 

Section  1 . Recitals.  All  of  the  recitals  in  this  Resolution  are  true  and  correct. 
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Section  2.  Conditions  Precedent.  All  conditions,  things  and  acts  required  by  law  to 
exist,  to  happen  and  to  be  performed  precedent  to  and  in  connection  with  the  issuance  of 
the  Series  201 6D  Bonds  exist,  have  happened  and  have  been  performed  in  due  time, 
form  and  manner  in  accordance  with  applicable  law,  and  the  City  is  now  authorized 
pursuant  to  the  Bond  Election,  the  Charter  and  applicable  law  to  incur  indebtedness  in 
the  manner  and  form  provided  in  this  Resolution. 

Section  3.  Documents.  The  documents  presented  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and 
on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  his  or  her  designee  (the  “Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors”)  are  contained  in  File  No.  i6n?m  . 

Section  4.  Issuance  and  Sale  of  Series  2016D  Bonds;  Determination  of  Certain  Terms; 
Designation.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  authorizes  the  issuance  and  sale  of  not  to  exceed 
$111 ,060,000  in  aggregate  principal  amount  of  Bonds  to  be  designated  as  “City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Earthquake  Safety  and  Emergency  Response 
Bonds,  2014),  Series  201 6D,”  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the  Bond  Ordinance  and 
Proposition  A approved  by  the  voters  at  the  Bond  Election. 

The  Director  of  Public  Finance  of  the  City  or  designee  thereof  (the  “Director  of  Public 
Finance”)  is  authorized  to  determine,  for  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds,  the  sale  date,  the  interest 
rates,  the  definitive  principal  amount,  the  maturity  dates  and  the  redemption  dates,  if  any,  and 
the  terms  of  any  optional  or  mandatory  redemption,  subject  to  the  other  specific  provisions  of 
this  Resolution,  including  the  following  terms  and  conditions:  (i)  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds  shall 
not  have  a true  interest  cost  in  excess  of  12%  as  such  term  is  defined  in  the  Official  Notice  of 
Sale  (as  defined  in  Section  13));  and  (ii)  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds  shall  not  have  a final 
maturity  date  after  June  15,  2035.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  further  authorized  to  give 
the  Series  201 6D  Bonds  such  additional  or  other  series  designation,  or  to  modify  such  series

designation,  as  may  be  necessary  or  appropriate  to  distinguish  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds  from 
every  other  series  of  Bonds  and  from  other  bonds  issued  by  the  City. 

Section  5.  Execution.  Authentication  and  Registration  of  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds. 

Each  of  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds  shall  be  in  fully  registered  form  without  coupons  in 
denominations  of  $5,000  or  any  integral  multiple  of  that  amount.  The  officers  of  the  City  are 
directed  to  cause  the  Senes  201 6D  Bonds  to  be  prepared  in  sufficient  quantity  for  delivery  to 
or  for  the  account  of  their  purchaser  and  the  Controller  of  the  City  or  designee  thereof  (the 
“Controller”)  is  directed  to  cause  the  blanks  in  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds  to  be  completed  in 
accordance  with  the  Authorizing  Resolution  and  the  Bond  Award  (as  defined  in  Section  13),  to 
procure  their  execution  by  the  proper  officers  of  the  City  (including  by  facsimile  signature  if 
necessary  or  convenient,  excluding  any  facsimile  signature  for  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  which 
shall  be  required  to  be  signed  manually)  and  authentication  as  provided  in  this  Section,  and  to 
deliver  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds  when  so  executed  and  authenticated  to  said  purchaser  in 
exchange  for  their  purchase  price,  all  in  accordance  with  the  Authorizing  Resolution. 

The  Series  2016D  Bonds  and  the  certificate  of  authentication  and  registration,  to  be 
manually  executed  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  or  designee  thereof  (the  “City  Treasurer”),  and 
the  form  of  assignment  to  appear  on  the  Series  2016D  Bonds  shall  be  substantially  in  the  form 
attached  as  Exhibit  A (a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and 
which  is  declared  to  be  a part  of  this  Resolution  as  if  fully  set  forth  in  this  Resolution),  with 
necessary  or  appropriate  variations,  omissions  and  insertions  as  permitted  or  required  by  this 
Resolution. 

Only  Series  2016D  Bonds  bearing  a certificate  of  authentication  and  registration 
executed  by  the  City  Treasurer  shall  be  valid  or  obligatory  for  any  purpose  or  entitled  to  the 
benefits  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution  and  this  Resolution,  and  such  certificate  of  the  City 
Treasurer,  executed  as  provided  in  this  Resolution,  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  that  the 
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Series  201 6D  Bonds  so  authenticated  have  been  duly  authenticated  and  delivered  under,  and 
are  entitled  to  the  benefits  of,  the  Authorizing  Resolution  and  this  Resolution. 

The  Controller  shall  assign  a distinctive  letter,  or  number,  or  letter  and  number  to  each 
Series  201 6D  Bond  authenticated  and  registered  by  the  City  Treasurer  and  shall  maintain  a 
record  thereof  which  shall  be  available  for  inspection. 

Section  6.  Registration  Books.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept,  at 
the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  at  the  designated  office  of  any  registrar  appointed  by  the 
City  Treasurer,  separate  and  sufficient  books  for  the  registration  and  transfer  of  Series 
2016D  Bonds,  which  books  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  inspection,  and  upon  presentation 
for  such  purpose,  the  City  Treasurer  shall,  under  such  reasonable  regulations  as  he  or  she 
may  prescribe,  register  or  transfer  or  cause  to  be  registered  or  transferred,  on  said  books, 
Series  2016D  Bonds  as  provided  in  this  Resolution.  The  City  and  the  City  Treasurer  may 
treat  the  registered  owner  of  each  Series  2016D  Bond  as  its  absolute  owner  for  all 
purposes,  and  the  City  and  the  City  Treasurer  shall  not  be  affected  by  any  notice  to  the 
contrary. 

Section  7.  Transfer  or  Exchange  of  Series  201 6D  Bonds.  Any  Series  201 6D  Bond  may, 
in  accordance  with  its  terms,  be  transferred  upon  the  books  required  to  be  kept  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  Section  6,  by  the  person  in  whose  name  it  is  registered,  in  person  or  by  the 
duly  authorized  attorney  of  such  person  in  writing,  upon  surrender  of  such  Series  201 6D  Bond 
for  cancellation,  accompanied  by  delivery  of  a duly  executed  written  instrument  of  transfer  in  a 
form  approved  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

Any  Series  2016D  Bond  may  be  exchanged  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  for  a like 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  other  authorized  denominations  of  the  same  interest  rate  and 
maturity. 
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Whenever  any  Series  201 6D  Bond  shall  be  surrendered  for  transfer  or  exchange,  the 
designated  City  officials  shall  execute  (as  provided  in  Section  5)  and  the  City  Treasurer  shall 
authenticate  and  deliver  a new  Series  201 6D  Bond  of  the  same  interest  rate  and  maturity  in  a 
like  aggregate  principal  amount.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  require  the  payment  by  any  bond 
owner  requesting  any  such  transfer  of  any  tax  or  other  governmental  charge  required  to  be 
paid  with  respect  to  such  transfer  or  exchange. 

No  transfer  or  exchange  of  Series  201 6D  Bonds  shall  be  required  to  be  made  by  the 
City  Treasurer  during  the  period  from  the  Record  Date  (as  defined  in  Section  8(b))  next 
preceding  each  interest  payment  date  to  such  interest  payment  date  or  after  a notice  of 
redemption  shall  have  been  mailed  with  respect  to  such  Series  201 6D  Bonds. 

Section  8.  Terms  of  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds:  General  Redemption  Provisions. 

(a)  Date  of  the  Series  2016D  Bonds.  The  Series  2016D  Bonds  shall  be  dated  the 
date  of  their  delivery  or  such  other  date  (the  “Dated  Date”)  as  is  specified  in  the  Bond  Award. 

(b)  Payment  of  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds.  The  principal  of  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds 
shall  be  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States  of  America  to  their  owners,  upon 
surrender  at  maturity  or  earlier  redemption  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer.  The  interest  on 
the  Series  201 6D  Bonds  shall  be  payable  in  like  lawful  money  to  the  person  whose  name 
appears  on  the  bond  registration  books  of  the  City  Treasurer  as  the  owner  as  of  the  close  of 
business  on  the  last  day  of  the  month  immediately  preceding  an  interest  payment  date  (the 
“Record  Date”),  whether  or  not  such  day  is  a Business  Day  (as  defined  below). 

Except  as  may  be  otherwise  provided  in  connection  with  any  book-entry  only  system 
applicable  to  the  Series  2016D  Bonds,  payment  of  the  interest  on  any  Series  2016D  Bond 
shall  be  made  by  check  mailed  on  the  interest  payment  date  to  such  owner  at  such  owner’s 
address  as  it  appears  on  the  registration  books  as  of  the  Record  Date;  provided,  that  if  any 
interest  payment  date  occurs  on  a day  that  banks  in  California  or  New  York  are  closed  for 
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business  or  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  is  closed  for  business,  then  such  payment  shall  be 
made  on  the  next  succeeding  day  that  banks  in  both  California  and  New  York  are  open  for 
business  and  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  is  open  for  business  (each,  a “Business  Day”); 
and  provided,  further,  that  the  registered  owner  of  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  at  least 
$1 ,000,000  of  Series  2016D  Bonds  may  submit  a written  request  to  the  City  Treasurer  on  or 
before  a Record  Date  preceding  an  interest  payment  date  for  payment  of  interest  on  the  next 
succeeding  interest  payment  date  and  thereafter  by  wire  transfer  to  a commercial  bank 
located  within  the  United  States  of  America. 

For  so  long  as  any  Series  201 6D  Bonds  are  held  in  book-entry  form  by  a securities 
depository  selected  by  the  City  pursuant  to  Section  1 1 , payment  shall  be  made  to  the 
registered  owner  of  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds  designated  by  such  securities  depository  by  wire 
transfer  of  immediately  available  funds. 

(c)  Interest  on  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds.  The  Series  201 6D  Bonds  shall  bear 
interest  at  rates  to  be  determined  upon  the  sale  of  the  Series  2016D  Bonds,  calculated  on  the 
basis  of  a 360-day  year  comprised  of  twelve  30-day  months,  payable  on  June  15,  2016  (or 
such  other  date  as  may  be  designated  in  the  Bond  Award),  and  semiannually  thereafter  on 
December  15  and  June  15  of  each  year.  Each  Series  201 6D  Bond  shall  bear  interest  from  the 
interest  payment  date  next  preceding  the  date  of  its  authentication  unless  it  is  authenticated 
as  of  a day  during  the  period  from  the  Record  Date  next  preceding  any  interest  payment  date 
to  the  interest  payment  date,  inclusive,  in  which  event  it  shall  bear  interest  from  such  interest 
payment  date,  or  unless  it  is  authenticated  on  or  before  the  first  Record  Date,  in  which  event  it 
shall  bear  interest  from  the  Dated  Date;  provided,  that  if,  at  the  time  of  authentication  of  any 
Series  2016D  Bond,  interest  is  in  default  on  the  Series  2016D  Bonds,  such  Series  2016D 
Bond  shall  bear  interest  from  the  interest  payment  date  to  which  interest  has  previously  been 
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paid  or  made  available  for  payment  on  the  Series  2016D  Bonds  or  from  the  Dated  Date  if  the 
first  interest  payment  is  not  made. 

(d)  Optional  Redemption.  The  Series  201 6D  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  optional 
redemption  prior  to  maturity  as  provided  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  or  the  Bond  Award. 

(e)  Mandatory  Redemption.  The  Series  201 6D  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  mandatory 
redemption  at  par,  by  lot,  in  any  year  in  which  the  purchaser  has  designated  that  the  principal 
amount  payable  with  respect  to  that  year  shall  constitute  a mandatory  sinking  fund  payment 
as  permitted  by  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  Any  Series  201 6D  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory 
redemption  shall  be  designated  as  such  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  or  the  Bond  Award. 

The  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory 
redemption  shall  be  paid  from  the  Series  201 6D  Bond  Account  (as  defined  in  Section  9), 
pursuant  to  Section  9.  In  lieu  of  any  such  mandatory  redemption  for  Series  2016D  Bonds,  at 
any  time  prior  to  the  selection  of  Series  201 6D  Bonds  for  mandatory  redemption,  the  City  may 
apply  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  201 6D  Bond  Account  to  make  such  payment  to  the 
purchase,  at  public  or  private  sale,  of  Series  201 6D  Bonds  subject  to  such  mandatory 
redemption,  and  when  and  at  such  prices  not  in  excess  of  the  principal  amount  thereof 
(including  sales  commission  and  other  charges  but  excluding  accrued  interest),  as  the  City 
may  determine. 

(f)  Selection  of  Series  201 6D  Bonds  for  Redemption.  Whenever  less  than  all  of  the 
outstanding  Series  201 6D  Bonds  are  called  for  redemption  on  any  date,  the  City  Treasurer  will 
select  the  maturities  of  the  Series  2016D  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  in  the  sole  discretion  of  the 
City  Treasurer.  Whenever  less  than  all  of  the  outstanding  Series  2016D  Bonds  maturing  on 
any  one  date  are  called  for  redemption  on  any  one  date,  the  City  Treasurer  will  select  the 
Series  201 6D  Bonds  or  portions  thereof,  in  denominations  of  $5,000  or  any  integral  multiple 
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thereof,  to  be  redeemed  from  the  outstanding  Series  201 6D  Bonds  maturing  on  such  date  not 
previously  selected  for  redemption,  by  lot,  in  any  manner  which  the  City  Treasurer  deems  fair. 

(g)  Notice  of  Redemption.  The  date  on  which  Series  201 6D  Bonds  that  are  called 
for  redemption  are  to  be  presented  for  redemption  is  called  the  “Redemption  Date.”  The 
City  Treasurer  shall  mail,  or  cause  to  be  mailed,  notice  of  any  redemption  of  Series  201 6D 
Bonds,  postage  prepaid,  to  the  respective  registered  owners  at  the  addresses  appearing 
on  the  bond  registration  books  not  less  than  twenty  (20)  nor  more  than  sixty  (60)  days  prior 
to  the  Redemption  Date.  The  notice  of  redemption  shall  (a)  state  the  Redemption  Date;  (b) 
state  the  redemption  price;  (c)  state  the  maturity  dates  of  the  Series  2016D  Bonds  to  be 
redeemed  and,  if  less  than  all  of  any  such  maturity  is  called  for  redemption,  the  distinctive 
numbers  of  the  Series  2016D  Bonds  of  such  maturity  to  be  redeemed,  and  in  the  case  of 
any  Series  2016D  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  in  part  only,  the  respective  portions  of  the 
principal  amount  to  be  redeemed;  (d)  state  the  CUSIP  number,  if  any,  of  each  Series 
2016D  Bond  to  be  redeemed;  (e)  require  that  such  Series  201 6D  Bonds  be  surrendered  by 
the  owners  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent;  and  (f)  give  notice  that 
interest  on  such  Series  2016D  Bonds  or  portions  of  Series  2016D  Bonds  to  be  redeemed 
will  cease  to  accrue  after  the  Redemption  Date.  Notice  of  optional  redemption  may  be 
conditional  upon  receipt  of  funds  or  other  event  specified  in  the  notice  of  redemption  as 
provided  in  subsection  (j)  of  this  Section  8. 

The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Series  2016D  Bond  of  notice  of  such 
redemption  shall  not  be  a condition  precedent  to  redemption,  and  failure  to  receive  such 
notice,  or  any  defect  in  such  notice  so  mailed,  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  proceedings 
for  the  redemption  of  such  Series  201 6D  Bonds  or  the  cessation  of  accrual  of  interest  on  such 
Series  201 6D  Bonds  on  the  Redemption  Date. 
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Notice  of  redemption  also  shall  be  given,  or  caused  to  be  given  by  the  City  Treasurer,  by 
(i)  registered  or  certified  mail,  postage  prepaid,  (ii)  confirmed  facsimile  transmission, 

(iii)  overnight  delivery  service,  or  (iv)  to  the  extent  acceptable  to  the  intended  recipient,  email 
or  similar  electronic  means,  to  (a)  all  organizations  registered  with  the  Securities  and 
Exchange  Commission  as  securities  depositories  and  (b)  such  other  services  or  organizations 
as  may  be  required  in  accordance  with  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  described  in 
Section  19. 

The  notice  or  notices  required  for  redemption  shall  be  given  by  the  City  Treasurer  or 
any  agent  appointed  by  the  City.  A certificate  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  such  other  appointed 
agent  of  the  City  that  notice  of  redemption  has  been  given  to  the  owner  of  any  Series  2016D 
Bond  to  be  redeemed  in  accordance  with  this  Resolution  shall  be  conclusive  against  all 
parties. 

(h)  Series  2016D  Redemption  Account.  At  the  time  the  City  Treasurer  or  the 
Controller  determines  to  optionally  call  and  redeem  any  of  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds,  the  City 
Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent  shall  establish  a redemption  account  to  be  described  or  known 
as  the  “General  Obligation  Bonds,  Series  201 6D  Redemption  Account”  (the  “Series  201 6D 
Redemption  Account”),  and  prior  to  or  on  the  Redemption  Date  there  must  be  set  aside  in  the 
Series  201 6D  Redemption  Account  moneys  available  for  the  purpose  and  sufficient  to 
redeem,  as  provided  in  this  Resolution,  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds  designated  in  said  notice  of 
redemption,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  subsection  (j)  of  this  Section.  Said  moneys  must  be 
set  aside  in  the  Series  201 6D  Redemption  Account  solely  for  the  purpose  of,  and  shall  be 
applied  on  or  after  the  Redemption  Date  to,  payment  of  the  redemption  price  of  the  Series 
2016D  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  upon  presentation  and  surrender  of  such  Series  2016D  Bonds. 
Any  interest  due  on  or  prior  to  the  Redemption  Date  may  be  paid  from  the  Series  2016D  Bond 
Account  as  provided  in  Section  9 or  from  the  Series  201 6D  Redemption  Account.  Moneys 
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held  from  time  to  time  in  the  Series  201 6D  Redemption  Account  shall  be  invested  by  the  City 
Treasurer  pursuant  to  the  City’s  policies  and  guidelines  for  investment  of  moneys  in  the 
General  Fund  of  the  City.  If,  after  all  of  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds  have  been  redeemed  and 
canceled  or  paid  and  canceled,  there  are  moneys  remaining  in  the  Series  2016D  Redemption 
Account,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred  to  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  or  to  such  other 
fund  or  account  as  required  by  applicable  law;  provided,  that  if  said  moneys  are  part  of  the 
proceeds  of  refunding  bonds,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred  pursuant  to  the  resolution 
authorizing  such  refunding  bonds. 

(i)  Effect  of  Redemption.  When  notice  of  optional  redemption  has  been  given 
substantially  as  provided  in  this  Resolution,  and  when  the  amount  necessary  for  the 
redemption  of  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds  called  for  redemption  (principal,  premium,  if  any,  and 
accrued  interest  to  such  Redemption  Date)  is  set  aside  for  that  purpose  in  the  Series  201 6D 
Redemption  Account,  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds  designated  for  redemption  shall  become  due 
and  payable  on  the  Redemption  Date,  and  upon  presentation  and  surrender  of  said  Series 
201 6D  Bonds  at  the  place  specified  in  the  notice  of  redemption,  such  Series  201 6D  Bonds 
shall  be  redeemed  and  paid  at  said  redemption  price  out  of  said  Series  201 6D  Redemption 
Account.  No  interest  will  accrue  on  such  Series  201 6D  Bonds  called  for  redemption  after  the 
Redemption  Date  and  the  registered  owners  of  such  Series  201 6D  Bonds  shall  look  for 
payment  of  such  Series  201 6D  Bonds  only  to  the  Series  2016D  Redemption  Account.  All 
Series  2016D  Bonds  redeemed  shall  be  canceled  immediately  by  the  City  Treasurer  and  shall 
not  be  reissued. 

(j)  Conditional  Notice  of  Redemption;  Rescission  of  Redemption.  Any  notice  of 
optional  redemption  given  as  provided  in  Section  8(g)  may  provide  that  such  redemption  is 
conditioned  upon:  (i)  deposit  in  the  Series  201 6D  Redemption  Account  of  sufficient  moneys  to 
redeem  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds  called  for  optional  redemption  on  the  anticipated 
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Redemption  Date,  or  (ii)  the  occurrence  of  any  other  event  specified  in  the  notice  of 
redemption.  If  conditional  notice  of  redemption  has  been  given  substantially  as  provided  in  this 
subsection  (j),  and  on  the  scheduled  Redemption  Date  (i)  sufficient  moneys  to  redeem  the 
Series  201 6D  Bonds  called  for  optional  redemption  on  the  Redemption  Date  have  not  been 
deposited  in  the  Series  201 6D  Redemption  Account,  or  (ii)  any  other  event  specified  in  the 
notice  of  redemption  as  a condition  to  the  redemption  has  not  occurred,  then  (y)  the  Series 
2016D  Bonds  for  which  conditional  notice  of  redemption  was  given  shall  not  be  redeemed  on 
the  anticipated  Redemption  Date  and  shall  remain  Outstanding  for  all  purposes  of  this 
Resolution,  and  (z)  the  redemption  not  occurring  shall  not  constitute  a default  under  this 
Resolution  or  the  Authorizing  Resolution. 

The  City  may  rescind  any  optional  redemption  and  notice  of  it  for  any  reason  on 
any  date  prior  to  any  Redemption  Date  by  causing  written  notice  of  the  rescission  to  be 
given  to  the  owners  of  all  Series  2016D  Bonds  so  called  for  redemption.  Notice  of  any 
such  rescission  of  redemption  shall  be  given  in  the  same  manner  notice  of  redemption 
was  originally  given. 

The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Series  2016D  Bond  of  notice  of  such  rescission 
shall  not  be  a condition  precedent  to  rescission,  and  failure  to  receive  such  notice  or  any 
defect  in  such  notice  so  mailed  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  rescission. 

Section  9.  Series  201 6D  Bond  Account.  There  is  established  with  the  City  Treasurer  a 
special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Earthquake  Safety  and  Emergency 
Response  General  Obligation  Bonds,  2014)  Bond  Account  (the  “Bond  Account”)  created 
pursuant  to  the  Authorizing  Resolution  to  be  designated  the  “General  Obligation  Bonds, 

Series  201 6D  Bond  Subaccount”  (the  “Series  201 6D  Bond  Account”),  to  be  held  separate  and 
apart  from  all  other  accounts  of  the  City.  All  interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the 
Series  201 6D  Bond  Account  shall  be  retained  in  the  Series  201 6D  Bond  Account. 
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On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  payment  of  principal  of  or  interest  on  the  Series 
201 6D  Bonds  is  due,  including  any  Series  201 6D  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  on 
said  date,  the  City  Treasurer  shall  allocate  to  and  deposit  in  the  Series  201 6D  Bond  Account, 
from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Account,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any  available 
moneys  contained  in  the  Series  201 6D  Bond  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay  principal  of  and 
interest  on  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds  on  such  date. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  Series  201 6D  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  at  the 
option  of  the  City  pursuant  to  this  Resolution,  the  City  Treasurer  may  allocate  to  and  deposit  in 
the  Series  201 6D  Redemption  Account,  from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Account  pursuant  to 
Section  8 of  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any  available 
moneys  contained  in  the  Series  201 6D  Redemption  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay  principal, 
interest  and  premium,  if  any,  with  respect  to  such  Series  201 6D  Bonds  on  such  date.  The  City 
Treasurer  may  make  such  other  provision  for  the  payment  of  principal  of  and  interest  and  any 
redemption  premium  on  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds  as  is  necessary  or  convenient  to  permit  the 
optional  redemption  of  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds. 

Amounts  in  the  Series  2016D  Bond  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of  the 
City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer  may  (i) 
commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  201 6D  Bond  Account  with  other  City  moneys 
or  (ii)  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  201 6D  Bond  Account  into  a separate  fund  or 
funds  for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  201 6D 
Bond  Account  shall  be  accounted  for  separately  notwithstanding  any  such  commingling  or 
separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

Section  10.  Series  201 6D  Project  Account.  There  is  established  with  the  City  Treasurer 
a special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Earthquake  Safety  and  Emergency 
Response  General  Obligation  Bonds,  2014)  Project  Account  (the  “Project  Account”)  created 
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pursuant  to  the  Authorizing  Resolution  to  be  designated  the  “General  Obligation  Bonds, 

Series  2016D  Project  Subaccount"  (the  “Series  2016D  Project  Account”),  to  be  held  separate 
and  apart  from  all  other  accounts  of  the  City.  All  interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the 
Series  2016D  Project  Account  shall  be  retained  in  the  Series  2016D  Project  Account. 

Amounts  in  the  Series  2016D  Project  Account  shall  be  expended  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution  for  the  acquisition,  construction  or  reconstruction  of 
the  Project  (as  defined  in  the  Authorizing  Resolution). 

Amounts  in  the  Series  201 6D  Project  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of  the 
City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer  may  (i) 
commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  2016D  Project  Account  with  other  City 
moneys  or  (ii)  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  201 6D  Project  Account  into  a separate 
fund  or  funds  for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series 
201 6D  Project  Account  (including  interest  earnings)  shall  be  accounted  for  separately 
notwithstanding  any  such  comingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  authorized  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  proceeds  of  the 
Series  201 6D  Bonds,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  the  costs  of  issuance  associated  with  the  Series 
2016D  Bonds.  Costs  of  issuance  of  the  Series  2016D  Bonds  shall  include,  without  limitation, 
bond  and  financial  printing  expenses,  mailing  and  publication  expenses,  rating  agency  fees, 
the  fees  and  expenses  of  paying  agents,  registrars,  financial  consultants,  disclosure  counsel 
and  co-bond  counsel,  and  the  reimbursement  of  departmental  expenses  in  connection  with 
the  issuance  of  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds. 

Section  1 1 . Appointment  of  Depositories  and  Other  Agents.  The  City  Treasurer  is 
authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  depositories  as  he  or  she  may  deem  desirable 
and  the  procedures  set  forth  in  Section  6,  Section  7 and  Section  8 relating  to  registration  of 
ownership  of  the  Series  2016D  Bonds  and  payments  and  redemption  notices  to  owners  of  the 
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Series  2016D  Bonds  may  be  modified  to  comply  with  the  policies  and  procedures  of  such 
depository.  The  City  will  not  have  any  responsibility  or  obligation  to  any  purchaser  of  a 
beneficial  ownership  interest  in  any  Series  201 6D  Bonds  or  to  any  participants  in  such  a 
depository  with  respect  to  (i)  the  accuracy  of  any  records  maintained  by  such  securities 
depository  or  any  participant  therein;  (ii)  any  notice  that  is  permitted  or  required  to  be  given  to 
the  owners  of  Series  201 6D  Bonds  under  this  Resolution;  (iii)  the  selection  by  such  securities 
depository  or  any  participant  therein  of  any  person  to  receive  payment  in  the  event  of  a partial 
redemption  of  Series  201 6D  Bonds;  (iv)  the  payment  by  such  securities  depository  or  any 
participant  therein  of  any  amount  with  respect  to  the  principal  or  redemption  premium,  if  any, 
or  interest  due  with  respect  to  Series  2016D  Bonds;  (v)  any  consent  given  or  other  action 
taken  by  such  securities  depository  as  the  owner  of  Series  201 6D  Bonds;  or  (vi)  any  other 
matter. 

The  Depository  Trust  Company  ("DTC”)  is  appointed  as  depository  for  the  Series 
2016D  Bonds.  The  Series  2016D  Bonds  shall  be  initially  issued  in  book-entry  form.  Upon 
initial  issuance,  the  ownership  of  each  Series  2016D  Bond  shall  be  registered  in  the  bond 
register  in  the  name  of  Cede  & Co.,  as  nominee  of  DTC.  So  long  as  each  Series  2016D  Bond 
is  registered  in  book-entry  form,  each  Series  201 6D  Bond  shall  be  registered  in  the  name  of 
Cede  & Co.  or  in  the  name  of  such  successor  nominee  as  may  be  designated  from  time  to 
time  by  DTC  or  any  successor  as  depository. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  also  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  agents  as  he 
or  she  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable.  To  the  extent  permitted  by  applicable  law  and  under 
the  supervision  of  the  City  Treasurer,  such  agents  may  serve  as  paying  agent,  fiscal  agent, 
rebate  calculation  agent,  escrow  agent  or  registrar  for  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds  or  may  assist 
the  City  Treasurer  in  performing  any  or  all  of  such  functions  and  such  other  duties  as  the  City 
Treasurer  shall  determine.  Such  agents  shall  serve  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the 
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City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  The  City  Treasurer  may  remove  or  replace  agents  appointed 
pursuant  to  this  paragraph  at  any  time. 

Section  12.  Defeasance  Provisions.  Payment  of  all  or  any  portion  of  the  Series  201 6D 
Bonds  may  be  provided  for  prior  to  such  Series  201 6D  Bonds’  respective  stated  maturities  by 
irrevocably  depositing  with  the  City  Treasurer  (or  any  commercial  bank  or  trust  company 
designated  by  the  City  Treasurer  to  act  as  escrow  agent  with  respect  thereto): 

(a)  An  amount  of  cash  equal  to  the  principal  amount  of  all  of  such  Series  201 6D 
Bonds  or  a portion  thereof,  and  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  maturity,  except  that  in  the  case 
of  Series  201 6D  Bonds  which  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  such  Series  201 6D  Bonds’ 
respective  stated  maturities  and  in  respect  of  which  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  have  been 
given  as  provided  in  Section  8 hereof  or  an  irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice  shall  have 
been  made  by  the  City,  the  amount  to  be  deposited  shall  be  the  principal  amount  thereof,  all 
unpaid  interest  thereon  to  the  redemption  date,  and  any  premium  due  on  such  redemption 
date;  or 

(b)  Defeasance  Securities  (as  herein  defined)  not  subject  to  call,  except  as  provided 
below  in  the  definition  thereof,  maturing  and  paying  interest  at  such  times  and  in  such 
amounts;  together  with  interest  earnings  and  cash,  if  required,  as  will,  without  reinvestment, 
as  certified  by  an  independent  certified  public  accountant,  be  fully  sufficient  to  pay  the 
principal  and  all  unpaid  interest  to  maturity,  or  to  the  redemption  date,  as  the  case  may  be, 
and  any  premium  due  on  the  Series  2016D  Bonds  to  be  paid  or  redeemed,  as  such  principal 
and  interest  come  due;  provided,  that,  in  the  case  of  the  Series  2016D  Bonds  which  are  to  be 
redeemed  prior  to  maturity,  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  be  given  as  provided  in  Section  8 
hereof  or  an  irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice  shall  have  been  made  by  the  City;  then, 
all  obligations  of  the  City  with  respect  to  said  outstanding  Series  201 6D  Bonds  shall  cease 
and  terminate,  except  only  the  obligation  of  the  City  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  funds 
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deposited  pursuant  to  paragraphs  (a)  or  (b)  of  this  Section  12,  to  the  owners  of  said  Series 
2016D  Bonds  all  sums  due  with  respect  thereto;  provided,  that  the  City  shall  have  received  an 
opinion  of  nationally  recognized  bond  counsel,  that  provision  for  the  payment  of  said  Series 
201 6D  Bonds  has  been  made  in  accordance  with  this  Section  12. 

For  purpose  of  this  Section  12,  "Defeasance  Securities”  shall  mean  any  of  the  following 
which  at  the  time  are  legal  investments  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  for  the 
moneys  proposed  to  be  invested  therein: 

(1)  United  States  Obligations  (as  defined  below);  and 

(2)  Pre-refunded  fixed  interest  rate  municipal  obligations  meeting  the  following 
conditions:  (a)  the  municipal  obligations  are  not  subject  to  redemption  prior  to  maturity,  or  the 
trustee  has  been  given  irrevocable  instructions  concerning  their  calling  and  redemption  and 
the  issuer  has  covenanted  not  to  redeem  such  obligations  other  than  as  set  forth  in  such 
instructions;  (b)  the  municipal  obligations  are  secured  by  cash  and/or  United  States 
Obligations;  (c)  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  United  States  Obligations  (plus  any  cash  in 
the  escrow  fund  or  the  redemption  account)  are  sufficient  to  meet  the  liabilities  of  the 
municipal  obligations;  (d)  the  United  States  Obligations  serving  as  security  for  the  municipal 
obligations  are  held  by  an  escrow  agent  or  trustee;  (e)  the  United  States  Obligations  are  not 
available  to  satisfy  any  other  claims,  including  those  against  the  trustee  or  escrow  agent;  and 
(f)  the  municipal  obligations  are  rated  (without  regard  to  any  numerical  modifier,  plus  or  minus 
sign  or  other  modifier),  at  the  time  of  original  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund,  by  any  two  of  the 
three  Rating  Agencies  (as  defined  herein)  not  lower  than  the  rating  then  maintained  by  the 
respective  Rating  Agency  on  United  States  Obligations. 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  “United  States  Obligations”  shall  mean  (i)  direct  and 
general  obligations  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  obligations  that  are  unconditionally 
guaranteed  as  to  principal  and  interest  by  the  United  States  of  America,  including  without 
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limitation,  the  interest  component  of  Resolution  Funding  Corporation  (REFCORP)  bonds 
which  have  been  stripped  by  request  to  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  New  York  in  book-entry 
form  or  (ii)  any  security  issued  by  an  agency  or  instrumentality  of  the  United  States  of  America 
which  is  selected  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  that  results  in  the  escrow  fund  being  rated 
by  any  two  of  the  three  Rating  Agencies  (as  defined  herein),  at  the  time  of  the  initial  deposit  to 
the  escrow  fund  and  upon  any  substitution  or  subsequent  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund,  no  lower 
than  the  rating  then  maintained  by  the  respective  Rating  Agency  on  United  States  Obligations 
described  in  (i)  herein. 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  “Rating  Agencies”  shall  mean  Moody’s  Investors 
Service  Inc.  (“Moody’s”),  Fitch  Ratings  (“Fitch”),  and  Standard  and  Poor’s  Financial  Services 
LLC,  a part  of  McGraw-Flill  Financial  (“S&P”),  or  any  other  nationally-recognized  bond  rating 
agency  which  is  the  successor  to  any  of  the  foregoing  rating  agencies  or  that  is  otherwise 
established  after  the  date  hereof. 

Section  13.  Official  Notice  of  Sale;  Receipt  of  Bids;  Bond  Award. 

(a)  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  The  form  of  proposed  Official  Notice  of  Sale  inviting  bids 
for  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds  (the  “Official  Notice  of  Sale”)  submitted  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  is  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  inviting  bids  for  the  Series 
201 6D  Bonds,  with  such  changes,  additions  and  modifications  as  may  be  made  in  accordance 
with  Section  20.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be 
mailed  or  otherwise  circulated  to  prospective  bidders  for  the  Series  2016D  Bonds  copies  of  the 
Official  Notice  of  Sale,  subject  to  such  corrections,  revisions  or  additions  as  may  be  acceptable 
to  the  Director  of  Public  Finance. 

(b)  Receipt  of  Bids.  Bids  shall  be  received  on  the  date  designated  by  the  Director  of 
Public  Finance  pursuant  to  Section  4. 
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(c)  Bond  Award.  As  provided  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale,  the  City  may  reject  any 
and  all  bids  received  for  any  reason.  The  Controller  is  authorized  to  award  the  Series  201 6D 
Bonds  to  the  responsible  bidder  whose  bid  (a)  is  timely  received  and  conforms  to  the  Official 
Notice  of  Sale,  except  to  the  extent  informalities  and  irregularities  are  waived  by  the  City  as 
permitted  by  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale,  and  (b)  represents  the  lowest  true  interest  cost  to  the 
City  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  described  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  The  award,  if 
made,  shall  be  set  forth  in  a certificate  signed  by  the  Controller  setting  forth  the  terms  of  the 
Series  201 6D  Bonds  and  the  original  purchasers  (the  "Bond  Award”).  The  Controller  shall 
provide  a copy  of  the  Bond  Award  as  soon  as  practicable  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  the  Director  of  Public  Finance;  provided,  that  failure  to  provide  such  copy 
shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  Bond  Award. 

Section  14.  Publication  of  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds.  The  form  of  proposed 
Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  the  Series  2016D  Bonds  (the  “Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds") 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Notice  of  Intention  to 
Sell  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds,  and  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  authorized  and  directed  to 
cause  the  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds,  subject  to  such  corrections,  revisions  or  additions 
as  may  be  made  in  accordance  with  Section  20,  to  be  published  once  in  The  Bond  Buyer  or 
another  financial  publication  generally  circulated  throughout  the  State  of  California. 

Section  15.  Sale  of  Series  201 6D  Bonds:  Solicitation  of  Competitive  Bids.  The  Board  of 
Supervisors  authorizes  the  sale  of  the  Series  2016D  Bonds  by  solicitation  of  competitive  bids 
for  the  purchase  of  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds  on  the  date  and  at  the  place  determined  in 
accordance  with  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  and  Section  4. 

Section  16.  Disposition  of  Proceeds  of  Sale.  The  proceeds  of  sale  of  the  Series  201 6D 
Bonds  shall  be  applied  by  the  City  Treasurer  as  follows:  (a)  accrued  interest,  if  any,  shall  be 
deposited  into  the  Series  201 6D  Bond  Account;  (b)  premium,  if  any,  shall  be  deposited  into 
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the  Series  201 6D  Bond  Account;  and  (iii)  remaining  proceeds  of  sale  shall  be  deposited  into 
the  Series  201 6D  Project  Account. 

Section  17.  Official  Statement.  The  form  of  proposed  Preliminary  Official  Statement 
describing  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds  (the  “Preliminary  Official  Statement”)  submitted  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  is  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement 
describing  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds,  with  such  additions,  corrections  and  revisions  as  may 
be  determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable  made  in  accordance  with  Section  20.  The 
Controller  is  authorized  to  cause  the  distribution  of  a Preliminary  Official  Statement 
deemed  final  for  purposes  of  Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  Rule  15c2-12 
promulgated  under  the  Securities  Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended  (the  “Rule”),  and  to 
sign  a certificate  to  that  effect.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  authorized  and  directed 
to  cause  to  be  printed  and  mailed  or  electronically  distributed  to  prospective  bidders  for 
the  Series  2016D  Bonds  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  in  substantially  the  form  of  the 
Preliminary  Official  Statement  approved  and  adopted  by  this  Resolution,  as  completed, 
supplemented,  corrected  or  revised.  The  Controller  is  authorized  and  directed  to  approve, 
execute,  and  deliver  the  final  Official  Statement  with  respect  to  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds, 
which  final  Official  Statement  shall  be  in  the  form  of  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement, 
with  such  additions,  corrections  and  revisions  as  may  be  determined  to  be  necessary  or 
desirable  made  in  accordance  with  Section  20  and  as  are  permitted  under  the  Rule.  The 
Director  of  Public  Finance  is  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be  printed  and  mailed  or 
electronically  distributed  the  final  Official  Statement  to  all  actual  initial  purchasers  of  the 
Series  201 6D  Bonds. 

Section  18.  Tax  Covenants. 

(a)  General.  The  City  covenants  with  the  holders  of  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds  that, 
notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  Resolution,  it  shall  not  take  any  action,  or  fail  to 
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take  any  action,  if  any  such  action  or  failure  to  take  action  would  adversely  affect  the  exclusion 
from  gross  income  of  interest  on  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds  under  Section  103  of  the  Code,  and 
the  regulations  issued  thereunder,  as  the  same  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time,  and  any 
successor  provisions  of  law.  Reference  to  a particular  section  of  the  Code  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  a reference  to  any  successor  to  any  such  section.  The  City  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly, 
use  or  permit  the  use  of  proceeds  of  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds  or  any  of  the  property  financed 
or  refinanced  with  proceeds  of  the  Series  2016D  Bonds,  or  any  portion  thereof,  by  any  person 
other  than  a governmental  unit  (as  such  term  is  used  in  Section  141  of  the  Code),  in  such 
manner  or  to  such  extent  as  would  result  in  the  loss  of  exclusion  of  interest  on  the  Series 
201 6D  Bonds  from  gross  income  for  federal  income  tax  purposes. 

(b)  Use  of  Proceeds.  The  City  shall  not  take  any  action,  or  fail  to  take  any  action,  if 
any  such  action  or  failure  to  take  action  would  cause  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds  to  be  “private 
activity  bonds”  within  the  meaning  of  Section  141  of  the  Code,  and  in  furtherance  thereof, 
shall  not  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds  or  any  of  the  property 
financed  or  refinanced  with  proceeds  of  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds,  or  any  portion  thereof,  or 
any  other  funds  of  the  City,  that  would  cause  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds  to  be  “private  activity 
bonds”  within  the  meaning  of  Section  141  of  the  Code.  To  that  end,  so  long  as  any  Series 
2016D  Bonds  are  outstanding,  the  City,  with  respect  to  such  proceeds  and  property  and  such 
other  funds,  will  comply  with  applicable  requirements  of  the  Code  and  all  regulations  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  the  Treasury  issued  thereunder,  to  the  extent  such  requirements 
are,  at  the  time,  applicable  and  in  effect.  The  City  shall  establish  reasonable  procedures 
necessary  to  ensure  continued  compliance  with  Section  141  of  the  Code  and  the  continued 
qualification  of  the  Series  2016D  Bonds  as  “governmental  bonds.” 

(c)  Arbitrage.  The  City  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  use  or  permit  the  use  of  any 
proceeds  of  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds,  or  of  any  property  financed  or  refinanced  by  the  Series 
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201 6D  Bonds,  or  other  funds  of  the  City,  or  take  or  omit  to  take  any  action,  that  would  cause 
the  Series  201 6D  Bonds  to  be  “arbitrage  bonds”  within  the  meaning  of  Section  148  of  the 
Code.  To  that  end,  the  City  shall  comply  with  all  requirements  of  Section  148  of  the  Code  and 
all  regulations  of  the  United  States  Department  of  the  Treasury  issued  thereunder  to  the 
extent  such  requirements  are,  at  the  time,  in  effect  and  applicable  to  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds. 

(d)  Federal  Guarantee.  The  City  shall  not  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
Series  201 6D  Bonds  or  any  other  funds  of  the  City,  or  take  or  omit  to  take  any  other  action, 
that  would  cause  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds  to  be  “federally  guaranteed”  within  the  meaning  of 
Section  149(b)  of  the  Code. 

(e)  Information  Reporting.  The  City  shall  take  or  cause  to  be  taken  all  necessary 
action  to  comply  with  the  information  reporting  requirement  of  Section  149(e)  of  the  Code  with 
respect  to  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds. 

(f)  Hedge  Bonds.  The  City  shall  not  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Series 
201 6D  Bonds  or  any  other  amounts  or  property,  regardless  of  the  source,  or  take  any  action 
or  refrain  from  taking  any  action  that  would  cause  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds  to  be  considered 
“hedge  bonds”  within  the  meaning  of  Section  149(g)  of  the  Code  unless  the  City  takes  all 
necessary  action  to  assure  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  149(g)  of  the  Code. 

(g)  Compliance  with  Tax  Certificate.  In  furtherance  of  the  foregoing  tax  covenants 
of  this  Section  18,  the  City  covenants  that  it  will  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Tax 
Certificate  to  be  executed  by  the  City  with  respect  to  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds,  dated  the  date 
of  issuance  of  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds,  as  such  Tax  Certificate  may  be  amended  from  time  to 
time.  This  covenant  shall  survive  payment  in  full  or  defeasance  of  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds. 

Section  19.  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate.  The  form  of  Continuing  Disclosure 
Certificate  (the  “Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate”),  to  be  signed  by  the  City  to  permit  the 
original  purchasers  of  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds  to  comply  with  the  Rule,  submitted  to  the 
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Board  of  Supervisors  is  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate,  with 
such  additions,  corrections  and  revisions  as  may  be  determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable 
made  in  accordance  with  Section  20.  The  Controller  is  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  the 
Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  deliver  the  Continuing  Disclosure 
Certificate  to  the  original  purchasers  of  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds. 

Section  20.  Modification  to  Documents.  Any  City  official  authorized  by  this  Resolution  to 
execute  any  document  is  further  authorized,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney  and  co-bond 
counsel,  to  approve  and  make  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  to  the 
document  or  documents  such  official  is  authorized  to  execute  as  may  be  necessary  or 
advisable  (provided,  that  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  shall  not 
authorize  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  Series  2016D  Bonds  in  excess  of  $1 1 1 ,060,000  or 
conflict  with  the  provisions  of  Section  4).  The  approval  of  any  change,  addition,  amendment  or 
modification  to  any  of  the  aforementioned  documents  shall  be  evidenced  conclusively  by  the 
execution  and  delivery  of  the  document  in  question. 

Section  21.  Ratification.  All  actions  previously  taken  by  officials,  employees  and  agents 
of  the  City  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds,  consistent  with 
any  documents  presented  and  this  Resolution,  are  approved,  confirmed  and  ratified. 

Section  22.  Relationship  to  Authorizing  Resolution.  In  the  event  of  any  conflict  between 
this  Resolution  and  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  the  terms  of  this  Resolution  shall  control. 
Without  limiting  the  foregoing  and  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  Authorizing 
Resolution,  the  City  is  not  obligated  to  transfer  money  from  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  to  the 
Bond  Account  to  pay  the  principal  of  or  interest  on  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds. 

Section  23.  Reimbursement.  The  City  declares  its  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior 
expenditures  of  the  City  incurred  prior  to  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Series  2016D  Bonds  in 
connection  with  the  Project  or  portions  thereof  to  be  financed  by  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds.  The 
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Board  of  Supervisors  declares  the  City’s  intent  to  reimburse  the  City  with  the  proceeds  of  the 
Series  201 6D  Bonds  for  the  expenditures  with  respect  to  the  Project  (the  “Expenditures”  and 
each  an  “Expenditure”)  made  on  and  after  that  date  that  is  no  more  than  60  days  prior  to 
adoption  of  this  Resolution.  The  City  reasonably  expects  on  the  date  of  adoption  of  this 
Resolution  that  it  will  reimburse  the  Expenditures  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  201 6D 
Bonds. 

Each  Expenditure  was  and  will  be  either  (a)  of  a type  properly  chargeable  to  a 
capital  account  under  general  federal  income  tax  principles  (determined  in  each  case  as  of 
the  date  of  the  Expenditure),  (b)  a cost  of  issuance  with  respect  to  the  Series  201 6D 
Bonds,  (c)  a nonrecurring  item  that  is  not  customarily  payable  from  current  revenues,  or  (d) 
a grant  to  a party  that  is  not  related  to  or  an  agent  of  the  City  so  long  as  such  grant  does 
not  impose  any  obligation  or  condition  (directly  or  indirectly)  to  repay  any  amount  to  or  for 
the  benefit  of  the  City.  The  maximum  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Series  2016D 
Bonds  expected  to  be  issued  for  the  Project  is  $1 1 1 ,060,000.  The  City  shall  make  a 
reimbursement  allocation,  which  is  a written  allocation  by  the  City  that  evidences  the  City’s 
use  of  proceeds  of  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds  to  reimburse  an  Expenditure,  no  later  than  18 
months  after  the  later  of  the  date  on  which  the  Expenditure  is  paid  or  the  Project  is  placed 
in  service  or  abandoned,  but  in  no  event  more  than  three  years  after  the  date  on  which  the 
Expenditure  is  paid.  The  City  recognizes  that  exceptions  are  available  for  certain 
“preliminary  expenditures,”  costs  of  issuance,  certain  de  minimis  amounts,  expenditures  by 
“small  issuers”  (based  on  the  year  of  issuance  and  not  the  year  of  expenditure)  and 
expenditures  for  construction  projects  of  at  least  5 years. 

Section  24.  Accountability  Reports.  The  Series  201 6D  Bonds  are  subject  to 
accountability  requirements  under  the  City’s  Administrative  Code  and  the  Bond  Ordinance. 
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The  accountability  report  with  respect  to  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Section  25.  Citizens’  Oversight  Committee.  The  Series  201 6D  Bonds  are  subject  to, 
and  incorporate  by  reference,  the  applicable  provisions  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative 
Code  Sections  5.30-5.36  (the  “Citizens’  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight  Committee”),  and, 
to  the  extent  permitted  by  law,  one  tenth  of  one  percent  (0.1  %)  of  the  gross  proceeds  of  the 
Series  2016D  Bonds  shall  be  deposited  into  a fund  established  by  the  Controller’s  Office  and 
appropriated  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  at  the  direction  of  the  Citizens’  General  Obligation 
Bond  Oversight  Committee  to  cover  the  costs  of  such  committee. 

Section  26.  CEQA  Determination.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  reaffirms  and 
incorporates  by  reference  the  CEQA  findings  and  determinations  set  forth  in  Ordinance  40-10 
as  if  set  forth  in  full  herein.  The  use  of  bond  proceeds  to  finance  any  identified  project  or 
portion  of  any  identified  project  will  be  subject,  as  necessary,  to  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  upon  completion  of  planning  and  any  further  required  environmental  review  under 
CEQA  for  the  individual  facilities  and  projects. 

Section  27.  General  Authority.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Mayor,  the 
City  Treasurer,  the  Director  of  Public  Finance,  the  City  Attorney  and  the  Controller  are  each 
authorized  and  directed  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City  to  take  any  and  all  steps  and  to 
issue,  deliver  or  enter  into  any  and  all  certificates,  requisitions,  agreements,  notices, 
consents,  and  other  documents  as  may  be  necessary  to  give  effect  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Resolution,  including  but  not  limited  to  letters  of  representations  to  any  depository  or 
depositories,  which  they  or  any  of  them  might  deem  necessary  or  appropriate  in  order  to 
consummate  the  lawful  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Series  201 6D  Bonds.  Any  such 
actions  are  solely  intended  to  further  the  purposes  of  this  Resolution,  and  are  subject  in  all 
respects  to  the  terms  of  this  Resolution.  No  such  actions  shall  increase  the  risk  to  the  City  or 
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require  the  City  to  spend  any  resources  not  otherwise  granted  herein.  Final  versions  of  any 
such  documents  shall  be  provided  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  inclusion  in  the 
official  file  within  30  days  (or  as  soon  thereafter  as  final  documents  are  available)  of  execution 
by  all  parties.

“Board  of  Supervisors”)  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  “City")  on  June  7,  201 1 , 
and  signed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  (the  “Mayor”)  on  June  1 3,  201 1 , it  was  determined  and 
declared  that  public  interest  and  necessity  demand  the  repaving  and  construction  of  the

WHEREAS,  By  Ordinance  No.  148-1 1 , finally  passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on 
July  26,  2011,  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  on  July  26,  201 1 (the  “Bond  Ordinance”),  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  duly  called  a special  election  to  be  held  on  November  8,  201 1 (the  “Bond 
Election”),  for  the  purpose  of  submitting  to  the  electors  of  the  City  a proposition  to  incur 
bonded  indebtedness  in  the  amount  of  $248,000,000  to  finance  the  Project,  and  such 
proposition  was  approved  by  not  less  than  a two-thirds  vote  of  the  qualified  electors  of  the  City 
voting  on  such  proposition;  and 

WHEREAS,  By  Resolution  No.  24-12  (the  “Authorizing  Resolution”),  adopted  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  on  January  24,  2012,  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  on  February  3,  2012, 
the  City  was  authorized  to  issue  its  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Road  Repaving  and  Street 
Safety  Bonds,  201 1)  (the  “Bonds”)  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed 
$248,000,000;  and 

WHEREAS,  By  Resolution  No.  25-12,  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  January 
24,  2012,  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  on  February  3,  2012,  the  City  was  authorized  to  issue  its 
General  Obligation  Bonds  (Road  Repaving  and  Street  Safety  Bonds,  2011),  Series  2012C  in 
an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $76,500,000,  which  Series  201 2C  Bonds  were 
subsequently  issued  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  $74,295,000;  and 

WHEREAS,  By  Resolution  No.  154-13,  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on 
May  21, 2013,  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  on  May  28,  2013,  the  City  was  authorized  the  issue 
its  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Road  Repaving  and  Street  Safety  Bonds,  2011),  Series  2013C 
in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $133,275,000,  which  Series  201 3C  Bonds 
were  subsequently  issued  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  $129,560,000;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  City  has  issued  and  sold,  to  date,  a total  of  $203,855,000  of  the 
Bonds;  and  there  remains  $44,145,000  of  authorized  and  unissued  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  It  is  necessary  and  desirable  to  issue  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the 
Bonds  not  to  exceed  $44,145,000  (the  “Series  201 6E  Bonds”),  to  finance  a portion  of  the 
costs  of  the  Project  (as  defined  in  the  Authorizing  Resolution);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Series  201 6E  Bonds  are  being  issued  pursuant  to  the  Authorizing 
Resolution  and  Title  5,  Division  2,  Part  1,  Chapter  3,  Article  4.5  of  the  California  Government 
Code,  the  Charter  of  the  City  (the  “Charter”),  the  Bond  Ordinance  and  the  Bond  Election;  and 
WHEREAS,  The  City  has  paid  and  expects  to  pay  certain  expenditures  in  connection 
with  the  Project  to  be  financed  by  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds  prior  to  the  issuance  and  sale  of 
the  Series  201 6E  Bonds,  and  the  City  intends  to  reimburse  itself  and  to  pay  third  parties  for 
such  prior  expenditures  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  2016E  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  1.150-2  of  the  Treasury  Regulations  (the  “Reimbursement 
Regulations”)  promulgated  under  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (the 
“Code”)  requires  the  City  to  declare  its  reasonable  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior 
expenditures  with  the  proceeds  of  a subsequent  borrowing;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Reimbursement  Regulations  require  that  any  reimbursement 
allocation  of  proceeds  of  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds  to  be  made  with  respect  to  expenditures 
incurred  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds  will  occur  not  later  than  eighteen 
(18)  months  after  the  later  of  (i)  the  date  on  which  the  expenditure  is  paid  or  (ii)  the  date  on 
which  the  facilities  are  placed  in  service,  but  in  no  event  later  than  three  (3)  years  after  the 
expenditure  is  paid;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Citizens’  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight  Committee  shall  conduct 
an  annual  review  of  bond  spending  and  shall  provide  an  annual  report  on  the  management  of 
the  program  to  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and,  to  the  extent  permitted  by  law, 
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one-tenth  of  one  percent  (0.1%)  of  the  gross  proceeds  of  the  Series  2016E  Bonds  shall  be 
deposited  in  a fund  established  by  the  Controller’s  Office  and  appropriated  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  at  the  direction  of  the  Citizens’  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight  Committee  to

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  as  follows: 

Section  1 . Recitals.  All  of  the  recitals  in  this  Resolution  are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  Conditions  Precedent.  All  conditions,  things  and  acts  required  by  law  to 
exist,  to  happen  and  to  be  performed  precedent  to  and  in  connection  with  the  issuance  of 
the  Series  201 6E  Bonds  exist,  have  happened  and  have  been  performed  in  due  time, 
form  and  manner  in  accordance  with  applicable  law,  and  the  City  is  now  authorized 
pursuant  to  the  Bond  Election,  the  Charter  and  applicable  law  to  incur  indebtedness  in 
the  manner  and  form  provided  in  this  Resolution. 

Section  3.  Documents.  The  documents  presented  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and 
on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  his  or  her  designee  (the  “Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors”)  are  contained  in  File  No.  i 

Section  4.  Issuance  and  Sale  of  Series  201 6E  Bonds:  Determination  of  Certain  Terms: 
Designation.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  authorizes  the  issuance  and  sale  of  not  to  exceed 
$44,145,000  in  aggregate  principal  amount  of  Bonds  to  be  designated  as  “City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Road  Repaving  and  Street  Safety  Bonds,  2011), 
Series  2016E,”  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the  Bond  Ordinance  and  Proposition  B approved 
by  the  voters  at  the  Bond  Election. 

The  Director  of  Public  Finance  of  the  City  or  designee  thereof  (the  “Director  of  Public 
Finance”)  is  authorized  to  determine,  for  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds,  the  sale  date,  the  interest 
rates,  the  definitive  principal  amount,  the  maturity  dates  and  the  redemption  dates,  if  any,  and 
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the  terms  of  any  optional  or  mandatory  redemption,  subject  to  the  other  specific  provisions  of 
this  Resolution,  including  the  following  terms  and  conditions:  (i)  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds  shall 
not  have  a true  interest  cost  in  excess  of  12%  as  such  term  is  defined  in  the  Official  Notice  of 
Sale  (as  defined  in  Section  13));  and  (ii)  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds  shall  not  have  a final 
maturity  date  after  June  15,  2035.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  further  authorized  to  give 
the  Series  201 6E  Bonds  such  additional  or  other  series  designation,  or  to  modify  such  series 
designation,  as  may  be  necessary  or  appropriate  to  distinguish  the  Series  2016E  Bonds  from 
every  other  series  of  Bonds  and  from  other  bonds  issued  by  the  City. 

Section  5.  Execution,  Authentication  and  Registration  of  the  Series  2016E  Bonds. 

Each  of  the  Series  2016E  Bonds  shall  be  in  fully  registered  form  without  coupons  in 
denominations  of  $5,000  or  any  integral  multiple  of  that  amount.  The  officers  of  the  City  are 
directed  to  cause  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds  to  be  prepared  in  sufficient  quantity  for  delivery  to 
or  for  the  account  of  their  purchaser  and  the  Controller  of  the  City  or  designee  thereof  (the 
“Controller”)  is  directed  to  cause  the  blanks  in  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds  to  be  completed  in 
accordance  with  the  Authorizing  Resolution  and  the  Bond  Award  (as  defined  in  Section  13),  to 
procure  their  execution  by  the  proper  officers  of  the  City  (including  by  facsimile  signature  if 
necessary  or  convenient,  excluding  any  facsimile  signature  for  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  which 
shall  be  required  to  be  signed  manually)  and  authentication  as  provided  in  this  Section,  and  to 
deliver  the  Series  2016E  Bonds  when  so  executed  and  authenticated  to  said  purchaser  in 
exchange  for  their  purchase  price,  all  in  accordance  with  the  Authorizing  Resolution. 

The  Series  2016E  Bonds  and  the  certificate  of  authentication  and  registration,  to  be 
manually  executed  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  or  designee  thereof  (the  “City  Treasurer”),  and 
the  form  of  assignment  to  appear  on  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds  shall  be  substantially  in  the  form 
attached  as  Exhibit  A (a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and 
which  is  declared  to  be  a part  of  this  Resolution  as  if  fully  set  forth  in  this  Resolution),  with 
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necessary  or  appropriate  variations,  omissions  and  insertions  as  permitted  or  required  by  this 
Resolution. 

Only  Series  201 6E  Bonds  bearing  a certificate  of  authentication  and  registration 
executed  by  the  City  Treasurer  shall  be  valid  or  obligatory  for  any  purpose  or  entitled  to  the 
benefits  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution  and  this  Resolution,  and  such  certificate  of  the  City 
Treasurer,  executed  as  provided  in  this  Resolution,  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  that  the 
Series  201 6E  Bonds  so  authenticated  have  been  duly  authenticated  and  delivered  under,  and 
are  entitled  to  the  benefits  of,  the  Authorizing  Resolution  and  this  Resolution. 

The  Controller  shall  assign  a distinctive  letter,  or  number,  or  letter  and  number  to  each 
Series  2016E  Bond  authenticated  and  registered  by  the  City  Treasurer  and  shall  maintain  a 
record  thereof  which  shall  be  available  for  inspection. 

Section  6.  Registration  Books.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept,  at 
the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  at  the  designated  office  of  any  registrar  appointed  by  the 
City  Treasurer,  separate  and  sufficient  books  for  the  registration  and  transfer  of  Series 
2016E  Bonds,  which  books  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  inspection,  and  upon  presentation 
for  such  purpose,  the  City  Treasurer  shall,  under  such  reasonable  regulations  as  he  or  she 
may  prescribe,  register  or  transfer  or  cause  to  be  registered  or  transferred,  on  said  books, 
Series  201 6E  Bonds  as  provided  in  this  Resolution.  The  City  and  the  City  Treasurer  may 
treat  the  registered  owner  of  each  Series  2016E  Bond  as  its  absolute  owner  for  all 
purposes,  and  the  City  and  the  City  Treasurer  shall  not  be  affected  by  any  notice  to  the 
contrary. 

Section  7.  Transfer  or  Exchange  of  Series  201 6E  Bonds.  Any  Series  201 6E  Bond  may, 
in  accordance  with  its  terms,  be  transferred  upon  the  books  required  to  be  kept  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  Section  6,  by  the  person  in  whose  name  it  is  registered,  in  person  or  by  the 
duly  authorized  attorney  of  such  person  in  writing,  upon  surrender  of  such  Series  201 6E  Bond 
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for  cancellation,  accompanied  by  delivery  of  a duly  executed  written  instrument  of  transfer  in  a 
form  approved  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

Any  Series  201 6E  Bond  may  be  exchanged  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  for  a like 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  other  authorized  denominations  of  the  same  interest  rate  and 
maturity. 

Whenever  any  Series  2016E  Bond  shall  be  surrendered  for  transfer  or  exchange,  the 
designated  City  officials  shall  execute  (as  provided  in  Section  5)  and  the  City  Treasurer  shall 
authenticate  and  deliver  a new  Series  201 6E  Bond  of  the  same  interest  rate  and  maturity  in  a 
like  aggregate  principal  amount.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  require  the  payment  by  any  bond 
owner  requesting  any  such  transfer  of  any  tax  or  other  governmental  charge  required  to  be 
paid  with  respect  to  such  transfer  or  exchange. 

No  transfer  or  exchange  of  Series  201 6E  Bonds  shall  be  required  to  be  made  by  the 
City  Treasurer  during  the  period  from  the  Record  Date  (as  defined  in  Section  8(b))  next 
preceding  each  interest  payment  date  to  such  interest  payment  date  or  after  a notice  of 
redemption  shall  have  been  mailed  with  respect  to  such  Series  2016E  Bonds. 

Section  8.  Terms  of  the  Series  2016E  Bonds:  General  Redemption  Provisions. 

(a)  Date  of  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds.  The  Series  201 6E  Bonds  shall  be  dated  the 
date  of  their  delivery  or  such  other  date  (the  “Dated  Date”)  as  is  specified  in  the  Bond  Award. 

(b)  Payment  of  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds.  The  principal  of  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds 
shall  be  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States  of  America  to  their  owners,  upon 
surrender  at  maturity  or  earlier  redemption  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer.  The  interest  on 
the  Series  201 6E  Bonds  shall  be  payable  in  like  lawful  money  to  the  person  whose  name 
appears  on  the  bond  registration  books  of  the  City  Treasurer  as  the  owner  as  of  the  close  of 
business  on  the  last  day  of  the  month  immediately  preceding  an  interest  payment  date  (the 
“Record  Date”),  whether  or  not  such  day  is  a Business  Day  (as  defined  below).

Except  as  may  be  otherwise  provided  in  connection  with  any  book-entry  only  system 
applicable  to  the  Series  2016E  Bonds,  payment  of  the  interest  on  any  Series  2016E  Bond 
shall  be  made  by  check  mailed  on  the  interest  payment  date  to  such  owner  at  such  owner’s 
address  as  it  appears  on  the  registration  books  as  of  the  Record  Date;  provided,  that  if  any 
interest  payment  date  occurs  on  a day  that  banks  in  California  or  New  York  are  closed  for 
business  or  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  is  closed  for  business,  then  such  payment  shall  be 
made  on  the  next  succeeding  day  that  banks  in  both  California  and  New  York  are  open  for 
business  and  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  is  open  for  business  (each,  a “Business  Day”); 
and  provided,  further,  that  the  registered  owner  of  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  at  least 
$1 ,000,000  of  Series  2016E  Bonds  may  submit  a written  request  to  the  City  Treasurer  on  or 
before  a Record  Date  preceding  an  interest  payment  date  for  payment  of  interest  on  the  next 
succeeding  interest  payment  date  and  thereafter  by  wire  transfer  to  a commercial  bank 
located  within  the  United  States  of  America. 

For  so  long  as  any  Series  201 6E  Bonds  are  held  in  book-entry  form  by  a securities 
depository  selected  by  the  City  pursuant  to  Section  1 1 , payment  shall  be  made  to  the 
registered  owner  of  the  Series  2016E  Bonds  designated  by  such  securities  depository  by  wire 
transfer  of  immediately  available  funds. 

(c)  Interest  on  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds.  The  Series  201 6E  Bonds  shall  bear  interest 
at  rates  to  be  determined  upon  the  sale  of  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds,  calculated  on  the  basis  of 
a 360-day  year  comprised  of  twelve  30-day  months,  payable  on  June  15,  2016  (or  such  other 
date  as  may  be  designated  in  the  Bond  Award),  and  semiannually  thereafter  on  December  15 
and  June  15  of  each  year.  Each  Series  2016E  Bond  shall  bear  interest  from  the  interest 
payment  date  next  preceding  the  date  of  its  authentication  unless  it  is  authenticated  as  of  a 
day  during  the  period  from  the  Record  Date  next  preceding  any  interest  payment  date  to  the 
interest  payment  date,  inclusive,  in  which  event  it  shall  bear  interest  from  such  interest 
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payment  date,  or  unless  it  is  authenticated  on  or  before  the  first  Record  Date,  in  which  event  it 
shall  bear  interest  from  the  Dated  Date;  provided,  that  if,  at  the  time  of  authentication  of  any 
Series  201 6E  Bond,  interest  is  in  default  on  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds,  such  Series  201 6E 
Bond  shall  bear  interest  from  the  interest  payment  date  to  which  interest  has  previously  been 
paid  or  made  available  for  payment  on  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds  or  from  the  Dated  Date  if  the 
first  interest  payment  is  not  made. 

(d)  Optional  Redemption.  The  Series  201 6E  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  optional 
redemption  prior  to  maturity  as  provided  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  or  the  Bond  Award. 

(e)  Mandatory  Redemption.  The  Series  201 6E  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  mandatory 
redemption  at  par,  by  lot,  in  any  year  in  which  the  purchaser  has  designated  that  the  principal 
amount  payable  with  respect  to  that  year  shall  constitute  a mandatory  sinking  fund  payment 
as  permitted  by  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  Any  Series  201 6E  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory 
redemption  shall  be  designated  as  such  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  or  the  Bond  Award. 

The  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory 
redemption  shall  be  paid  from  the  Series  201 6E  Bond  Account  (as  defined  in  Section  9), 
pursuant  to  Section  9.  In  lieu  of  any  such  mandatory  redemption  for  Series  201 6E  Bonds,  at 
any  time  prior  to  the  selection  of  Series  201 6E  Bonds  for  mandatory  redemption,  the  City  may 
apply  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  201 6E  Bond  Account  to  make  such  payment  to  the 
purchase,  at  public  or  private  sale,  of  Series  2016E  Bonds  subject  to  such  mandatory 
redemption,  and  when  and  at  such  prices  not  in  excess  of  the  principal  amount  thereof 
(including  sales  commission  and  other  charges  but  excluding  accrued  interest),  as  the  City 
may  determine. 

(f)  Selection  of  Series  201 6E  Bonds  for  Redemption.  Whenever  less  than  all  of  the 
outstanding  Series  201 6E  Bonds  are  called  for  redemption  on  any  date,  the  City  Treasurer  will 
select  the  maturities  of  the  Series  2016E  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  in  the  sole  discretion  of  the 
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City  Treasurer.  Whenever  less  than  all  of  the  outstanding  Series  2016E  Bonds  maturing  on 
any  one  date  are  called  for  redemption  on  any  one  date,  the  City  Treasurer  will  select  the 
Series  2016E  Bonds  or  portions  thereof,  in  denominations  of  $5,000  or  any  integral  multiple 
thereof,  to  be  redeemed  from  the  outstanding  Series  201 6E  Bonds  maturing  on  such  date  not 
previously  selected  for  redemption,  by  lot,  in  any  manner  which  the  City  Treasurer  deems  fair. 

(g)  Notice  of  Redemption.  The  date  on  which  Series  201 6E  Bonds  that  are  called 
for  redemption  are  to  be  presented  for  redemption  is  called  the  “Redemption  Date.”  The 
City  Treasurer  shall  mail,  or  cause  to  be  mailed,  notice  of  any  redemption  of  Series  2016E 
Bonds,  postage  prepaid,  to  the  respective  registered  owners  at  the  addresses  appearing 
on  the  bond  registration  books  not  less  than  twenty  (20)  nor  more  than  sixty  (60)  days  prior 
to  the  Redemption  Date.  The  notice  of  redemption  shall  (a)  state  the  Redemption  Date;  (b) 
state  the  redemption  price;  (c)  state  the  maturity  dates  of  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds  to  be 
redeemed  and,  if  less  than  all  of  any  such  maturity  is  called  for  redemption,  the  distinctive 
numbers  of  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds  of  such  maturity  to  be  redeemed,  and  in  the  case  of 
any  Series  201 6E  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  in  part  only,  the  respective  portions  of  the 
principal  amount  to  be  redeemed;  (d)  state  the  CUSIP  number,  if  any,  of  each  Series 
2016E  Bond  to  be  redeemed;  (e)  require  that  such  Series  2016E  Bonds  be  surrendered  by 
the  owners  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent;  and  (f)  give  notice  that 
interest  on  such  Series  2016E  Bonds  or  portions  of  Series  2016E  Bonds  to  be  redeemed 
will  cease  to  accrue  after  the  Redemption  Date.  Notice  of  optional  redemption  may  be 
conditional  upon  receipt  of  funds  or  other  event  specified  in  the  notice  of  redemption  as 
provided  in  subsection  (j)  of  this  Section  8. 

The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Series  201 6E  Bond  of  notice  of  such  redemption 
shall  not  be  a condition  precedent  to  redemption,  and  failure  to  receive  such  notice,  or  any 
defect  in  such  notice  so  mailed,  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  proceedings  for  the 
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redemption  of  such  Series  201 6E  Bonds  or  the  cessation  of  accrual  of  interest  on  such  Series 
201 6E  Bonds  on  the  Redemption  Date. 

Notice  of  redemption  also  shall  be  given,  or  caused  to  be  given  by  the  City  Treasurer, 
by  (i)  registered  or  certified  mail,  postage  prepaid,  (ii)  confirmed  facsimile  transmission, 

(iii)  overnight  delivery  service,  or  (iv)  to  the  extent  acceptable  to  the  intended  recipient,  email 
or  similar  electronic  means,  to  (a)  all  organizations  registered  with  the  Securities  and 
Exchange  Commission  as  securities  depositories  and  (b)  such  other  services  or  organizations 
as  may  be  required  in  accordance  with  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  described  in 
Section  19. 

The  notice  or  notices  required  for  redemption  shall  be  given  by  the  City  Treasurer  or 
any  agent  appointed  by  the  City.  A certificate  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  such  other  appointed 
agent  of  the  City  that  notice  of  redemption  has  been  given  to  the  owner  of  any  Series  2016E 
Bond  to  be  redeemed  in  accordance  with  this  Resolution  shall  be  conclusive  against  all 
parties. 

(h)  Series  2016E  Redemption  Account.  At  the  time  the  City  Treasurer  or  the 
Controller  determines  to  optionally  call  and  redeem  any  of  the  Series  2016E  Bonds,  the  City 
Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent  shall  establish  a redemption  account  to  be  described  or  known 
as  the  “General  Obligation  Bonds,  Series  2016E  Redemption  Account”  (the  “Series  201 6E 
Redemption  Account”),  and  prior  to  or  on  the  Redemption  Date  there  must  be  set  aside  in  the 
Series  201 6E  Redemption  Account  moneys  available  for  the  purpose  and  sufficient  to 
redeem,  as  provided  in  this  Resolution,  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds  designated  in  said  notice  of 
redemption,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  subsection  (j)  of  this  Section.  Said  moneys  must  be 
set  aside  in  the  Series  201 6E  Redemption  Account  solely  for  the  purpose  of,  and  shall  be 
applied  on  or  after  the  Redemption  Date  to,  payment  of  the  redemption  price  of  the  Series 
2016E  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  upon  presentation  and  surrender  of  such  Series  2016E  Bonds. 
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Any  interest  due  on  or  prior  to  the  Redemption  Date  may  be  paid  from  the  Series  201 6E  Bond 
Account  as  provided  in  Section  9 or  from  the  Series  201 6E  Redemption  Account.  Moneys 
held  from  time  to  time  in  the  Series  201 6E  Redemption  Account  shall  be  invested  by  the  City 
Treasurer  pursuant  to  the  City’s  policies  and  guidelines  for  investment  of  moneys  in  the 
General  Fund  of  the  City.  If,  after  all  of  the  Series  2016E  Bonds  have  been  redeemed  and 
canceled  or  paid  and  canceled,  there  are  moneys  remaining  in  the  Series  201 6E  Redemption 
Account,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred  to  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  or  to  such  other 
fund  or  account  as  required  by  applicable  law;  provided,  that  if  said  moneys  are  part  of  the 
proceeds  of  refunding  bonds,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred  pursuant  to  the  resolution 
authorizing  such  refunding  bonds. 

(i)  Effect  of  Redemption.  When  notice  of  optional  redemption  has  been  given 
substantially  as  provided  in  this  Resolution,  and  when  the  amount  necessary  for  the 
redemption  of  the  Series  2016E  Bonds  called  for  redemption  (principal,  premium,  if  any,  and 
accrued  interest  to  such  Redemption  Date)  is  set  aside  for  that  purpose  in  the  Series  201 6E 
Redemption  Account,  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds  designated  for  redemption  shall  become  due 
and  payable  on  the  Redemption  Date,  and  upon  presentation  and  surrender  of  said  Series 
201 6E  Bonds  at  the  place  specified  in  the  notice  of  redemption,  such  Series  201 6E  Bonds 
shall  be  redeemed  and  paid  at  said  redemption  price  out  of  said  Series  201 6E  Redemption 
Account.  No  interest  will  accrue  on  such  Series  2016E  Bonds  called  for  redemption  after  the 
Redemption  Date  and  the  registered  owners  of  such  Series  2016E  Bonds  shall  look  for 
payment  of  such  Series  2016E  Bonds  only  to  the  Series  2016E  Redemption  Account.  All 
Series  201 6E  Bonds  redeemed  shall  be  canceled  immediately  by  the  City  Treasurer  and  shall 
not  be  reissued. 

(j)  Conditional  Notice  of  Redemption;  Rescission  of  Redemption.  Any  notice  of 
optional  redemption  given  as  provided  in  Section  8(g)  may  provide  that  such  redemption  is 
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conditioned  upon:  (i)  deposit  in  the  Series  201 6E  Redemption  Account  of  sufficient  moneys  to 
redeem  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds  called  for  optional  redemption  on  the  anticipated  Redemption 
Date,  or  (ii)  the  occurrence  of  any  other  event  specified  in  the  notice  of  redemption.  If 
conditional  notice  of  redemption  has  been  given  substantially  as  provided  in  this  subsection 
(j),  and  on  the  scheduled  Redemption  Date  (i)  sufficient  moneys  to  redeem  the  Series  201 6E 
Bonds  called  for  optional  redemption  on  the  Redemption  Date  have  not  been  deposited  in  the 
Series  2016E  Redemption  Account,  or  (ii)  any  other  event  specified  in  the  notice  of 
redemption  as  a condition  to  the  redemption  has  not  occurred,  then  (y)  the  Series  201 6E 
Bonds  for  which  conditional  notice  of  redemption  was  given  shall  not  be  redeemed  on  the 
anticipated  Redemption  Date  and  shall  remain  Outstanding  for  all  purposes  of  this  Resolution, 
and  (z)  the  redemption  not  occurring  shall  not  constitute  a default  under  this  Resolution  or  the 
Authorizing  Resolution. 

The  City  may  rescind  any  optional  redemption  and  notice  of  it  for  any  reason  on 
any  date  prior  to  any  Redemption  Date  by  causing  written  notice  of  the  rescission  to  be 
given  to  the  owners  of  all  Series  201 6E  Bonds  so  called  for  redemption.  Notice  of  any 
such  rescission  of  redemption  shall  be  given  in  the  same  manner  notice  of  redemption 
was  originally  given.  The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Series  2016E  Bond  of  notice 
of  such  rescission  shall  not  be  a condition  precedent  to  rescission,  and  failure  to  receive 
such  notice  or  any  defect  in  such  notice  so  mailed  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the 
rescission. 

Section  9.  Series  201 6E  Bond  Account.  There  is  established  with  the  City  Treasurer  a 
special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Road  Repaving  and  Street  Safety 
Bonds,  2011)  Bond  Account  (the  “Bond  Account”)  created  pursuant  to  the  Authorizing 
Resolution  to  be  designated  the  “General  Obligation  Bonds,  Series  2016E  Bond  Subaccount” 
(the  “Series  201 6E  Bond  Account”),  to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  accounts  of 
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the  City.  All  interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  201 6E  Bond  Account  shall  be 
retained  in  the  Series  201 6E  Bond  Account. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  payment  of  principal  of  or  interest  on  the  Series 
201 6E  Bonds  is  due,  including  any  Series  201 6E  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  on 
said  date,  the  City  Treasurer  shall  allocate  to  and  deposit  in  the  Series  201 6E  Bond  Account, 
from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Account,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any  available 
moneys  contained  in  the  Series  201 6E  Bond  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay  principal  of  and 
interest  on  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds  on  such  date. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  Series  201 6E  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  at  the 
option  of  the  City  pursuant  to  this  Resolution,  the  City  Treasurer  may  allocate  to  and  deposit  in 
ttie  Series  2016E  Redemption  Account,  from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Account  pursuant  to 
Section  8 of  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any  available 
moneys  contained  in  the  Series  201 6E  Redemption  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay  principal, 
interest  and  premium,  if  any,  with  respect  to  such  Series  201 6E  Bonds  on  such  date.  The  City 
Treasurer  may  make  such  other  provision  for  the  payment  of  principal  of  and  interest  and  any 
redemption  premium  on  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds  as  is  necessary  or  convenient  to  permit  the 
optional  redemption  of  the  Series  2016E  Bonds. 

Amounts  in  the  Series  201 6E  Bond  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of  the 
City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer  may  (i) 
commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  201 6E  Bond  Account  with  other  City  moneys 
or  (ii)  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  2016E  Bond  Account  into  a separate  fund  or 
funds  for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  2016E 
Bond  Account  shall  be  accounted  for  separately  notwithstanding  any  such  commingling  or 
separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer. 
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Section  10.  Series  201 6E  Project  Account.  There  is  established  with  the  City  Treasurer 
a special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Road  Repaving  and  Street  Safety 
Bonds,  2011)  Project  Account  (the  “Project  Account”)  created  pursuant  to  the  Authorizing 
Resolution  to  be  designated  the  “General  Obligation  Bonds,  Series  2016E  Project 
Subaccount”  (the  “Series  201 6E  Project  Accounf),  to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from  all 
other  accounts  of  the  City.  All  interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  201 6E 
Project  Account  shall  be  retained  in  the  Series  2016E  Project  Account.  Amounts  in  the  Series 
201 6E  Project  Account  shall  be  expended  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Authorizing 
Resolution  for  the  acquisition,  construction  or  reconstruction  of  the  Project  (as  defined  in  the 
Authorizing  Resolution). 

Amounts  in  the  Series  201 6E  Project  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of  the 
City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer  may 
(i)  commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  201 6E  Project  Account  with  other  City 
moneys  or  (ii)  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  201 6E  Project  Account  into  a separate 
fund  or  funds  for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series 
2016E  Project  Account  (including  interest  earnings)  shall  be  accounted  for  separately 
notwithstanding  any  such  comingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  authorized  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  proceeds  of  the 
Series  201 6E  Bonds,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  the  costs  of  issuance  associated  with  the  Series 
201 6E  Bonds.  Costs  of  issuance  of  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds  shall  include,  without  limitation, 
bond  and  financial  printing  expenses,  mailing  and  publication  expenses,  rating  agency  fees, 
the  fees  and  expenses  of  paying  agents,  registrars,  financial  consultants,  disclosure  counsel 
and  co-bond  counsel,  and  the  reimbursement  of  departmental  expenses  in  connection  with 
the  issuance  of  the  Series  2016E  Bonds. 
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Section  1 1 . Appointment  of  Depositories  and  Other  Agents.  The  City  Treasurer  is 
authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  depositories  as  he  or  she  may  deem  desirable 
and  the  procedures  set  forth  in  Section  6,  Section  7 and  Section  8 relating  to  registration  of 
ownership  of  the  Series  2016E  Bonds  and  payments  and  redemption  notices  to  owners  of  the 
Series  201 6E  Bonds  may  be  modified  to  comply  with  the  policies  and  procedures  of  such 
depository.  The  City  will  not  have  any  responsibility  or  obligation  to  any  purchaser  of  a 
beneficial  ownership  interest  in  any  Series  201 6E  Bonds  or  to  any  participants  in  such  a 
depository  with  respect  to  (i)  the  accuracy  of  any  records  maintained  by  such  securities 
depository  or  any  participant  therein;  (ii)  any  notice  that  is  permitted  or  required  to  be  given  to 
the  owners  of  Series  2016E  Bonds  under  this  Resolution;  (iii)  the  selection  by  such  securities 
depository  or  any  participant  therein  of  any  person  to  receive  payment  in  the  event  of  a partial 
redemption  of  Series  201 6E  Bonds;  (iv)  the  payment  by  such  securities  depository  or  any 
participant  therein  of  any  amount  with  respect  to  the  principal  or  redemption  premium,  if  any, 
or  interest  due  with  respect  to  Series  201 6E  Bonds;  (v)  any  consent  given  or  other  action 
taken  by  such  securities  depository  as  the  owner  of  Series  2016E  Bonds;  or  (vi)  any  other 
matter. 

The  Depository  Trust  Company  ("DTC”)  is  appointed  as  depository  for  the  Series 
2016E  Bonds.  The  Series  2016E  Bonds  shall  be  initially  issued  in  book-entry  form.  Upon 
initial  issuance,  the  ownership  of  each  Series  201 6E  Bond  shall  be  registered  in  the  bond 
register  in  the  name  of  Cede  & Co.,  as  nominee  of  DTC.  So  long  as  each  Series  201 6E  Bond 
is  registered  in  book-entry  form,  each  Series  201 6E  Bond  shall  be  registered  in  the  name  of 
Cede  & Co.  or  in  the  name  of  such  successor  nominee  as  may  be  designated  from  time  to 
time  by  DTC  or  any  successor  as  depository. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  also  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  agents  as  he 
or  she  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable.  To  the  extent  permitted  by  applicable  law  and  under 
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the  supervision  of  the  City  Treasurer,  such  agents  may  serve  as  paying  agent,  fiscal  agent, 
rebate  calculation  agent,  escrow  agent  or  registrar  for  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds  or  may  assist 
the  City  Treasurer  in  performing  any  or  all  of  such  functions  and  such  other  duties  as  the  City 
Treasurer  shall  determine.  Such  agents  shall  serve  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the 
City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  The  City  Treasurer  may  remove  or  replace  agents  appointed 
pursuant  to  this  paragraph  at  any  time. 

Section  12.  Defeasance  Provisions.  Payment  of  all  or  any  portion  of  the  Series  201 6E 
Bonds  may  be  provided  for  prior  to  such  Series  201 6E  Bonds’  respective  stated  maturities  by 
irrevocably  depositing  with  the  City  Treasurer  (or  any  commercial  bank  or  trust  company 
designated  by  the  City  Treasurer  to  act  as  escrow  agent  with  respect  thereto): 

(a)  An  amount  of  cash  equal  to  the  principal  amount  of  all  of  such  Series  201 6E 
Bonds  or  a portion  thereof,  and  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  maturity,  except  that  in  the  case 
of  Series  201 6E  Bonds  which  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  such  Series  201 6E  Bonds’ 
respective  stated  maturities  and  in  respect  of  which  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  have  been 
given  as  provided  in  Section  8 hereof  or  an  irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice  shall  have 
been  made  by  the  City,  the  amount  to  be  deposited  shall  be  the  principal  amount  thereof,  all 
unpaid  interest  thereon  to  the  redemption  date,  and  any  premium  due  on  such  redemption 
date;  or 

(b)  Defeasance  Securities  (as  herein  defined)  not  subject  to  call,  except  as  provided 
below  in  the  definition  of  that  term,  maturing  and  paying  interest  at  such  times  and  in  such 
amounts;  together  with  interest  earnings  and  cash,  if  required,  as  will,  without  reinvestment, 
as  certified  by  an  independent  certified  public  accountant,  be  fully  sufficient  to  pay  the 
principal  and  all  unpaid  interest  to  maturity,  or  to  the  redemption  date,  as  the  case  may  be, 
and  any  premium  due  on  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds  to  be  paid  or  redeemed,  as  such  principal 
and  interest  come  due;  provided,  that,  in  the  case  of  the  Series  2016E  Bonds  which  are  to  be 
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redeemed  prior  to  maturity,  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  be  given  as  provided  in  Section  8 
hereof  or  an  irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice  shall  have  been  made  by  the  City;  then, 
all  obligations  of  the  City  with  respect  to  said  outstanding  Series  201 6E  Bonds  shall  cease 
and  terminate,  except  only  the  obligation  of  the  City  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  funds 
deposited  pursuant  to  paragraphs  (a)  or  (b)  of  this  Section  12,  to  the  owners  of  said  Series 
2016E  Bonds  all  sums  due  with  respect  thereto;  provided,  that  the  City  shall  have  received  an 
opinion  of  nationally  recognized  bond  counsel,  that  provision  for  the  payment  of  said  Series 
201 6E  Bonds  has  been  made  in  accordance  with  this  Section  12. 

For  purpose  of  this  Section  12,  “Defeasance  Securities”  shall  mean  any  of  the  following 
which  at  the  time  are  legal  investments  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  for  the 
moneys  proposed  to  be  invested  therein: 

(1)  United  States  Obligations  (as  defined  below);  and 

(2)  Pre-refunded  fixed  interest  rate  municipal  obligations  meeting  the  following 
conditions:  (a)  the  municipal  obligations  are  not  subject  to  redemption  prior  to  maturity,  or  the 
trustee  has  been  given  irrevocable  instructions  concerning  their  calling  and  redemption  and 
the  issuer  has  covenanted  not  to  redeem  such  obligations  other  than  as  set  forth  in  such 
instructions;  (b)  the  municipal  obligations  are  secured  by  cash  and/or  United  States 
Obligations;  (c)  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  United  States  Obligations  (plus  any  cash  in 
the  escrow  fund  or  the  redemption  account)  are  sufficient  to  meet  the  liabilities  of  the 
municipal  obligations;  (d)  the  United  States  Obligations  serving  as  security  for  the  municipal 
obligations  are  held  by  an  escrow  agent  or  trustee;  (e)  the  United  States  Obligations  are  not 
available  to  satisfy  any  other  claims,  including  those  against  the  trustee  or  escrow  agent;  and 
(f)  the  municipal  obligations  are  rated  (without  regard  to  any  numerical  modifier,  plus  or  minus 
sign  or  other  modifier),  at  the  time  of  original  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund,  by  any  two  of  the 
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three  Rating  Agencies  (as  defined  herein)  not  lower  than  the  rating  then  maintained  by  such 
Rating  Agency  on  such  United  States  Obligations. 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  “United  States  Obligations”  shall  mean  (i)  direct  and 
general  obligations  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  obligations  that  are  unconditionally 
guaranteed  as  to  principal  and  interest  by  the  United  States  of  America,  including  without 
limitation,  the  interest  component  of  Resolution  Funding  Corporation  (REFCORP)  bonds 
which  have  been  stripped  by  request  to  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  New  York  in  book-entry 
form  or  (ii)  any  security  issued  by  an  agency  or  instrumentality  of  the  United  States  of  America 
which  is  selected  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  that  results  in  the  escrow  fund  being  rated 
by  any  two  of  the  three  Rating  Agencies  (as  defined  herein),  at  the  time  of  the  initial  deposit  to 
the  escrow  fund  and  upon  any  substitution  or  subsequent  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund,  no  lower 
than  the  rating  then  maintained  by  such  Rating  Agencies  on  United  States  Obligations 
described  in  (i)  herein. 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  “Rating  Agencies”  shall  mean  Moody’s  Investors 
Service  Inc.  (“Moody’s”),  Fitch  Ratings  (“Fitch”),  and  Standard  and  Poor’s  Financial  Services 
LLC,  a part  of  McGraw-Hill  Financial  (“S&P”),  or  any  other  nationally-recognized  bond  rating 
agency  which  is  the  successor  to  any  of  the  foregoing  rating  agencies  or  that  is  otherwise 
established  after  the  date  hereof. 

Section  13.  Official  Notice  of  Sale:  Receipt  of  Bids:  Bond  Award. 

(a)  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  The  form  of  proposed  Official  Notice  of  Sale  inviting  bids 
for  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds  (the  “Official  Notice  of  Sale”)  submitted  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  is  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  inviting  bids  for  the  Series 
201 6E  Bonds,  with  such  changes,  additions  and  modifications  as  may  be  made  in  accordance 
with  Section  20.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be 
mailed  or  otherwise  circulated  to  prospective  bidders  for  the  Series  2016E  Bonds  copies  of  the 
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Official  Notice  of  Sale,  subject  to  such  corrections,  revisions  or  additions  as  may  be  acceptable 
to  the  Director  of  Public  Finance. 

(b)  Receipt  of  Bids.  Bids  shall  be  received  on  the  date  designated  by  the  Director  of 
Public  Finance  pursuant  to  Section  4. 

(c)  Bond  Award.  As  provided  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale,  the  City  may  reject  any 
and  all  bids  received  for  any  reason.  The  Controller  is  authorized  to  award  the  Series  201 6E 
Bonds  to  the  responsible  bidder  whose  bid  (a)  is  timely  received  and  conforms  to  the  Official 
Notice  of  Sale,  except  to  the  extent  informalities  and  irregularities  are  waived  by  the  City  as 
permitted  by  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale,  and  (b)  represents  the  lowest  true  interest  cost  to  the 
City  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  described  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  The  award,  if 
made,  shall  be  set  forth  in  a certificate  signed  by  the  Controller  setting  forth  the  terms  of  the 
Series  2016E  Bonds  and  the  original  purchasers  (the  “Bond  Award”).  The  Controller  shall 
provide  a copy  of  the  Bond  Award  as  soon  as  practicable  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  the  Director  of  Public  Finance;  provided,  that  failure  to  provide  such  copy 
shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  Bond  Award. 

Section  14.  Publication  of  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds.  The  form  of  proposed 
Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds  (the  “Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds”) 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Notice  of  Intention  to 
Sell  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds,  and  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  authorized  and  directed  to 
cause  the  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds,  subject  to  such  corrections,  revisions  or  additions 
as  may  be  made  in  accordance  with  Section  20,  to  be  published  once  in  The  Bond  Buyer  or 
another  financial  publication  generally  circulated  throughout  the  State  of  California. 

Section  15.  Sale  of  Series  201 6E  Bonds:  Solicitation  of  Competitive  Bids.  The  Board  of 
Supervisors  authorizes  the  sale  of  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds  by  solicitation  of  competitive  bids 
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for  the  purchase  of  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds  on  the  date  and  at  the  place  determined  in 
accordance  with  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  and  Section  4. 

Section  16.  Disposition  of  Proceeds  of  Sale.  The  proceeds  of  sale  of  the  Series  201 6E 
Bonds  shall  be  applied  by  the  City  Treasurer  as  follows:  (a)  accrued  interest,  if  any,  shall  be 
deposited  into  the  Series  201 6E  Bond  Account;  (b)  premium,  if  any,  shall  be  deposited  into 
the  Series  2016E  Bond  Account;  and  (iii)  remaining  proceeds  of  sale  shall  be  deposited  into 
the  Series  2016E  Project  Account. 

Section  17.  Official  Statement.  The  form  of  proposed  Preliminary  Official  Statement 
describing  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds  (the  “Preliminary  Official  Statement”)  submitted  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  is  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement 
describing  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds,  with  such  additions,  corrections  and  revisions  as  may 
be  determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable  made  in  accordance  with  Section  20.  The 
Controller  is  authorized  to  cause  the  distribution  of  a Preliminary  Official  Statement 
deemed  final  for  purposes  of  Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  Rule  15c2-12 
promulgated  under  the  Securities  Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended  (the  “Rule”),  and  to 
sign  a certificate  to  that  effect.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  authorized  and  directed 
to  cause  to  be  printed  and  mailed  or  electronically  distributed  to  prospective  bidders  for 
the  Series  201 6E  Bonds  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  in  substantially  the  form  of  the 
Preliminary  Official  Statement  approved  and  adopted  by  this  Resolution,  as  completed, 
supplemented,  corrected  or  revised.  The  Controller  is  authorized  and  directed  to  approve, 
execute,  and  deliver  the  final  Official  Statement  with  respect  to  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds, 
which  final  Official  Statement  shall  be  in  the  form  of  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement, 
with  such  additions,  corrections  and  revisions  as  may  be  determined  to  be  necessary  or 
desirable  made  in  accordance  with  Section  20  and  as  are  permitted  under  the  Rule.  The 
Director  of  Public  Finance  is  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be  printed  and  mailed  or 
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electronically  distributed  the  final  Official  Statement  to  all  actual  initial  purchasers  of  the 
Series  201 6E  Bonds. 

Section  18.  Tax  Covenants. 

(a)  General.  The  City  covenants  with  the  holders  of  the  Series  2016E  Bonds  that, 
notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  Resolution,  it  shall  not  take  any  action,  or  fail  to 
take  any  action,  if  any  such  action  or  failure  to  take  action  would  adversely  affect  the  exclusion 
from  gross  income  of  interest  on  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds  under  Section  103  of  the  Code,  and 
the  regulations  issued  thereunder,  as  the  same  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time,  and  any 
successor  provisions  of  law.  Reference  to  a particular  section  of  the  Code  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  a reference  to  any  successor  to  any  such  section.  The  City  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly, 
use  or  permit  the  use  of  proceeds  of  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds  or  any  of  the  property  financed 
or  refinanced  with  proceeds  of  the  Series  2016E  Bonds,  or  any  portion  thereof,  by  any  person 
other  than  a governmental  unit  (as  such  term  is  used  in  Section  141  of  the  Code),  in  such 
manner  or  to  such  extent  as  would  result  in  the  loss  of  exclusion  of  interest  on  the  Series 

201 6E  Bonds  from  gross  income  for  federal  income  tax  purposes. 

(b)  Use  of  Proceeds.  The  City  shall  not  take  any  action,  or  fail  to  take  any  action,  if 
any  such  action  or  failure  to  take  action  would  cause  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds  to  be  “private 
activity  bonds”  within  the  meaning  of  Section  141  of  the  Code,  and  in  furtherance  thereof, 
shall  not  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  2016E  Bonds  or  any  of  the  property 
financed  or  refinanced  with  proceeds  of  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds,  or  any  portion  thereof,  or 
any  other  funds  of  the  City,  that  would  cause  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds  to  be  “private  activity 
bonds”  within  the  meaning  of  Section  141  of  the  Code.  To  that  end,  so  long  as  any  Series 
2016E  Bonds  are  outstanding,  the  City,  with  respect  to  such  proceeds  and  property  and  such 
other  funds,  will  comply  with  applicable  requirements  of  the  Code  and  all  regulations  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  the  Treasury  issued  thereunder,  to  the  extent  such  requirements 
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are,  at  the  time,  applicable  and  in  effect.  The  City  shall  establish  reasonable  procedures 
necessary  to  ensure  continued  compliance  with  Section  141  of  the  Code  and  the  continued 
qualification  of  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds  as  “governmental  bonds.” 

(c)  Arbitrage.  The  City  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  use  or  permit  the  use  of  any 
proceeds  of  the  Series  2016E  Bonds,  or  of  any  property  financed  or  refinanced  by  the  Series 
201 6E  Bonds,  or  other  funds  of  the  City,  or  take  or  omit  to  take  any  action,  that  would  cause 
the  Series  201 6E  Bonds  to  be  “arbitrage  bonds”  within  the  meaning  of  Section  148  of  the 
Code.  To  that  end,  the  City  shall  comply  with  all  requirements  of  Section  148  of  the  Code  and 
all  regulations  of  the  United  States  Department  of  the  Treasury  issued  thereunder  to  the 
extent  such  requirements  are,  at  the  time,  in  effect  and  applicable  to  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds. 

(d)  Federal  Guarantee.  The  City  shall  not  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
Series  201 6E  Bonds  or  any  other  funds  of  the  City,  or  take  or  omit  to  take  any  other  action, 
that  would  cause  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds  to  be  “federally  guaranteed”  within  the  meaning  of 
Section  149(b)  of  the  Code. 

(e)  Information  Reporting.  The  City  shall  take  or  cause  to  be  taken  all  necessary 
action  to  comply  with  the  information  reporting  requirement  of  Section  149(e)  of  the  Code  with 
respect  to  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds. 

(f)  Hedge  Bonds.  The  City  shall  not  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Series 
201 6E  Bonds  or  any  other  amounts  or  property,  regardless  of  the  source,  or  take  any  action 
or  refrain  from  taking  any  action  that  would  cause  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds  to  be  considered 
“hedge  bonds”  within  the  meaning  of  Section  149(g)  of  the  Code  unless  the  City  takes  all 
necessary  action  to  assure  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  149(g)  of  the  Code. 

(g)  Compliance  with  Tax  Certificate.  In  furtherance  of  the  foregoing  tax  covenants 
of  this  Section  18,  the  City  covenants  that  it  will  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Tax 
Certificate  to  be  executed  by  the  City  with  respect  to  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds,  dated  the  date 
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of  issuance  of  the  Series  2016E  Bonds,  as  such  Tax  Certificate  may  be  amended  from  time  to 
time.  This  covenant  shall  survive  payment  in  full  or  defeasance  of  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds. 

Section  19.  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate.  The  form  of  Continuing  Disclosure 
Certificate  (the  ‘‘Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate”),  to  be  signed  by  the  City  to  permit  the 
original  purchasers  of  the  Series  2016E  Bonds  to  comply  with  the  Rule,  submitted  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  is  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate,  with 
such  additions,  corrections  and  revisions  as  may  be  determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable 
made  in  accordance  with  Section  20.  The  Controller  is  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  the 
Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  deliver  the  Continuing  Disclosure 
Certificate  to  the  original  purchasers  of  the  Series  2016E  Bonds. 

Section  20.  Modification  to  Documents.  Any  City  official  authorized  by  this  Resolution  to 
execute  any  document  is  further  authorized,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney  and  co-bond 
counsel,  to  approve  and  make  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  to  the 
document  or  documents  such  official  is  authorized  to  execute  as  may  be  necessary  or 
advisable  (provided,  that  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  shall  not 
authorize  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  Series  2016E  Bonds  in  excess  of  $44,145,000  or 
conflict  with  the  provisions  of  Section  4).  The  approval  of  any  change,  addition,  amendment  or 
modification  to  any  of  the  aforementioned  documents  shall  be  evidenced  conclusively  by  the 
execution  and  delivery  of  the  document  in  question. 

Section  21 . Ratification.  All  actions  previously  taken  by  officials,  employees  and  agents 
of  the  City  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds,  consistent  with 
any  documents  presented  and  this  Resolution,  are  approved,  confirmed  and  ratified. 

Section  22.  Relationship  to  Authorizing  Resolution.  In  the  event  of  any  conflict  between 
this  Resolution  and  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  the  terms  of  this  Resolution  shall  control. 
Without  limiting  the  foregoing  and  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  Authorizing 
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Resolution,  the  City  is  not  obligated  to  transfer  money  from  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  to  the 
Bond  Account  to  pay  the  principal  of  or  interest  on  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds. 

Section  23.  Reimbursement.  The  City  declares  its  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior 
expenditures  of  the  City  incurred  prior  to  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds  in 
connection  with  the  Project  or  portions  thereof  to  be  financed  by  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds.  The 
Board  of  Supervisors  declares  the  City’s  intent  to  reimburse  the  City  with  the  proceeds  of  the 
Series  201 6E  Bonds  for  the  expenditures  with  respect  to  the  Project  (the  “Expenditures”  and 
each,  an  “Expenditure”)  made  on  and  after  that  date  that  is  no  more  than  60  days  prior  to 
adoption  of  this  Resolution.  The  City  reasonably  expects  on  the  date  of  adoption  of  this 
Resolution  that  it  will  reimburse  the  Expenditures  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  201 6E 
Bonds. 

Each  Expenditure  was  and  will  be  either  (a)  of  a type  properly  chargeable  to  a 
capital  account  under  general  federal  income  tax  principles  (determined  in  each  case  as  of 
the  date  of  the  Expenditure),  (b)  a cost  of  issuance  with  respect  to  the  Series  2016E  Bonds, 

(c)  a nonrecurring  item  that  is  not  customarily  payable  from  current  revenues,  or  (d)  a grant 
to  a party  that  is  not  related  to  or  an  agent  of  the  City  so  long  as  such  grant  does  not 
impose  any  obligation  or  condition  (directly  or  indirectly)  to  repay  any  amount  to  or  for  the 
benefit  of  the  City.  The  maximum  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Series  2016E  Bonds 
expected  to  be  issued  for  the  Project  is  $44,145,000.  The  City  shall  make  a reimbursement 
allocation,  which  is  a written  allocation  by  the  City  that  evidences  the  City’s  use  of  proceeds 
of  the  Series  2016E  Bonds  to  reimburse  an  Expenditure,  no  later  than  18  months  after  the 
later  of  the  date  on  which  the  Expenditure  is  paid  or  the  Project  is  placed  in  service  or 
abandoned,  but  in  no  event  more  than  three  years  after  the  date  on  which  the  Expenditure 
is  paid.  The  City  recognizes  that  exceptions  are  available  for  certain  “preliminary 
expenditures,”  costs  of  issuance,  certain  de  minimis  amounts,  expenditures  by  “small 
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issuers”  (based  on  the  year  of  issuance  and  not  the  year  of  expenditure)  and  expenditures 
for  construction  projects  of  at  least  5 years. 

Section  24.  Accountability  Reports.  The  Series  201 6E  Bonds  are  subject  to 
accountability  requirements  under  the  City’s  Administrative  Code  and  the  Bond  Ordinance. 

The  accountability  report  with  respect  to  the  Series  201 6E  Bonds  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Section  25.  Citizens'  Oversight  Committee.  The  Series  201 6E  Bonds  are  subject  to, 
and  incorporate  by  reference,  the  applicable  provisions  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative 
Code  Sections  5.30-5.36  (the  “Citizens’  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight  Committee’’),  and, 
to  the  extent  permitted  by  law,  one  tenth  of  one  percent  (0.1%)  of  the  gross  proceeds  of  the 
Series  201 6E  Bonds  shall  be  deposited  into  a fund  established  by  the  Controller’s  Office  and 
appropriated  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  at  the  direction  of  the  Citizens’  General  Obligation 
Bond  Oversight  Committee  to  cover  the  costs  of  such  committee. 

Section  26.  CEQA  Determination.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  reaffirms  and 
incorporates  by  reference  the  CEQA  findings  and  determinations  set  forth  in  Ordinance 
148-1 1 as  if  set  forth  in  full  herein.  The  use  of  bond  proceeds  to  finance  any  identified  project 
or  portion  of  any  identified  project  will  be  subject,  as  necessary,  to  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  upon  completion  of  planning  and  any  further  required  environmental  review  under 
CEQA  for  the  individual  facilities  and  projects. 

Section  27.  General  Authority.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Mayor,  the 
City  Treasurer,  the  Director  of  Public  Finance,  the  City  Attorney  and  the  Controller  are  each 
authorized  and  directed  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City  to  take  any  and  all  steps  and  to 
issue,  deliver  or  enter  into  any  and  all  certificates,  requisitions,  agreements,  notices, 
consents,  and  other  documents  as  may  be  necessary  to  give  effect  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Resolution,  including  but  not  limited  to  letters  of  representations  to  any  depository  or 
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depositories,  which  they  or  any  of  them  might  deem  necessary  or  appropriate  in  order  to 
consummate  the  lawful  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Series  2016E  Bonds.  Any  such 
actions  are  solely  intended  to  further  the  purposes  of  this  Resolution,  and  are  subject  in  all 
respects  to  the  terms  of  this  Resolution.  No  such  actions  shall  increase  the  risk  to  the  City  or 
require  the  City  to  spend  any  resources  not  otherwise  granted  herein.  Final  versions  of  any 
such  documents  shall  be  provided  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  inclusion  in  the 
official  file  within  30  days  (or  as  soon  thereafter  as  final  documents  are  available)  of  execution 
by  all  parties.

Resolution  amending  the  City’s  ten-year  capital  expenditure  plan  for  FYs  2016-2025  to 
provide  for  the  financing  of  an  Animal  Care  and  Control  Shelter  with  the  execution  and 
delivery  of  Certificates  of  Participation  or  other  forms  of  indebtedness,  in  accordance 
with  Capital  Plan’s  General  Fund  Debt  Program. 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  (the  “Board”)  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  (the  “City”)  adopted  Ordinance  No.  216-05  (the  “Capital  Planning  Ordinance”) 
amending  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  Sections  3.20  and  3.21,  to  authorize  the 
formation  of  a Capital  Planning  Committee  (the  “Committee”)  and  the  biennial  preparation  and 
adoption  of  a ten-year  capital  expenditure  plan  for  the  City,  including  an  assessment  of  the 
City’s  capital  infrastructure  needs,  investments  required  to  meet  the  needs  identified  through 
this  assessment,  and  a plan  of  finance  to  fund  these  investments;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Capital  Planning  Ordinance  requires  that  the  ten-year  capital 
expenditure  plan  include  all  major  planned  investments  to  maintain,  repair,  and  improve  the 
condition  of  the  City’s  capital  assets,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  City  streets,  sidewalks, 
parks  and  rights-of-way;  public  transit  infrastructure;  airport  and  port;  water,  sewer,  and  power 
utilities;  and  all  City-owned  facilities;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Capital  Planning  Ordinance  further  requires  that  the  ten-year  capital 
expenditure  plan  include  a plan  of  finance  for  all  recommended  investments,  including  the 
proposed  uses  of  general  and  enterprise  funds  to  be  spent  to  meet  these  requirements;  and 
the  use  and  timing  of  long-term  debt  to  fund  planned  capital  expenditures,  including  general 
obligation  bond  measures;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Capital  Ordinance  establishes  March  1 as  the  target  date  for  the  City 
Administrator’s  submission  of  the  annual  ten  year  Capital  Plan  to  the  Mayor  of  the  City  and 
the  Board,  and  calls  for  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  to  review,  update,  amend  and  adopt  the  ten 
year  capital  plan  by  May  1 of  each  odd  numbered  year;  and 

WHEREAS,  At  the  March  2,  2015,  meeting  the  Committee  unanimously  adopted  the 
ten-year  Capital  Plan  for  FYs  2016-2025  and  approved  it  for  submission  to  the  Mayor  and  the 
Board  for  its  consideration  (as  so  adopted,  the  "Capital  Plan”);  and 

WHEREAS,  In  Resolution  No.  144-15  (the  “Resolution”)  the  Board  approved  the 
Capital  Plan  on  April  21, 2015;  and 

Whereas,  The  current  Animal  Care  and  Control  Shelter  (the  “Old  Animal  Control 
Shelter”)  located  at  1200  15th  Street  provides  critical  and  unique  services  in  San  Francisco 
which  include  sheltering  thousands  of  animals  each  year;  facilitating  the  adoption  of  animals; 
enforcing  local  and  state  laws  pertaining  to  animal  welfare;  providing  animal  care  and 
veterinary  services  such  as  health  screenings,  vaccinations  and  microchippings;  protecting 
the  public  from  dangerous  animals;  licensing  dogs,  service  animals  and  commercial  dog 
walkers;  and  safeguarding  animals  for  individuals  displaced  after  a natural  disaster  or 
unforeseen  event;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Old  Animal  Control  Shelter  was  constructed  in  1931  and  does  not 
meet  current  health  standards  for  animal  care,  and  based  on  evaluations  conducted  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  in  2013  is  particularly  vulnerable  and  would  likely  become 
inoperable  after  a major  earthquake;  and 

WHEREAS,  A new  Animal  Care  and  Control  Shelter  will  provide  a modern  and 
seismically  safe  building  for  animal  care  services,  including  the  safeguarding  of  animals  for 
displaced  Individuals  following  a major  earthquake  to  prevent  the  control  of  disease 
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WHEREAS,  A new  Animal  Control  Facility  would  likely  remain  operable  or  sustain  less 
damage  after  a major  earthquake,  and  thus  continue  to  provide  animal  control  services  in  the 
City;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  previously  approved  Capital  Plan  included  financing  through  a 
proposed  general  obligation  bond  to  support  a new  Animal  Care  and  Control  Shelter  at  an 
estimated  construction  cost  of  $54,000,000;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  proposed  general  obligation  bond  was  amended  to  delete  funding  for 
the  Animal  Control  Shelter  with  general  obligation  bonds,  and  recommended  that  such  facility 
be  financed  through  the  execution  and  delivery  of  Certificates  of  Participation;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Planning  Department  determined 
that  an  Animal  Care  and  Control  Shelter  at  1419  Bryant  Street  is  consistent  with  the  Eastern 
Neighborhoods  Rezoning  and  Area  Plans  and  is  therefore  exempt  from  further  environmental 
review  pursuant  to  CEQA;  and 

WHEREAS,  It  is  expected  that  legislation  will  be  presented  to  the  Board  on  April  2016 
appropriating  funds  for  the  Animal  Care  and  Control  Shelter  and  placing  those  funds  on 
Controller’s  Reserve  pending  the  authorization  and  sale  of  the  Certificates  of  Participation; 
and 

WHEREAS,  In  order  to  provide  for  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Certificates  of 
Participation  it  is  necessary  for  the  Board  to  amend  the  Capital  Plan;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  proposed  Amended  Capital  Plan  and  the  City  Administrator’s 
transmittal  letter  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  File  No.  160120,  which

Transportation  Agency  and  AutoReturn  for  a portion  of  the  premises  at  2650  Bayshore 
Boulevard  in  Daly  City  for  use  as  the  long-term  vehicle  storage  and  auction  facility  for  a 
term  of  five  years,  with  the  option  to  extend  for  five  additional  years. 

WHEREAS,  The  City  has  contracted  out  for  services  related  to  the  towing,  storage, 
release  and  disposal  of  illegally-parked  and  abandoned  vehicles  since  1987;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City,  through  its  Municipal  Transportation  Agency,  is  responsible  for 
effectively  controlling  and  removing  illegally  parked  and  abandoned  vehicles  to  maximize  on- 
street parking,  manage  traffic  congestion,  respond  to  blocked  driveway  requests,  and 
maintain  clean,  safe,  and  functional  streets  for  the  public’s  use;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  current  towing  agreement  expires  on  March  31,  2016;  and 
WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Municipal  Transit  Agency  (“SFMTA”)  conducted  a

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agency  software;  and,  these  improvements  have  enabled  the  SFMTA  to  redirect  enforcement

WHEREAS,  AutoReturn  currently  manages  two  facilities  in  support  of  the  current 
towing  agreement,  a facility  it  leases  at  450  7th  Street  in  San  Francisco  that  serves  as  the 
short-term  vehicle  storage  facility  and  the  customer  service  center,  and  a facility  at  2650 
Bayshore  Boulevard  in  Daly  City  that  the  SFMTA  leases  for  use,  in  part,  as  a long-term

WHEREAS,  AutoReturn  currently  occupies  the  Bayshore  facility  pursuant  to  a license 
agreement  with  the  SFMTA;  and

(“the  Proposed  Towing  Agreement”)  AutoReturn  must  enter  into  a Revocable  License  to  Enter 
and  Use  Property  for  the  Bayshore  facility  (“the  Bayshore  License”)  for  a term  of  five  years 
with  the  option  to  extend  for  five  additional  years;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  business  model  under  the  existing  towing  agreement  is  dependent  on 
tow  volume  which  decreased  from  approximately  71 ,000  tows  in  2005  to  approximately

one  or  more  loans  (collectively,  the  “Loan”)  to  the  California  College  of  the  Arts  or  any  affiliate 
or  related  entity  thereof,  including  but  not  limited  to  CCA  MTM,  or  successor  thereto  (the 
“Corporation”),  pursuant  to  a plan  of  financing  for  various  capital  facilities  as  more  fully 
described  below;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  “City”)  is  a member  of  the 
Authority  and  has  entered  into  that  certain  Amended  and  Restated  Joint  Exercise  of  Powers 
Agreement  relating  to  the  Authority,  dated  as  of  June  1,  1988  (the  “Agreement”)  among 
certain  local  agencies,  including  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Corporation  expects  to  use  the  proceeds  of  the  Loan  for  the  following 
purposes:  (1)  pay  and/or  reimburse  the  Corporation  for  miscellaneous  capital  expenditures 
related  to  the  construction,  development,  improvement,  equipping,  long-term  lease  and 
acquisition  of  that  certain  property  located  at  150  Hooper  Street,  San  Francisco,  California;  (2) 
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finance  or  refinance  the  construction,  acquisition,  improvement,  capital  maintenance, 
equipment  acquisition  and  other  related  capital  expenditures  at  the  Corporation’s  facilities 
located  at  1111  Eighth  Street,  San  Francisco,  California;  450  Irwin  Street,  San  Francisco, 
California;  480  Irwin  Street,  San  Francisco,  California;  1100  7th  Street,  San  Francisco, 
California;  and  80  Carolina  Street,  San  Francisco,  California;  and  (3)  pay  various  costs  of 
issuance  and  other  related  costs  (collectively,  the  '‘Project’’);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  issuance  of  the  Obligation  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  and 
execution  by  the  Authority  of  all  financing  documents  relating  thereto  to  which  the  Authority  is 
a party  and  subject  to  the  issuance  of  the  Obligation  by  the  Authority;  and 

WHEREAS,  All  or  a portion  of  the  Project  is  and  will  be  located  within  the  City;  and 
WHEREAS,  The  interest  on  the  Obligation  may  qualify  for  tax  exemption  under  Section 
103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (the  “Code”)  only  if  the  Obligation  is 
approved  in  accordance  with  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  (the  “Board”)  is  the  elected  legislative 
body  of  the  City  and  is  the  applicable  elected  representative  required  to  approve  the  issuance 
of  the  Obligation  within  the  meaning  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Authority  has  requested  the  Board  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the 
Obligation  in  order  to  satisfy  the  public  approval  requirements  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code 
and  the  requirements  of  Section  9 of  the  Agreement;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  January  27,  2016,  the  City  caused  a notice  to  appear  in  the  San 
Francisco  Chronicle,  which  is  a newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  City,  stating  that  a 
public  hearing  with  respect  to  the  issuance  of  the  Obligation  would  be  held  by  the  City’s  Office 
of  Public  Finance  on  February  10,  2016;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Office  of  Public  Finance  held  the  public  hearing  described  above  on 
February  10,  2016,  and  an  opportunity  was  provided  for  persons  to  comment  on  the  issuance 
of  the  Obligation  and  the  financing  and  refinancing  of  the  Project;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Board  hereby  finds  and  declares  the  above  recitals  are  true  and 
correct;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  Board  hereby  approves  the  issuance  of  the 
Obligation  by  the  Authority;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  it  is  the  purpose  and  intent  of  this  Board  that  this 
Resolution  constitutes  (a)  approval  of  the  issuance  of  the  Obligation  by  the  applicable  elected 
representative  of  the  governmental  unit  having  jurisdiction  over  the  area  in  which  the  Project 
is  located  for  the  purposes  of  and  in  accordance  with  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code,  and  (b) 
approval  of  the  Obligation  for  purposes  of  Section  9 of  the  Agreement;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  approval  of  the  issuance  of  the  Obligation  by  the  City 
is  neither  an  approval  of  the  underlying  credit  issues  of  the  proposed  Project  nor  an  approval 
of  the  financial  structure  of  the  Obligation;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Obligation  shall  not  constitute  a debt  or  obligation  of 
the  City  and  the  payment  of  the  principal,  prepayment  premium,  if  any,  and  purchase  price  of 
and  interest  on  the  Obligation  shall  be  solely  the  responsibility  of  the  Corporation;  and,  be  it 
FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  adoption  of  this  Resolution  shall  not  obligate  (i)  the  City 
to  provide  financing  to  the  Corporation  for  the  acquisition,  rehabilitation  and  development  of 
the  Project  or  to  issue  the  Obligation  for  purposes  of  such  financing;  or  (ii)  the  City,  or  any 
department  of  the  City,  to  approve  any  application  or  request  for,  or  take  any  other  action  in 
connection  with,  any  environmental,  General  Plan,  zoning  or  any  other  permit  or  other 
regulatory  action  sought  in  connection  with  the  Project;  and,  be  it 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  Resolution  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  its 


adoption.
